ſtraightlie executed by vncorrupted Officers, 
which in mine opinion woulde be skilfull Suruei- 
ours for the breëdes, and expert Muſter maiſters 
for the horſes of ſeruice . And alſo that ſuche

Fo2-as Oppianus ſaith, there be as ma- 
nie kindes of ones as there be — nations. 
And to ſaie the truth, it would be to ſmall purpoſe. Foz what ſhulp 
it auaile you to heare (vnleſle it were fo2 nonelties ſake) that in 
N s there be hoꝛſes no bigger than Rams, e in ſome 
- conntries, hoꝛſes be made like Unicoznes, in ſome Countreyes 
- 8gaine, Pares do conceiue with the UWeſfferne winde, without 
the helpe of any Stallion, whoſe Coltes do not liue aboue thzee 
peares, Wherefoze leauing all ſuch ſtrange kinds apart, J will 
onelie talke of the moſt wozthie , and ſpectallie of ſuch as haue 
bene knowne of late daies by god experience, to pꝛoſper verte 
well in this lande, and be not vaknowne to the moſte part of the 
Gentlemen of this Realine, vhich kindes be theſe heere follow- 
ing. The Turke, the Barbarian, the Sardinian, the Napolitan, the 
Jennet of Spaine, the Hungarian, the high Almaine, the prizeland 
Hoꝛſe, the Flanders Moꝛſe, and the Iriſh Bobbie, Df vhich kinds 
vhileft I ſpeake, A muſt needes alſo make ſome mention of the 
beſt kindes chat haue bene either in Aſia, Affrike, 62 Europe, 
. from vbence theſe be deſcended, though perhaps moꝛe baſtardly 
than J would wiſh, and all fo2 lacke of that induſtrie and dilli⸗

= IP YZzicommecth furtheſt of, me chinketh it were not amille to 
con der, that as Curkie it ſelfeis of long time fince 
become a great Empire extending verie far into all 
the mme partes of the woꝛlde aboueſaid, compꝛehending diuers 
kingdoms + countrepes, and pet altogither iscommonlie called 
by the name of Turkie: euen ſo, the hozſes that come from anie of 
the Turks dominions,9z frontiers of his next neighbours, be cal 
led Turkic hoꝛſes, and therfaze J thinke it god here to declare vn⸗ 
to pou the opininions of the olde wꝛiters, touching the races ſhat 
baue bene in thoſe countries, nowe ſubied to the great Turke oz 
chere about, to learne there by (if it map be) uhether thoſe that we 
call Turkie hoꝛſes, be ſo indeed 02 not, and of vhichof thoſe races 
they ſeeme moſt likely to deſcends. And firft we will begin wich 


che chiefe races of Aſia, which be the Parthiavs,the Medes, the At- 


menians, the Cappodocians, t many others, The Parthians (ſaith 
Abſirtus) be great of ſtature, bolde, couragious, and ſure of foote- 
manſhip. Vigetius alſo ſaith, that they be verie well reined, and 
haue an eaſie ambling pace. But the Medes,ercell them incom- 
lineſle of ſhape. The Armenians and Cappadocians, ds deſcendof 
the Parchians,and be like them in all points : ſaning that they are 
ſomevhat moze heauie headed. Che hoꝛſes of Greece, as Abſirtus 
ſaith, haue god legs, great bodies, comelie heades, and be of an 
high ſtature, and verie well made fo:ward, but not backward, b(- 
cauſe thep are pin buttocked notwithſtanding the y be very ſwiſt, 
and ot a bold courage. But of all the races in Greece, hoſh the hoz- 
ſes and Mares of Theſſalia, foz the ir beawtie, bigneſſe, bountie, 
and courage, ot all Autho2s are moſt celebzated. Foꝛ ſchich cauſe 
Xerxes at his tomming into Greece made a running of hozſes in 
Chariots to be pꝛoclaimt d onelie in Theſſalia, becanſe he woulde 
bane his own hozfcs to run with the beſt hoꝛſes in Greece. Iulius 
Cæſar alſo being Dictatour of Rome, knowtng the courage ot 
theſe hoꝛſes, was the firſt that oꝛdeined them as a ſpectacle befoꝛe 
the people to fight with wild bulles, and to kill che m. ſche Pellei- 
ans and Magneſians, are alſa verie well commended. The Pellei- 
B. i. ans 
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. Turkefandeth,be accounted wozſe han all the reſt. Foz the 


 withfanding, the ozſes that J haue ſerne come from Turky,as 
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ans be ſonamedof a towne in Theſſalis, called Pells, And the 


Magneſiansof Magneſia, a region of Macedonia, next adioining 
fo Theſſalia.fhe Ep'rotes be froward t᷑ diſobe dient to the bit,not- 
withſtanding, Paulus Iouius making mention of the laſte great 
wars bc ich the Venetians had, not only with the Turkes, but alia 
in a maner with all <2iffendom,giueth the Epirotes great pzaiſe - 
fo; their ſwiftneſſe and nimblenes. Inſomuch as the Venetians

better than anye ofher hoꝛſemen that ſerued themat that time · 
But the ho2ſes of Thracia, vhichisnowthe chiefeff part of Tur- 
Rie, in the which Conſtantinople he heb citie and ſeat of the great 


moſte parte of the wziters dw deſcribe them after this ſaꝛt. The 
Thracians be faule and euil faſhioned,hauing rough bodies, great 
ſhoulders, and rising backs like vnto camels, croked legges md 
gorolting and bnſeemelie,as well in their pace as running. Not- 


wel into Italie, as hither into England, be indiffcrent faire to the 
tie, chough not very great no; ſtronglie made, vet very light and 
ſwifc in their running, and of great courage, and therefoze ſcemes 
to deſcend of the Græcianrate, befoze deſcribed by Abſirtus. But 
thetr trauell ing pace is neither amble, racke, noz trot, but a cer⸗ 
teine kinde of eaũe traine. Albeit fo; the moſt part they be euill 
mouthed, bpreafon that in Turkie they be neuer ridden (as A 
haue learned vntill they be ten oꝛ twelue pteres old, hereby ſhey 
ware ſo headffrong, as they be not eaſilte bzought to make a god 
Top: pea, if then pou will run him at his ſetting foozth, you ſaie 
but this wozd (Braic) vnto him, hee wilt neuer leauernnning-ſo 
long as his bzeath will ſerne him, ſhunning nothing that ſhall 
d in his waie, if de may go ouer the ſame by any means pol 
fible: fo they be of nature verie couragious, and will do moze by 
gentle meanes then by ſkripes oz great th:eatnings, fo2 that ma⸗ 
keth them moꝛe deſper ate, ana bꝛingech them clean out of oder. 
us much of the Turke. T 


We Or the Hozleof Barbarie. | 
e Barbarian is a Yozſe that coms out of Barbaria,a Coun 
try in Affrike, conteining vnder it che two regions of Mauri 


tania, 
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cania, lieng againſt Spaine, thereaf the 8 Mauritania 
Tingintana : and the other is called Mauritania Ceſarienſis. Jt ton- 
teineth alſo the tountrie of Numidia , and that part vhichis cal- 
led Affrica minor, that is to ſaie, the leffor Africke: fo chat Bar- 
baria ſtretchech verie farre. And there be manie good races wich⸗ 
in the ſame, _—_— — ———— — ——— — er 
Mauritani:ns, the Libians, Cerenians, the Numidians, and manie 
others. The Mauritanians be much commended of the wztters, 
not onelie fo; their good ſhape the ſwiftneſſe in running, but al 
ſo foꝛ that they be excellentlie well b:eathed. and thereby are 
both able to mainteine a verie long cartere,and alſo toabide anis 
kind of labour and trauell: pea, and beſides that , they will abide 
the fight and roaring of a lion, whereof there is greate ſtoze and 
plentite in that countrie. Nert vnto theſe are the Libians vhich 
be oflike goodneſle, and of like ſhape, ſauing chat the Libians be 
ftronger made longer bodied, thicker ribbed,and bzoader bzeffed, 
and of all hozſes, as Aelianus ſatth, they doe requirs lefle tending 
and keeping. Fo their maiſters in that conntrie when they tra⸗ 
uell by the waie, do neither wipe their legs, currie them, no2 lit 
ter them, noꝛ pare their hoofes , and as ſone as theirfournete is 
done, they turne wem fozthto the paſture, and make no moze a- 
db. Againe, the ares of in ür race, as n dne pe, 
be ſo delighted with muſicke , as the heardman oz keper, with 
the ſoundofa pipe, may leade them whether he will himſelfe. The 
Cerencians (as Abſutus ſaith) be great of ature, and haue ſmall 
und gant bellies, they be ſwift in running, and ſure offootman - 
ſhip, and in labour good at length, foz uhichcanſes they were 
much ved in the olde time to runne foꝛ wagers in chariots. But 
thoſe Pozſes chat we commonlie call Barbarians. do come out of 
the king of Tunis land, out of Maſsilia mb Numidia, which fo; the 
molt part be but little hoꝛſes, but there wich verie ſwift, awable 
to make a verie long cariere, ubich is the cauſc vhy we effeeme 
them(o much. And it ſhonlde ſeeme by Vigerius, that this race 
came firſt from Spaine: who — theints be verte ſwiftin

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. © courſers be nothing ſo ſtrong now, as they haue bene in times

T He Holes that come out of the Ales of Sardinia nd Corſica,

He Napolitan, ubich wecommonlie callacourſer of Naples, 
Ga trim Hoꝛſe, being boch comelte and ſtronglie made, and 
of ſo much godneſſe, of ſo gentle a nature, and of fo high a cou⸗ 
rage as anie Yo2ſe is, of dat countrie ſoeuer he be. He is eaff- 
lie unowne from all other Þozſes , by his no leſſe cleane, than 
ſtrong making, his limmes are ſo well p:opoztioned in enerie 
point, and partlie by his poztlineſle in his gate, but <ieflie by his 
long lender head the ne cher part uhereof,that is to ſap, from the 


eies downeward, foz we moſte part is aiſo ſomeubat bending 


like a Hawkes beake, which maketh him to reine with ſhe bei 
ter grace, and pet the Italians doe both ite and ſaie, that theſe 


paſt, partlie perhaps foz that like induſtrie of late daies hath not 
beene ved in bzeeding them, as in times paſt, and partlie foz that 
nature doth decate euerie date moze and moze, as well in man as 
in beaſt .

ho:ſes whatſoener they be, euen ſo farre as the Egle erceedeth all 
the birds in the aire, and as the Dolphin paſſeth all the fiſhes in 
the ſea, but therewith he ſaith, wat they be but ſmall of ature of 
fmallffrength, and of ſmall courage, all thi< things ſeeme to a: 
gree verie well with thoſe Jennets that bee bzoughthither into 


Spaniards to ſet ſuch pꝛaile on their Jennets courage, as thep 
bane not letted to repozt,that thep haue carted their riders out of 
the field, J cannot tell how manie miles, after the Jennets them- 
ſelues haue bene ſhotcleane <:ongh the bodies with Harqueby- 


ſhes. Nich repoꝛt J haue heard to be true, by diuers of our own 
ſouldiers, vbich if it be true inderde, it dooth better conniternaile 


their (mall ſtature and little ſtrength, thihis manifeſt foal mens 
eies that do behold them, and pet Abſirtus ſeemeth to be of a con- 
trarie opinion: uboe wziteth of them in this ſoꝛt. The Hozſes ol 
Spaine (ſaſth he) be great of ſtature hauing fine heads, and right 
bp bodies, verie well togither in all partes, ſauing that 
their buttocks be fomethat ta ſlender. — and able 
to endure great labour, and commonlie they be neither fo fat no2 
pet toleane, and in their tranell they niede not to be quickened 
with the ſparre, and pet they be nothing mete to run, od topaſſe 
acariers, becauſe their hones be not god. And as from'thetr ſule 


fhencefo2th thep ware to be curſt and frowarv. All ubich hinges

beneath his knees, he hach a large bulk,a right backe, a long buſh. 
taile, bis legs be ſtrong, his paſternes ſmall, and his boofes full 
and bꝛoad, his guttes are hollowe, and all his bodie is fall of emp⸗ 
tie cozners, his buttockes are not balfe filled with kat, neyther 
doe the bzawnes o2 his muſcles appeare, of ſtature hee is mo;e 
in length than heigth, and therewith ſomewhat ſive bellied , his 
bones are alſo great, de is rather leane than fat, which leannefle 
is ſo anſwerable to the other parts of his bodie, as the due pꝛo⸗ 
po2tion obſerued in his def mit ie, makech the ſame to be a beau · 


dite. And as touching bis in ward delpolition, hee is, as Vigetius 


ſaieth, boch temperate and wiſe, and able to abide great labour, 
cold and hunger, and thcrefoze verie met foꝛ the warre. Came- 
rarius alſo ſaith, that they be verie ſwift , and if they be pzonoked 
by ſome iniurie, they will bothe bite and ſtrike, otherwiſe not, 
Their pace is a hard trot.

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baue ab:&d of great trotting Yo2ſes meefe foz the warre, and to 
ſerue in the field. Dome other againe would haue a bꝛerde of ai 
bling Bozſes of a meane ſtature, foz to iournie and to kranell by 
the waie. Some perhaps would haue againe a race of ſwift run- 
ners to runne fo wagers, oz to gallop the Bucke , oz to ſerue 
fo; ſuch like exerciſes of pleaſure. But the plaine countreiman 
would perchance bane abzed onelie foz dzaught oz burthen And. 
firft pou ſhall vnderſtand, that generallie thoſe Yozſes e Pares 
will th1ue beſt in this Realme, that be bzed vnder a climate be- 
ing of the like temperature that this our clime is, 02 at the 
leaſt not much difſering from the ſame . Uherefoze naturallie 
me thinkes the Turke, the Jennetof Spaine, the Barbarian , and 
the Sardinian, being bzedde in farre hotter countries than this, 
la, ſhonldnotbe able to endure the cold of this countrie : no: to 
liked&re ſo well as there, from uþence they come. Foz though. 
harp them to bzeede heere, and their offſpzing to grow to 

a perfect ſtature, and to be like in ſhape to their Sires nd 
Dames, pet fo; the molt part they be but neaſh and tender, and 


do require moze attendance and fine keeping , chan others doe. 
And pet J will not denie, but that in continnance of time, their 


nature mate be altered, and ſuch tenderneCe mais weare awaie 
well inongh, and ſpectaliie thoſe that come out of Iſland, ſoner- 
than the others, becauſe they are moze able to endare both heat x 
colde, and their nature doth agree the better with this countrie, 
being alſo an Jlland, The Napolitan althongh be be bzed vnder a 
botterclimat chan ours is, vet that region(s verie temperate of 
it ſelfe ; and therewith ſo fcuitfull, as it is called the Garden, 03 
Paradiſe of Italie, and the Hozſes there bzedde, be of ſo ſtrong 
and healthfull complexion, as they will not quaile vhereſvener 
they go:and that theppzoſper ſo well erte in this land, as in anie- 
other fozeine countrie, e not onelie the Queenes Pateſtſes race, 
but alſo ocher mens races, nd te Sir Nicholas Amolds 


Race doth well teffifie, from whence Jhane ſene ſd faire Colts 


to tome, and to pzone fo wel in their doings , as euer I ſawe in 
the realme of Naples, trhs foz his induſtris and diligence ſhew- 
edin that behalfe. as he is wozthie to be muchcommended and 
paailed, {I with, — * 
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do the line: ſo ould they neither lacke god hoꝛſes fo ſerue their 
Countreie in time of neede, noꝛ pet to ſerue themlelues in their 
owne affaires. Now as touching the reſt of the races befoze men⸗ 
tioned, as the Hungarian, the high Almaine , the Flinders Bozſe, 
the Friz eland Monſe, and the Lriſhe Yobbie : dailie experience 
-teacheth, that they do pꝛoue verie well here, becauſe either they 
eome out of colder countries then this is, o2 at the leaſt not out of 
much hotter, and ſome of them do pꝛoue better here than at home, 


and ſpeciaallie ſuch as come from ſowze graſle and wet grounds, 


all the Flanders Hoꝛſe and ate, both vhichdoe ware heere to be 


finer limmed cleaner made, and there with light er and moꝛe nim - 


ble, than they be at home. But now to anſwere the diuerſe in. 
tentes et the bꝛerders, J would wilhe him that ſerketh to haue a 
race of god Hoꝛſeg, miete to ſerue in the field, to get a Napolitan 
Stallion, ik it be poſſible, if not, let him take the high Almaine, 
the Hungarian, the Flanders, oꝛ the Frizcland Yozſe , ſo that he be 
of a conuenient ſtature, well pzopoztioned, and mete fo; the 
purpoſe . What things are requiſite in a Stallion, ſhall be de- 
claredhcreafter in his place, and let thoſe Mares that ſhall be put 
toſach Stallions, be of an high ſtature, ſtronglie made, large 
and faire, and haue a trotting pate, as the Mares of Flaunders, 
and ſome of our owne Mares be: foz it is not meke foz diuers re⸗ 
ſpects that ozſes of ſeruice ſhould amble. But if anie man ſek 
to haue a race of fineambling Hoꝛſes to trauell by the waie, then 
Z would wich his Stallion either to be a faire Jennet of Spaine, 
q at the leaſt a Baſtard Jennet, 02 elſe a faire Iriſne ambling 
Hobbte, and the Pare to be alſo either a baſtard Jennet, bꝛedde 
here within chis realme, hauing an ambling pace, oꝛ elſe ms 
other ol our ambling Pares, ſo that ſhe be faire and well pzopoz/ 
tioned, And ik anie man deſire to haue ſwift runners, let him 
chooſe a Moꝛſe of Barbarie, 02a Tucke to be his Stallion, ano 
let the ares vbich he ſhall put vnto him, be like of ſtature and 
making vnto him ſo nigh as maie be, fo: moſt commonlie ſuch 
Sire and Damme, ſuch Colt. And ith all wziters doe ſo much 
P:aiſe the hoꝛſe af Barbarie, not onelie fo his ſwiſtneſle in run; 
ning, but alſo fo his hardneſſe, in chat he needeth ſmall atten- 
dance and keeping, and will not ſurfet vpon euerie little ſweate 
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than foz the ſaddle, and al foz lack of god oꝛder of bꝛeding, ubich 
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ex colde, as ſome others do: he therefoze that delighteth in Hun- 


tinge and Hawking, hadde neede as me thinkes , to chooſe this 
Moꝛſe aboue all others to be his Stallion, to the ntenthe mate 
haue ſuch Coltes of him, as will be able to continue in ſuche er⸗ 
treame exerciſes, as to gallop the bucke, o2 followe a longe win- 
ged Hawke. Eyther of which exerciſes, killech perrelie in this 
tealnie manie a gad Gelding. But now to content the countri⸗ 
man his deſire, which onlie ſceketh to bꝛerd hozſes fo dzaught,oz 
burthen, bchere ſhould J wiſh him to pꝛouide bimſelfe of Pares 


and Stallions better than here in England, vheras he may eaſi- 


lie find a number of ſtrong Jades moze mete foz that purpoſe, 


if it might be once obſerued in this realme, J bele&ene there would 
be ſo god and ſo faire hoꝛſes bzed heere, as in anie place in Chzv 
ſtendome. But as foz the cart hozſe,ſo that he be great of ature,

ned hozſes, than J haue knowne to be finelpe kept in ſtables, as 
ie wels fo; the ſaddle. The hozſe that is meete fo2 the carte, maie 
ſeruealſo fo2 the burthen, becauſe he is ſtrong and able to beare 
muche, but the packeman deſireth beſides ſtrengch, th:ceother 
khinges in his hoꝛſe. Firſt, that he be a god traueller, ſecondlie 
that his holes be ſa good as he need not to be often ſhod, thirdlie, 
that he be no bnreaſonable feder , fo2 che auoiding of expenſes, 


foz uhichcanſe J thin ke our packemen here in England, ds moſt 


commonlie go with Geldinges, which lacking the feruent heate 
that ſtoned Yoaſes haue, cannot conſume ſo much meate as they 
doo, but chieflie perhaps bicauſe the Geldinges are moꝛe eaſie to 
rule by the waie than hozſes.

require, of ubich things we haue talked at large in the Bake of 
riding. Nowe as touching his ſhape it woulde be in this ſo:t, let 
bim haue a ſhozt and flender hed,a wide month, t wide noffrites, 
flender iawes, great eies andblacke, bolting ontwarde, and not 
hollowe inward, choꝛt eares + ſharp pointed like a monſe,a necke 
rather long than ſhoꝛt, great towards his b:eaff,flender towards 
his head, the creaſt thereof woulde be rifing in che middes, and 


therewithneicher to thicke, noz too thin, hauing a criſpe maine,

His na- 
turall gadneſle chicfiie-conſiſteth-in; bis healthfulneſſe of bodies 
in aboundayce of god ſerde, in his ſkrength, a ſwiftneſſe; 
god diſpoſition , and apneſle to be taught: yea, and in hispace; 
galloping, running, bearing of his dead and eares, all ibich 
things, mate be alſo mr balpen hy art. But to reine well « ta 


beare his head Feddilte, to be roadie of turns, and light of ap, 
to dle hs fete oaderlie, tokepe his ground, and to obete his 


riders well at all aſſaies: pzocedeth rather of Art than of Na- 
ture, ubich artiſciall godneſſe, uhether he hach oz not, the boke 
of riding doth plainlie teach you howe to iudge. Albeit foz a 
Stallion which ſhould chieflie ſerue to couer Pares, ſuch artificial 
ae is not ſa material as the natural, god thinges before 
entioned, amongſt the vhichthero is dne chiefe point, and yet 
— be none, vnleſſa vou might ſ& him to couer 
a Pare, and that is to werte, iether his ſerde be god oz not, 
which at chat time mate veris mel be knowne iir chis fo;t. Take: 
of it betwirt your thumbe and pour finger, os inn loc he of wol,

Now as 
touching the age of the Stallion, although moſt men in theſe our 
daies make no matter thereot᷑, becauſe he maie get foles vntil he 
. derr.02 rrx.yerres old: pet and ſo long as helineth , ſo that he be 
holpen:and therefo:ein moſt places of this Realme,they appoint 
no Hoꝛſes to that viſe, but ſuch as be verie olde, and therefoze per- 
haps both lame eblind.Pet the men in the old time made a great 
matter therof, and allowed no Stallion to be veric god but from 
b;yoares toritit. affirming that as one perfea thing doth bzing 
foth another perfect , ſo that wwich is vnperfea bzingeth foꝛth hes 
like. And as a Yozſe is accounted bnperfea,vntil he be v. yeeres 
olde, foz that his iointes beſme that time be not thzonghlie unit, 
neither is he growne to his full frength: ſo that at xiiii.ꝓcres he 


it ſelfe by nature, doth then ſhoztlie followe after. Albeit J will 
not denie, but that good keeping , anda firong complexion mais 
cauſeone hoſe to continue in luſt and courage much longer than 
avdlher ; Fo2 Alberts wyiteth that he knewea ſouldiour, ubich 
ſerued in the field on a hozſe Hat was 1rr.yteres old, and yet was 
accounted an able Bozfe, Niphus alfo ſaith, that the Emperouf 


Ferdinandus 'the firſt , hadde in his ſtable a Poꝛſe that was lxx. 


peeres old, And J my ſelfe haue ſcene Stallions chat haue bene 


ri peeres old and aboue, that haus gotten verie faire colts to the 


ete. And yet belæue not like in perfection to thoſe that the ſame 
Stallion might haue gotfen in his more lul ie age: fo; che coltes 
of old Stallions foz the molte part, be dull ard ſiowe, and haue 
tenderhofcs, and are moꝛe ſubteu fo diſeaſes and ſurfeites chan 
others. Wherefoze J would wiche all vou that wonlde haue a 
perted race, not to admit ante hoſe to be your Stallion, that is, 
a J laid be fee, vnder b. oz much aboue ritis, vnleſle he be verie 
luſtie and ſtrong, and there wich be veriehaile of bodie and lim. 
And vhlef J talke heere'of the hoſes age, it is mete that J 
che we you alſo how toknowe the ſame . Some ſ&hetoknowe a 
holes age in wis ozt; ey pull his a Sas") 


ming ſuch colts to be naturallie dull and lowe. albeit I haue ſeen-: 
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fleth, holding it a pꝛetie chile togither, and then let it go a- 
ary Hom fm the ſkinne returnech mme diailie to his 
place o not, without leaving anie ſigne oz wzinkle there it was 
touched, foz then they iudge the Hozſe tobe yong. But if the ſkin 
will not fall downe quicklie againe of his owne acco2d,thep take 
him to be old, d to lacke that naturall heat and warnte bloud, 
ſchich ſhould nouriſh his outward parts. But moſt men vſe to 
judge a Yozſes age by his teeth, taking that ta be the moſte cer · 
tains watie of knowledge, ſpectallie vnt ill he be full ſeuen peares 
old and vpward: foz euerie hozſe when he is two peeres olve, doth: 
caſt his two fozmer teech, aſwell aboue as beneath: and euerie 
peare after,vntill he be x,peares olde, he faileth not tu caſt other 
two in like manner. Then in the ſirt pcare,thoſe vhith he firſt caſt 
becloſed, but in the ſeauenth yeare all his teeth be fullie cloſed, 
ſo as the marke geethcleane ont, therby a man ſhould iudge bis 
age. Rotwichſtanding, after the hozſe beginnech to enter into 
old ds temples will war hollom, and the haire of his bzowes 
hoe and bite, his teeth alſo will be greater and thicker in ſub- 
ance, fowler in colour, and one ſtanving farther ont oz highrs 
chan another, thich they do not ſo long as the Hoꝛſe is pong; but 
ſtand euen and round togither.Thus much of the Stallion. Now 


let vs ſpeake fomevbat of the Pare, which would be alſo good in 


hir — and pong. Fo2 as Abſirtus ſaith, che Pare 

chat ſhould be foz bꝛede would be of a cowelte ſtature, and boa 
ſet, as well behinde as befoze, and well knit togicher, haumg a: 
lender head, and a large bodie, ſo as ſhe may bee ſightlie to the 
eie, and not to be leſſe than ther peares olde,noz much moze than 
ten. Notwitht awing, ſome wzite that it maketh no matter 
though the be couered and do conceiue immedi ati after ſhat ſhe 
be two yeares old and vpward, ſo that ſhe be fall chte peares old> 
at hirfoling . Foꝛ the female kinde in all beaftes, as hey be col- 
der of nature, ſo they come ſooner to their perfection than the- 
Pale kind, and like wiſe decaie ſwner : ttherefoze ſome hold opi⸗ 
nion, that their foling after ten pers of age is bnp:ofitable,affir« | 


Mares of xx. yeare olde and aboue, that haue bzought fozth verie 
fairs and liuelte colts to the eie: yea Ariſtotle ſaiech that a Mare 


mate. 
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may beatefoles all hir life long. And allo that che doth line longer 
than a Yofe;vho as he ſaith, may liue vntill ye be xrxiil. but the 
Mare may line till the be xl. Affirming bir to be inclined to the 
act of generation as much as any beaſt lining. ot withſtanding 
I would wiſh yon to keepe fo2 bzeedno Pare that is much abone 
ten yeares, vnleſſe you haue goderpertence of hit coltes, and be 
welt aſſured of hir continnance in courage and luſtineſſe. And in 
an wiſe let pour bꝛerding Mares vhich pon keepe fz ſtuddes, be 
made ſo tame and domt ſticall as map be, ſo ſhall vou not onelie 
eaſtlie dꝛiue them and remoue them from place to place, but reap 
ſome commoditie of their wo:k:ubich if it be moderate, it cannot 
hurt their teaming, vbereas if they ſhould be wild, they would be 
verie comb mus to kepe,yea and mante times though their raſh 
nelle deſtroy the foles in their bellies, neicher can pon bing them 
to the Hozſe, no: take their foles from them, then pon woulde 
weane them, without great trouble. At chat age it is beff to tame 
them, we ſhall ſhew you hereafter in his pꝛoper place.

e Fter that we haue taught you how to chuſe both Stal- 
Non x Pare meet ko bꝛed, it is requiſite that we ſhew

Gel togicher that they map ingender, t that oꝛder is to bee 
obſerued therein. Polk waiters do affirme that the beft time is the 
ſpꝛing, oꝛ as Palladius ſaich, ſrom the 2 2. uf March, vntill the xrii. 
d June. Becauſe the Pare going a full peare, oz at tha leaſt xi. 
monethes and ten dates, ſhall by this meanes fole in (ach time of 


the peare as graſſe is moſt plentiful, vbereby ſhe ſhall haue the 


moze aboundance of milke to feede hir fole,and the aire ſhall be ſo 
temperate,as che fole Mall nether be parched with the hot ſunne, 
no: pinched wich cold weather, But fozaſmuch as our Pares foꝛ 
the moſt part here in Englande, goe not with fole aboueelenen 
monethes and alſo foz that the coldneſſe of the countrie will not 


ſuffer 
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ſaffer the graſle to ſpꝛing and grobe lo ſene here as in Italie, oꝛ 
ſuch like hot countries, J would not wilhe the mares to be cone- 
red befoze the beginning of Pate, ſo ſhall the foles fall in Apzill, 
befoze ubich moneth there groweth but little graſſe. Againe, the 
Mares of themſelues befoze Pate will haue but little luſte to che 
boſe, foz faulte of full bit and warme weather, which ſhoulde in- 
gender luſt. And pet as J (aid befoze,accozding to Ariſtotle, chere 
is no kinde of beaſt moze inclined to chat ace than the hozfe and 
mare, inſomuch as if they mate not be ſuffered to ingender vhen 
luſt pꝛouokes them, they will run mad. It is eaſte to knowe when 
thep luſt, by their inoꝛdinate running and flinging bers and there 
and that as ſome wꝛite, not towarde the Eaſt oꝛ Weft, but moſt 
commonlie toward the South oz Nozth,ſetting the taile bolt vp⸗ 
right. Againe,one mare will woe another,and they will piſſe ol 
ten. The time then of the yeare merte fo2 generation being come, 
it is requiſit chat theſe two beaſts be put togither,vbich you mate 
do diuerſe maner of wates, Me firſt and beit wate,and ſpetiallie 
fo: him that hath many mares and tall ions, is to put euerie one 
of his Stallions — — reſted and well fed fo2 
the purpoſe) into a ſeuerall paſture full of graſſe, and well fenced

pouth, ſtrength, and luſtine le. Foꝛ if he bepoong and luſtie, he 
may couer ir.02 x. Mares verie well and it he be old and feeble, he 
had need tu couer the fewer : fo2 to couer manie is a great ſwbli⸗ 
hung tothe hoſe, albeit in Ita lie, to aydng hoꝛſe, they will not 
let to appoint xii.oꝛ xv. ares. And Ariſtotle ſaiſh that a Hozſe 
map couer xxx. Mares in one peare. Alſo Herodotus wetteth,that 
che king of Babylon, hauing (beſides his Hoꝛſes of ſeruice) eight 
bundeth Stallions, did appoint euerie peare vntothoſe Ftalli: 
ons ſirtene thouſame mares, fo that enerte ſtallſon'hanve fo2 his

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Syria, chere was ſomtime a race of rrx.thouſand mares, to thout 
were appointed but th hundzed Stallions:ſo that euer ie Bozſe 
had to couer an humdzed mares. UWhereby it ſemeth, that Ho2- 
ſes in times paſt haue bene of afarre ſtronger nature than they 
be nov in cheſe our daies. But in any wiſe, uben pe let the ſtalli⸗ 
on and the ares thus run togither, haue alwaies a good ete to 
the fence that it be ſtrong x ſure, fb; feare that none of pour owne 
falltons oz ſtrange hoꝛſes bzeake in, to diſturbe ante of them:foz. 
they will fight togither in luch time moſt cruellie. Neither is ther 
anie beaſte moꝛe gellious of his mate, than the Moꝛſe is of his 
wines (if it be lawfuall ſo to tearme chem) inſomuch as hee will 
not ſuffer them to feed out of his fight, noꝛ to ſtrate one from ans 
other, but will kepe them a s togither, andnigh vnto him- 
ſelfe, which running andkeping togither,bzeedeth ſach a mutual 
loue betwirt them, as thereby thep are on both ſides the moze in« 
clined to generation. And the Pares by this meanes doe moꝛe 
naturallie, moze ſpcedilie, and alſo moze eaſilie conceſue, than if 
they ſhould be ſerued out of a ſfable:foz there manie times, of ten 
that be ſerned, ſtue doo not take: of which kind of ſerning; J will 
ſpeake in the next Chapter following.

Fo:fir pou ſhould loſe the vſe of pour hoꝛſe 
which being after conering time ſome what reſted, and well mea- 
ted, mate ſerue pou in pour other affaires : ſecondlie, it will bee 
verie daungerous fo2 the mares fhat be with fole : fo; Ariſtotle 
ſateth, chere be thꝛe kindes of beaſts mont letcherous Han all o- 
chers: that is to ſaie. he Pare, the Sowe, and che thirde J dare 
not name, fo; feare ot oſtending: foz thereas all other beaſtes 
ichen they be wich pong. will abſteine from the act of generation, 
theſe tb2& kinds (as he (aith)doe not refuſe it euen in that tima. 
And though the mares doe refuſe it, as moſte commonlie thep 
will, atſdeuer Ariſtotle ſaith, pet the hoꝛſe perhaps when pꝛo⸗ 
- venderpiicketh him will fozee them, and ſo perchance by ſtriuing 
with them, make them tocaſt their foles : vherefoze J _ — 
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wiſe conſent that they ſhould run all the peare togicher, but onlie 
vntill ſuch times as the mares haue concetued.

Oz if 
any of them be couered with an Alle after that ſhe hath conceined 
by a Yozſe, oꝛ chance to tread vpon a wolfe , oz there a Wolfe 
hath troden, it will cauſe hir to caſt hirfole . Alſo all ſinking ſa- 
nours, as the nuffing of candles, oz toz<es , oz ſuch like, will 
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cauſe aboꝛſement, as ſome Anthozs wzite,aſwell in mares,as in 
women. Wherefoze all ſuch things would be fozeſcene,and in any 
caſe keep pour mares whilelt they go with fole,neither too leane 
noz pet to fat, but in god plight: to if they be to leane, they will ei⸗ 
ther caſt their foles, oꝛ elſe bzing fo2 th ſtaruelings. Againe,if they 
be to fat, euerie place of their bodies will be (o filled, as the foles 
within their bellies cannot haue rome fufficient to growe, and ta. 
pꝛoſper, by means aherof, either the foles ſhall be but litle ones, 
92 elſe the mares themſelues (hail be in great danger at the time 
of their foling,bp reaſon that che ir condits be onermuch ſtraight · 
ned with fat. And therefoze the Scythians, ſchich is a people of the 
Noth, vſed (as Ariſtotle-wziteth) moderatlie to iournie, i to tra⸗ 
uell their mares, after they were quickned, to the intent that they 
might haue the caſter foling.

UWhereupon the ſaid Giocomo went thither ; and 
hauing viewed them all, choſc out a great baie Bozſe,ubich late- 
lie came from the couering of mares, and was xx bii.peares olde, 
And though the Pꝛince perſwaded him to take a ponger Yozſe, 
pet he being erpert in that facultie, and knowing which Yozſes 
were beſt in deed, would not ſo do:neither was he decefued in his 
choiſe. Foz the battell being fought the next date, the hoꝛſe did his 
part notable well: inſomuch, although hee were ſvze hurt, « had 
manie grieuous wounds, pet be would neuer gine oner,but con- 
tinne to the end, and therby laued his Riders life: ſo as both hozſe

bꝛing bim. Seither muſt you vie any other kinde of bꝛidie than 
this, 02 any other ſaddle f feare of hurting his backe. than a ſoft 
pad of ſtrawe, vntill pour hozſecan trot cleane, kepe the ring, 
ſtoppe and turne roundlie on bothhandes, And in learning to 
ſit cloſe in the pad, von ſhall alio fit cloſe-in your ſaddle, but ichat⸗ 
ſoener ſaddle pon put vpon his backe, ſe that it ſand alwaies 
moze fozward than backward, vnleſle the hozſe be ouerlowe be- 
foze. Fo2 the moꝛe fo ward that the ſaddle doty land, the Hoꝛſe⸗ 
man ſhall ſit therein the mozeright vp, ant ubith the better grace. 
The hoꝛſe then being thus bzidled and ſadled, cauſe him to bee 
b:ought fozth to ſome blocke., vhereas if bee will not ſtand fill 
uhileſt pou take his backe, then let him that bzinget) him make 
much of him, x ſometime thacaten him with his voice, and ut 
bim with his handes on the right ſide towards the blocke, where 
bpon you ſhall ſtand continually <eriſhing him withyourband, 
to the intent be mate ſuffer pou to get vp. But it he be ſo ſroward 
ind ſo ſtubbozne, as he will not come nigh the blocke : then all to 
kate him wich a terrible volte, and beat him your ſelf wich a gad 
lick vpon the head betwirt the eares, not leaning him vntill you 
haue made him to come to the blocke, hether he will oz not: re- 
me mbzing alwaies to make much of him then he ſhewech him⸗ 
ſelfe obedient vnto pou. Oz if pou will, you map obſerue this 
maner following. 
A end bim into ſome newe plowed ground, and chere take the 
rains of the headfraine by the outermoſt end in your right hard,

Notwithtan- 
ding, to the intent J maie vſe fewer woꝛds heereafter,(pou being 
fomevbat inſtruded befoze) J will treate of them here in ſo god 
oꝛder as Jcan. Foz though Jcannot ſhew yon, then and howto 
pyle theſe chinges in time, vntill Jcome to the hozſes leſſons: pet 
I may ſhew you iich they be, how manie there be, to hat end 

euerie one ſeruech, md generallie the vſe of the ſame. And ſirſt 
vou ſhall vnderſtand, chat pou map helps pour hoꝛſe ſcuen maner 
of wates.

Foz it is the Riders part, ſirſt to knowe vhen to ride his hoꝛſe 
with a bit, then what maner of bit, 4 howe to vſc the ſame at the 
firſt putting of it into the hoꝛſes mouth, and in iat part of his 
mouth the bit hath to reſt.

Foꝛ to beare the bzidle handouer high, as the vaſkilfull Numidi- 
ans in Affrike vſe to da, is diſalowed f diucrſe reſpects, Firſf,fo2 
chat it wearieth the arme: ſecondlie, it neede were, you could not 
haue ſo much power to ſtop pour Hoꝛſe then you would. Thirde- 
lie, beeing in the llelde againſt ponr enimie, the bearing of pour 
hand ſo high, would be a trouble vnto pour defence. a cammodi⸗ 
tie to pour enimie.fo2 chat he might eaſilie cut pour reines in ſun 
der. Finallie yon can haue no ſteddie _— vpon pour hozſe — 
tit. ms 
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time togither,vhereby pour hozſe thall neuer reane well, noꝛ pet 
haue a ſteddie hed. Foz who ſo will haue his hozſe to beare his bed 
feddilite and to reane well, let him beare his hand racher low than 
high, ſo ſhal he be able to keepe it alwates at one ſtap, uhich is one 
of the chlekeſt points of hoꝛſemanſhip. Notwithſtanding, if your 
hozſe be any thinge hedſtrong, then when pon manege him, 02 o⸗

tokepe it euen with the hozſes creaſt, onlie by turning your fiff 
alittle inward oꝛ outward, to ſigniſte vnto him on vhat hand you 
would haue him to turne. And note, chat fo: a chile, it ſhall not be 
amiſſe, hen you ride pour hozſe, to let him weare his bꝛidle x his 
headſtraine both togither, vntill he be ſome chat acquainted with 
the bꝛidle, fo then you mate take awaie his hedſtrain, and in ſted 
thero put on a patre of falſe reans, ubich are verie ncceſſatic fo 
a pong hoꝛſe in the beginning, to make him beare his head rigbt: 
foz bearing the oꝛdinarie reanes alwaies iuſt and euen, pou wats 
ſhoꝛten the felſe reanes on any ſide at pour pleaſure. Uhich falſe 
reans, uhen pour hoꝛſe begins to wax ſomewhat perfect in his do⸗ 
ings, pou mate alſo take awaie, and ride him onelie with the oꝛdi⸗ 
narie reanesz me it he happen afterward foz lack of them to hang 
moze of one ſide than of another, oꝛ to beare his head oꝛ necke a- 
wꝛie, pou mate coꝛred it by bearing the contrarie reane ſhozter 
chan the other. As fo2 example: if he wꝛieth moꝛe on the left ſide 
tan on che right, chen holding the bꝛidle as J taught you befo2e, 
pul in the right rean with pour foꝛe linger, x ſo hold it iuſt betwixt 
pour fozefinger and pour ſhumbe. e ifned be. you mate alſo ioine 
pour long finger vnto pour fozefinger,tohold it the faſfer. But if 
he wzieth moꝛe on the righte ſide than on the lefte, then pon ſhall 
ſhoꝛten the left reane by putting two oꝛ thee of pour neathermoſt 
fingcrs betwirt the reanes. But as touching the true oꝛder of coꝛ- 
recting a helping vour hoꝛſe with the beidle, in time and meſure, it 
hall be declared vnto pon hereatter, as occaſton ſhall ſerue: and 
therefize in the meane time let theſe generall rules ſnffice =

Pate well che we you how to co2rec oꝛ hclpe pour hozſe, 

with the calfes of pour Legs, and with your Heles, and 

where to ſtrine him, togither with the dinerlitie of the 

" ftrokes, and the names thereof, and to what ende euerie 

one ſerneth : but to tell yon eradlie in ſchat time, and with what 
meaſure,vntill I come to the hozſes leſſons, J cannot. But of one 
ching J will aduertiſe you in ante wiſe at the firſt, not to be raſh, 
but to bſe ſuch fempozance ⁊ moderation, as pon map cauſe pour 
Hoſe by little and little to vnderſtand your meaning, without 
ante diſoꝛder oꝛ confufion. And therefoze it were beſt doing with 
him vhile he learnes his firſt leon, vhich is to tread the Ring, 
as ſhall be hereafter declared vnto pon atlarge : in the which,ac- 
coꝛding as pou ſhall ſee occaſton,you ſhall help him,o2 coꝛeu him, 
by ſtriking him ſomevhat behinde the fozmer grirt, uhich is the 
right ſpurring place, either with the one calfe alone, oꝛ with both 
togither, with the one bele alone, oz with both euen togither, oz 
togither noteuen,o2 els with one immediatlie after another. Foz 
ſo manic kinds of ſtrokes there be ſeruing ſometime to diners 
purpoſes, and therefoze haue diuerſe names acco2dinglie. Foz the 
firft is called the ſingle ſtroke of the contrarte leg, where wich pon 
muſt help him to turne on ſchich ſide you would haue him. As foz 
example, if pou would haue him to turne on the right hand, then 
pon muſk touch him with pour left leg: if on the left hand, then 
wich pour right leg. Andlikewiſe hen he hangeth moze on the 
one ſide in his going, than on the other, oꝛ be ſtiffer necked of ante 
ide, oꝛ beare not his head right, pou muſt coꝛred him foz the moſt 
part with the ſingle ſtroke on the contrarte ſide. The ſecond is cal- 
led the double ſtroke 02 euen ftroke, becauſe pou muſt firtke him 
in the ſpurring place with both legs euen togicher, which pꝛoper⸗ 
lie x chieflie is to make him to go fo2ward. Notwithſtanding, it 
ſerneth alſo manie times to make him to turne, to ſtoppe, to ad⸗ 
uance, foꝛ manie other purpoſes, as pon ſhal perceiue hereafter, 
The third maie be verte well called the cloſing ſtroke, becauſe tt 
makes the hozſe to cloſe his turne round : iuſt: and the oꝛder of it 
is thus, When you would hane * — 4 to cloſe his turn = | 
oli as 
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(as fo example on the right hand) then in his turning touch him 
with both legs togither, but not euen, that is to ſaie with the left 
leg in the true ſpurring place, and with pour right leg ſomevbat 
moꝛe behinde towardes the hoꝛſes flank, which maner of ſtriking 
Gniſoncalleth in his language Attondare. The fourth ſerueth on- 
lie as a coꝛtedion fo; ſundꝛy vices hereafter to be declared, then 
pou muſk ſtrike your Hoꝛſe in the ſparring place thꝛe oz foure 
times togither with one leg after another, ſo faſt as pour legges 
mate walk, which kind of ſtrokes Griſon calleth Botti rotis ponden 
ti, but in our tongue, mee thinke it were not aniſle to call it the 
Bunching ſtroke, becauſe pour legs muſt go like two bunching 
betles, o2els the clinching ſtroke, fetching a fimilitude from the 
Wotewzights,vhoſe hammers ien they clinch the nailes, do an- 
were one another. In all vhich foure kinds of ſtrokes, if pou can 
learn to kp time 4 mcaſure wich pour legs + heeles, you ſhall be 
the better able to keepe time wich pour ſpurres, uhen pou come 


to ride pour hoꝛſe withſpurres, Foz there is no other difference - 


betwirt them, but chat the ſtroke of the one toucheth the quicke, 
and the other not: becauſe the one is blunt, and the other ſharp,

now that J ſhewe pon then it is time to make pour hoſe both to 

abide the Dpar,avalſo how to know the Spur, and 2

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thereof, and there, and howe you ſhall do the ſame. And firſt you 


ſhall vnderſtande, that in olde time men were ſo ignozant,as 
they wonlv neuer ſpurre their hozſes, vntill they were not onelie 
ſtaid of head, but alſo perfect in all ſuche o2ders as were vſed in 
thoſe dates : ſo that though their hoꝛſes were ſire oz ſeuen peres 
old, yet could no man aſſure himſelf of their goodneſſe. Fo2 moſt 
commonlie when they came afterward to be ſpurred, either they 
wared ſo ſfubboꝛne and ſo diueliſh, as they would not abide the 
Spur, but fall a leaping and flinging, and trieng of maiſteries to 
caſt their Riders: oz elſe they became ſo reftife, and ſo dull there- 
wich, as thep would abide it tos well and ſtand euen ſtill, not once 
mouing foz it, and the moze they were ſpurred, the woꝛſe they 
would be. And although that thoſe Riders hadextraozdinarie 
meanes, to make a hoꝛſe to abide the ſpurre , thether hee would 
oz not, as by facing him when they ſpurred him, to plunge into 
ſome great water o2 (ca, oꝛ to behang him with ſpurres made of 
purpoſe to moleſt him, oꝛ elſe perhaps, as J haue (ene ſome Ki- 
ders do, ta hehang him with a paire of ſtuffed boots,02 with ſand» 


bags, hauing ſpurres o2 pꝛickes to grieue him vhileft they chaſe . 


him to and fro, And ſo to wearie him that wate : yet they had no 
waies to make him knowe the helpe of the ſparre , and thereby 
to vnderſtand the Riders meaning, and all foz lacke of know- 
ledge 4 god conſideration. They lacked knowledge, fo2 that they 
would neuer almoft ſpurre thetr hoꝛſe, but then they ran him, ſo 
that the fpurrs ſerued them in a maner to none other purpoſe. 
Againe they lacked conſideraton, in that they ſaffred the ir hoꝛſes 
to go ſo long befoze they ſpurred them, F they might well think 
that it was not ſo eaſie to make a hoꝛſe either to abide, o to know 
che ſpur, ſchen he is growne in age, ſtrength, and tuſtie courage, 
as vhen he is pong, ſimple, and feareful, and apt to rule as a man 
will himſelfe. And therefoze J would wiſh you not to deferre the 
time ſo long, but after that pour hozſe hath wozne the bꝛidle halte 
a (coze of times, let him learne to know the ſpurre, be hee neuer 
fo pong, leane, oꝛ feeble. Which would be done, either ſchileſt you 
cauſe him to trot the ring in ſome new deepe plowed ground, in 
helping him therewith, as hereafter ſhall be taught. oz elſe when 
poutrae him (the lkegromm rightont; And Hough you mals 

ne 
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gine him cherwich a cariere,ifpon will: yet to anoſd all dia ders 
that might thereof inſue, the ſureſt and readieſt waie ts onelte to 
trot him;fo2 otherwiſe you muſt tar ie vntill he can run a car ier 
well, and ſtop as he ought to do, vhich perhaps would be to long. 
And of ahatſoeuer diſpoſition 02 mettall the hozſe be, dull, oz 
quicke: fozget not in ante wiſe in the ſelfe ſame inſtant, chat you 
put ſpurs vato him, to helpe him with pour voice, oꝛ eiſe with the 
ſound of pour lips, md that (hall put by all ſhzewd totes, uhereof 
perhaps he might otherwiſe ſhew you ſome, as to leape, to fling, 
to caſt his head betwirt his legs, to lie downe, oꝛ ſuch like, And if 
vou ſe that the ſpurre doch make him to ſpꝛing foꝛ ward, and to a⸗ 
mend his pace, then make much of him, and ſo by little and little 
vou ſhall bꝛing him acquainted with the ſpure well inough, and 
in time to knowe all the helpes and coꝛredions of the ſame, 
VNVurt ii vou haue to ſpurre a hoꝛſe that is ſomcvhat in peares, 
and of nature ramege oꝛ reſtife: then ſe that in ante wiſe you 
ſpurte him not at the firſt, eicher when you trot him oꝛ run him, 
but onelie vhile pou pace him faire « ſoftlie thzough ſome towne 
oz citie, and ſo going, ſodenlie put ſpurres vnto him, helping him

Notwithſtanding, chere be ſome hoꝛſes of nature verie 
linelte and ſenſible, vhich through euill bꝛeaking at the firſf , and 
afterward by ſufferance, haue been ſo euill accuſtomed, as they 
will neuer peeld to the ſpurre, but ſo ſone as they fele it, they wil 
leape and fling, and take on like ſpirits. Wherefoze, if anie ſach 
Hoꝛſe chance to come into pour handes, firſt fo a ſchile, ride him

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learned to go qnietlie in che ſame, and to keep the true path: which 
ichen pou ſee he dooth, then ride him wich both ſpurres, and alſa 
with a good wand in your hand. And vhileft be treadeththe i 


in fome new plowed ground with deepe furrowes, vhen time is 
touch him with pour ſpurres at ſundzte times t:ice,and if he w 
then plate his vagarie, beat him foꝛchwich with your wand vpon 
the head on both ſides, and betwirt the eares, and vpon his foze- 
legges, all to rating him at the ſelfe ſame pzeſent with a terrible 
voice, and neuer leaue him vntill pou haue made him to peeld vn,

And when che ring paches, thzough continuall treading ware 
ſomwhat hard: yon mate ſhift into a new place, ubers the ground 
is newlie eared with deepefarrowes, and that, as I ſaide beſtʒe, 
ſhall make him ko liſt high. Albeit, Griſon in his fourth book doth

tfe ſo ſuitech, ſaieng, that the hoꝛſe being continnallie taught in 
one place, ſhall the better remember his leſſons :yea,and allo his 
co2redions, whereby there ſhall be bzed in dim as it were an ha⸗ 
bite of garten, doing. — ͤ— 
ſe, oꝛ to paſſe a Cariere, I would not wiſh pon to vie al- 
place, oꝛ one length, leaff hee be to ſake vhen pou

_ anvlitle, making him know the help of pour leg aw hele,by ſtr(- 
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king him ſomtime with one leg oꝛ herle, and ſometime with both, 
accozding as his fault ſhall require. The oder uhervof is vefoze 
declared in the ffrſt bake, the ri. Chapter. And to make him goe 
the iuſter, it ſhall be god foz the moſt part to holde poarcontrarie 
legge in his ſight , and likewiſe pour rodde, then pou come to 

beate one. As foz example, if be be ſtiffer on the right ſide than an 
the left, che hold vp pour left leg, and laie pour rod croſſe ouer his 
left ſhoulder. But if bee be harder on the left ſive, then hold ont 
pour right leg, amd hold pour rod right out not far from the holes 
right eie, remembzing alwates to hold the reines of pour bzidle, 
the one ſhoꝛter than che other, in ſuch ſo2t as J taught pou in the 
firſt boke the x. Chapter. But if be be ramege either by nature, 02 
by euill b;eaking, then make him to tread the ringes fir ſt with a 
ſwift trot, nd then with ſo hard a gallop, as he can daiue, helping 
bim in due time with pour voice, rod, o2 ſpurre, as occaſion ſhall 
require, and chat ſhall make him fozget toies, and to attend his 
waie: but ſe that pou gallop not him firſt, foz feare of making 
dim reſtite. And this wate ſcrueth to coꝛred a great manie of o⸗ 
ther faults, as the lightnefſe and plateng wich his head, and when 
bed:aweth vp his tongue and wil not ſtay his mouth vpon the bit 
as he ought todo. D:if he go iumping without o2der, oꝛ flinging 
with his heeles, likewiſe il he be to haſtie oz furious, this will tap 
him, and cauſe that he ſhall afterward ſtop the beiter in his Ca- 
riere, and not run awate.

vou will not fo do, pou mate cauſe pour hozſe to go ſtil in the fame 
path a pard 02 two further fozward, and thereftophim , holding 
the reane of his headſtraine firaſghter on that fide: whereon he 
moſt fo cech pour hand, than on the other,and chat ſhall keep him 
whether he will oꝛ not, in the right path. 
And after that he beginnech to be ſomichat obedient vnto pon, 
you mate direa him into the right path vhen he — 
wich che ouerplus ot the reanes ot his headſtraine, bp beating 
him chere wich moder atlie, vpon that ſhoulder oz rump that ſtan 
deth fartheſt out er dꝛder.

ſtop. Wherefoze, at the ürſt it ſhall be bell to ſtap him in {ach a; 
ground as ſhalbe neither to ſterpe, no2 yet toplaine, but betwire 
both, as that is uhich ſomthing falleth,eriſeth immediatip againg 


jo ſhall not the hozſe be afraid of it. And afterward, uyen hee is 


growne in age, and hath moze fozce and ſtrength, you maie be the 
bolder to ſtop vpon a teeperground, accoꝛding as pou ſhall think: 
it needful. And let this ſuffice-you foz this time,. becauſe we ſhalbe 
fozced to ſpeak moze of ſtopping in the Chapters next following.

4 ſap, and ſolicit him in chat 
ſoꝛt a pꝛettie fibile togither : fo2 the Ubi if he will not moue his 
legs. oꝛ doth make any reſiffance, then ſpur him in time, fitſt with 
one ſpurre, and then with another. but moſt en that fide vhereas 
vdu ſe his hinder partes to ſtand moſt out of ozdex , to the intent 
that he may go right in the path.

the other, And ik neꝛde be, you mate al helpe him with the enen 
ſtroke of pour ſpurres, not leauing tomoleſt him in ſuch ſoꝛt, vn 
till you ſe that he beginneth to gather vp his rumpe, and to lift 
his hinder legs, which doing, you ſhall leaue beating, and make 
much of him, and afterward pou ſhall ſ& that wich a ver ie little 
helpe, he will fall vnto it of his owneaccozd. You mate allo, if pou

Bat firſt you ſhall teach him to make the ſingle oꝛ halle 
turnes in this ſozt and oder here following. 
When 
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hen port are come out of the ringes, trot pour hozfe right out + 
in the middle farrowe vnto the place of ſtop, and there after that 
pon haue ſtopt,turne him faire and ſoftiie on the right hande, ta- 
king rome mough at the firſt as J ſhewed pon bete, fo feare of 
making him loft necked: that done, giue him the like turne on 


the left hand, and then turn him againe on the right hand,remeny 
bzingalwates to begin wich the right hand, ant to ende with the 


ſame, and l that in enteric turne he bzing in the contrarie foofot, 


bpon the other fozefaots'. As fo2 example, vhen pou turne him on 
the right hand, cauſe him to lift vp his left foefot, and to bz ing it 
in ouer the righ! fozefote, fþich you ſhall da by helping him with 
pour voice, 02 with p ſound of pour tong,bcfoze taught in the firſt 
boke the eight chapter, in ſaieng to him, turne here, and by ſtri⸗ 
king him with pour rodde moderatelie vppon the left ſhoulder. 
And vhen pon turne him on the lefte hande, belpe him with pour 
voice oꝛ toong as befoze, nd with pour rod on the right ſhoulder 
to bzing in the right fozefate ouer the left foefot: which ad, Gri- 
fon calleth Incauallare, vhich is ſo muche to ſaie, as tolappe one 
ching ouer anothcr, 53 

And note, wat though pour hozſe at the firſidoothnot bzing in 
his contrarie fot ouer the other oꝛderlie, but perchannce vnder 
the other, pea and that wich knocking his legges togither: it ma⸗ 
kech no matter, foꝛ the griefe thereof ſhall be a god cozreaion vn- 
to him and in time ſhall make him to amendhis ſault. But if he 
be harder to turne on the one hande than on the scher, then pou 
ſhall helpe him with the contrarie legge oꝛ ſpurre, oꝛ with pour

fo much on that (ide that he hach to turne, oꝛ clſc turne beyond the 
place, and ont of the right path, in vhich he ſhould cloſe his _ 
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Albeit ſuche helpe is not commonlte to be vſed , but af cerfaine 
times aben ſome great neceſſitie requireth it, foz the fir helps 
are mozekindtie, and therefoze ought to be moꝛe oꝛdinatie. But

If pour Hozfle 
knowe how to h mole his fo:e legges, chen giue him on each hand 
two wpole turnes, allowing two halle turnes to one vhole turne, 
and at the ende of euerie thirde halfe turne, helpe him with pour 
tongue, rod, 62 contrarie ſpurre, and if neede bee with the clo⸗ 
ling ſtroke, ſo ſhall hee cloſe the laſte balfe turne, both quickelie, 
roundelie, and comelie: but as the two laſt halfe turnes woulde 
be doone ſpeedilie, fo woulde the two firſt halfe turnes bee doons 
leiſurelie. Foz inthoſc it ſuffiſeth that the hozſe do goe o2derlie 
with his legges,and kerpe the right path. And by obſeruing this 
' oder a ubile, pou ſhall ſ& hee will be ſo (wifte and readie in the 

firſt turnes, as in the laſf, Notwithſtanding, foz a good time pou 
ſhall not vſe to haffen him, but onlte at the cloſing of euerie whole 
turne. And when he can once make all the turnes in ſuche o2der, 
and ſo ſwiltlie as they ſhould be done, then oꝛdinarilie giue him 
on eache hand thꝛer whole turnes, whereof let the firfte be ſo faire 
and ſoftlic as mape be, ſo ſhall he carrie his foze legges o2derlie, 
and be better able to keepe a ſwifte time and meaſure, in accom- 
pliſhing the other two turnes. And thongh that anie of theſe two 
waies becetofoze pꝛeſcribed, is maruellous good to make ante 
Hoſe be hee neuer ſo dull, to bee readie and nimble in the double 
turnes: pet muſt pon be able to diſcer ne by pour owne diſcretion 
which of them is moſte meete foꝛ euerie hoꝛſe, and fo2 what pur 
poſe. Fo2 if pou woulde haue pour hozſe to parke in making the 
double turnes, this waie is not ſo merte fo that purpoſe as the 
firſt, fo in euerie halfe turne you muſt helpe him to parke once: 
fo that in euerie fbole turne be ſhall parke twiſe. Wat is to ſate, 
once foztvard, and once backwarde, which he cannot do,vnleſſe he 
pauſe ſomeſchat at euerie halte turne, accoꝛding to the firff oꝛder 
befoze taught. But if pour Moꝛſe be hard arm dull of the ſpurre, 
and vnapt to the double turnes, chen if hee can bzing ouer the con 
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trarie legge , ride him into ſome ffraight wate, dd elſe info the 
efield, and there make him to turne @ faſt as hee can, any 

: belpe him continnallie with pour ſpurres, beating him therwith 
- in ſuch ſoꝛt, as hee maie haue bloudie ſides , by the girtyes; any 
8 gine him on eche hand ſeuen whole turnes on thereabout, obſer- 
3 uing alwaie that number wherwich pon firſt began, helping him 
alſo with pour rod on the contrarie ſhoulver.

made him to hold vp that leg, which teen he dooth , beate him no 
moze, but onelte chʒeaten him by wagging the rod, to the intent 
he ſhould not ſet downe his foot, but hold it vp ſt ill, ſo long as pou 
ſhall thinke it god. And ſo often as he ſetteth it downe vnbidden, 
belpe him and cozrea him as befoze,neuer leauing vntil he hold it 
vp againe, uhich tthileſt be dooth, you ſhall do well to make much 
of him, by clawinghim with pour rod on the withers, fo that ſhal 
encourage him to do the like another time.

the other pꝛicke him in the common ſpurring place with the ſpur, 
helping him with the ſound of his tongue, o2 wich his voice, as 
befoꝛe, pon holding paur peace: and fo ſone as the o2ſe ſhall 
beare that ſound o2 voice, and fœle the ffroke both of rod and ſpur, 
be will lift vp his right legge, ubich uben hee hath doone,you ſhal 
change ſides, and in the ſame ſszt make him to doe as much with 
his leftlegge. And thus vſinghim a while, pou ſhall make him

vhich warning will make him remember himſelfe. ©2 elſe fo2 a 
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moꝛe ſuertie pou may haue a ſtick in pour other hand, and knock 
him there wich on the inſide of his contrarie leg: and beſide that, 
cuerie time that he ſo erreth,cither in not lifting vp the contrarte 
leg, oz elſe in lifting bppe the other, remember alwates to double 
the ſtroke of the ſpur,and that ſhall ſocozrect him, as after warde 
if pon doe but make an offer to touch him with the ſpurre, it ſhall 
ſuffice to make him to hold vp the contrarie leg, ſo long time to- 


gither as you will your ſelfe. Neither care you foz the rowardnes

make much of him. by clawing him on the withers. That done let 
the lootman change ſides, and make the Hoꝛſe doo as much with

Foz amongeſt our ho:ſemen this 
woꝛd manege 02 maneging,ſtgnifiethnone other thing, but onlie 
that fozeſaid kinde of gallopping and turning to and fro in one 
leite path. And therfoze we vſe commonlie to ſate,This hozſe can 
manege well, oz make a god manege : ahereof there be alſo the 
kinds, that is to ſa ie, manege with halle reſt, manege with vyole 
reſt,md manege withoat reſt, Which Griſon termech thus, Ma- 
io amezzo teinpo, a tempo, & contra tempo. The mancge 
ith halfereſt is, when yon cauſe pour Hoꝛſe at the end of euery 
maneging path, after he hath ſtopt, to aduance twiſe togither, : 
at the ſecond bound to turn: therby pou reff alwates one bound. 
he maneging with whole reſt is, vhen you turne him at the 
third bound, and ſo reſt two bounds. The manege without reit 
is, ben pon turne him immediatlie vpon the ſtop, without ante 
 farriance at all, ubich onelie kind of manege our Englich riders 
molt commonly do vſe, and not the other two. Notwithſtanding, 
they be verie neceſſary and merte to be vſed, accozding as the 
bozle is ſtrang 02 weake. Fo2 the verie ſtrong hoꝛſe requireth the 
manege with the whole reſt: e the hoꝛſe of an indifferent ſtrength 
the manege with the halfe reſt : and the weake hoꝛſe the manege 
without reſt. But the manege with the halfe reft is moſt neceſſa- 
rie of all, and the beff rheane to make a Ho:ſe perſea in the other 
two. But note, that in all thz& kindes of maneges, pou muſt ob- 
ſerue well thoſe generall pzeceptes that J gauc you befoze touch⸗ 
ing the ſingle nd double turnes . What is, to ſe that pour hoꝛſe 
| keepealwaiesone path, and one place of ſfop, and in his turning 
that he keepe his ground, and carrie his head, necke,legs, + thole 
bodie oꝛderlie, without pꝛeaſing fozward, oꝛ reeling backward, oz

Maneging with double turnes, Chap.xrxiiit. 

L though maneging with the double turns apperteinech 
n ather to the ſtirrer,than to che of ſernice, pet it 
cha not be out of time to talke f in this place. 
And note, that you map teache pour hoꝛſe to manege 
with the double turns two maner of waies, vhercof the firſt is in 
this ſoꝛt. Pace him oz trot him right out , the length of twentie oz 
khirtie paces as poud(d befoze: md den pou come to the place of 
top, let him aduance once,twiſe, o2 thiiſe togither, accoꝛding as 
the kind of manege, uhich pou would haue him to make, ſhall re⸗ 
quire, giuing him there a double turne, and halfe a turne on the 
right hand, uhich maketh in all ſtue ſingle turnes : oꝛ it he bee ve⸗ 
rie ſtrong, pou mate giue him two double turnes, and halfe a turn 
on the right hand, ubich amounteth to nine ſingle 02 halte turnes. 
That doone, trotte him backe againe in the ſelfeſame path, and 
giue him the like number of turnes on ths lefte bande, and ſo fol-

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pour Ho:lecan well endure, and then at the laſt fop make him 
to aduance twiſe oz thziſc togither, and lo leane, The ſecond wate 
is thus. When pou come to the place of ſtop, glue him at the firſt

owne acco2d : notwichſtanding, acco2ding as hee is moze oꝛ lelle

and if neede be, wich both ſpurres at once, and beeing come to the

At the end wer - 
of, let him ſtoppe and aduance, and at the ſecond bound turne him 
| faire and ſoftlte on the right hand, and ſo ſtaie a little uvhile. chen 
ſodenlie ſa ieng wich a linelte voice, Hep, oꝛ Now, put him foz- 
ward with both ſpurres at once, foꝛc ing him all the waie to run ſa 
ſwiltlie and ſo roundlie as he can polliblie, encn to the end to the 
intent he maie ſtopon his buttockes. at done, turn him on the 
left h ind, and pace him fozth faire and ſoftlie vnto the other end of 


the Cariere pach, and there ſtop him and turne him againe on the 


right hand, as pon did befoze,and fo leaue. \ 

And note, that the chieleſt points to be obſerued in the running 
of a Cariere are cheſe: firſf, to ſee that the hoꝛſe gather roundlte, 
and go ſmothlte awate, bear ing his head ſfeddilie : ſecondly,that 
be run ſwiftlie: and thirdlie,that he top lightlie. Whereunto pon 
hall bzing him by no meanes fo well, as by often vſing him to 
tread the ringes witha verie ſwift trot , which (hall make him ſo 
nimble of his legs, ſo fwift and ſo ſfated of head. as uben he com 
meth afterward to be runne, it (hall be no grie e vnto him: which 
was well obſerued by the great rider, P. Cola Pagano: ttho vn- 
till he ſaw his hozſe well tated of head, and thꝛougblie bꝛoken, he 
would neuer runne him, Foz, after that he had ſpent loure mo⸗ 
nathes, oꝛ halfe a peare, yea, and perchance a whole peare in bꝛea⸗ 
king him, in (ach oꝛder as J haue heeretofae taught, hee would 
teach him to runne in leſle then eight daies, and that ſoſwiftly, ſo 
imoochtie, ſo fronglie, and with ſuche a ſleddineſſe of head, and 
lightneſſe at ffop, as it could not be ainended, Pea; and ichen he 
would haue an hoꝛſe to excell, and be verie fine indeed: be woulde 
teach him nothing from the beginning to the ending, but that har 
Goulddo it firft per tealte well vpon a ſoft pate: and then vpon a 
trof, and ſeldome 92 neuer vpon a gallop, vnleſſe neceſfitie ſo foz- 
ted. And aboue all chings be would be ſure neuer to manege him 
with aſwift gallop, noz yet to make him paſſe a Caxiere. But af- 
ter chat he ſawe him perfect in the reſt, he woulde appoint him to 
his Rider; who could require nothing but the hoꝛſe was readie to 
do it, were it to manege with fingle tarne, oz double turne oz run 

as 
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as many Carieres as the Rider would haue him, wich ſuch oder 
and time as it was maruellons to behold. And as J woulde not 
haue pou to run pour hozſe befoe he be th;zonghlie bzoken : ſo af- 
ter that he can run, J would not wiſhpon to exerciſe him therein 
aboue once in two monethes : pea, and ik it were moze ſeldome, 
the better, and ſpectallie if hee be naturallie heard ol mouth. Foz 
nothing doth diſtemper an hoꝛſes head and mouth ſo muche as ol 
ten running, and it greatlie dim iniſheth his ſtrength: and il his 
hinder legs be weake, it maketh him alſo to ouer reache, vhich is 
verie perillous. a 


der of bounding aloft, oz leaping, how , and when you ſhall 
Toy me ne oy ets — 225 928 
L thogh the rules befoꝛe taught, do ſuffice to make a hozſe 
of ſeruice : pet it᷑ pour hoꝛſe be light, a ſtirrer, and nimble 
of nature, you map beſides theſe, foz pleaſure ſake, teach 
him manie other pꝛoper feates. As to abound aloft,and to 
parke withall, togallop the gallop galliard, to fetch the Capzſole, 
to do the Cozuetti, and ſuch like ſaultes, vhereof J purpoſe hers 
ſome ichat to treat, thinkingitnow meet ſo to do, and not befme, 
becauſe chat vnles pour hoꝛſe be fit perfec in the fozmer leſſons, 
it were in vaine to teach him anie of the leſſons following. And 
firſt, as touching leaping oz bounding a loft, vou ſhall vnder ſfand 
that to do it wich a good grace, 4 as it ought to be done; the hoꝛſe 
had not onelie need to be made light by Art, but alſo to be light by 
Nature :foz in his leaping, he muſt aduante himſelfe, gathering 
his bodp round togither, and riſe enen from the ground, keeping 
his head at one ſtate, and in his due place:ano ichen he leapech, he 
muff park wichal. Thich it pou would haue him to do at the ſfop, 
pon ſhall helphim in his aduancing, and ſpeciallie when he riſech 
aloft at the ſecond bound, with the euen troke of pour ſpurs, and 
wich pour voſce,yea,and wich pour rod alſo, by ſtriking him cher⸗ 
wich, ſometime behind on the mid rump, and ſometime on either 
fide of his rumpe, where he ſcemeth moſt to hang: and il he riſe 
not lightlie inongh befoze , then beate Him thercwith vppon the 
right ſhoulder, by means of which helps, pou ſhall ſee him imme⸗ 
diatlie to bound cleane aboue ground, gathering his bodie ſhozt -

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kogicher, and to park withall. And note by the watie,that che help 
of che calfe of pour legs, will make ſome hozſe to riſe higher than 
the helpe of pour ſpurres: therefoze in ſuch caſes pour owne dif- 
cretion muſt be vſed. But in the beginning, ſo ſone as hee hath 
made one true ſault o2 leape , nd parked withall, fozget not to 
make much of him, ſuffering him to ſtate vppon it a good while, 
without moleſting him ante moze foz that time: -yea rather, pou 
ſhall do verie well to light off his backe euen there. And ſo cauſe 
him to be led from thence faire and ſoftlie into the ſtable, oꝛ at the 
leaſt, if pou will not light off, to depart with a ſoft pace: ſhall 
pou encourage him againſt the nert time to doe the like, o2 elſe 
better. Foꝛ vntill your hoꝛſe vnderſfandeth your mind, eknoweth 
pertealp the oꝛder of leaping,and.how to gather vp his. body ſhoꝛt 
and round togither:it is not god tofo2ce him ouer much, but one⸗ 
lie at the end of his pace, trot, gallop, oꝛ Cariere, to help him, as 
A ſhewed pon befoze, to make him two,th:&,02 foure leaps, and no 


moꝛe, ſo ſhall they be both loftie and ſæeme lie. Mhereas other | 


Wiſe, in making manie, he map hap to do them faintlie, lafilp, and 
without ante god grace: ea, and perchance not without danger 


of rearing right vp, tthertn a hanging ground would do god ſer⸗ 


nice: but then at the firſt, it would not be to much inclining, oz 
ouer ſtœpe downe. Motwichſtanding, if pour hozſe be light and 
affirrer by nature: vou may take the moꝛe of him, and increaſe 
the number of his leſlons as poichall thinke good. Yaning then 
onelie care chat he keep his ground, chat he ſpzing out on neicher 
ide, noꝛ diſoꝛder his head, but beare it ſteddilie. In which thinges 
he muſk be made perfect befoze by often trotting the rings in ſuch 
o2der as is befoze taught. And then being ffated of head, you mate 
by vſing the fozmer helpes, cauſe him in a luſtie ſtrong gallop,at 
euerie two paces end, to bovndaloft, once oꝛ moꝛe, as pon liſt 
pour ſeife, bat ſo as he mate do it well, keeping one ſelfe time and 
meaſure from the beginning to the ending, and chat the laſt leape 
be with no leſle foꝛce then the firff, but with moze force il it mate 
bee. And therefo:e the number of his leapes, and the tength of his 
race would be meaſared accozding to the hoꝛſes ffrength, nd as 
he is in bꝛeach, and able to endure, And this kinde of gallop is 
calied, the gallop galltard. * 
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And then pour ho:ſe is once perfect, you nede not to galloppe 
bim but ſildome, ſo ſhall he gatlop the moze ſtronglie, which would 
be doone when pou come out of the ringes. In the vyich, fo; that 
cauſe pou muſt trot him at that time the fewer times about: and 
ſo pou ſhall ſee that at his comming out he will entcr into his gal 
top wich a luſtie courage, and bound all the waie of his owne ac- 
co2de,at euerie two paces end, euen vntill he come to the place of 
ſtop : o2 at the leaſt, it᷑ he doth not this, J am ſure that helping bim 
but onelie with ponr voice, hee will not faile to fetch twoe oz thz&e 
leapes at the ſtop, without any moze buſineſſe,

pra, in Latine oz Italian, ia a beaſt uhich wee call a 
Voat, obich beat being diſpoſed to plape, vſeth in his 
running a pꝛetie kind of iumping x dobling with his 


parking, and pet parketh not indeed. Thich kind of ſaulto2 leape 
bicauſe the Italians haue not onclie counter feited in iht ir daun⸗ 
ſing, but alſo haue taught the ir Hozſes to tmitate the ſame, fo 
when the hoꝛſe boundeth alo ft, he muſt aduance his rumpe,q make 
as though he would parke, and pet dooth not) it is called therefoze 
by the name ol Ca priole, ſchich if you will, in Engliche pou maie 
tearme the Goats leape: but foꝛſomuch as Goatrs be not euerie 
vhere to repꝛeſent that kind of leape: J would wih pon thercfoze 
fo pour better vnderſtanding, ſometimes to beholde pour little 
lambes vhileſt they run and plate togither, and pou ſhall ſethem 
liuelie to do che ſame. 

The Coruetti, is a certaine continuall pꝛanſing and dannſing 
bp and downe ſtill in one place, like a beare at a ſtake, and ſomes 
time ſideling to and fro, therein the Hoꝛſe maketh as though 
he would faine run, and cannot be ſuffered. The name is derſued. 


bol the Spaniſh woꝛd Corua, vhich is as muche to ſaie as the el. 


bowe oz hinder herle of the hozfe,bicauſe in doing this feat he doth. 
labour much vpon his hinder legs. Which kinde of pꝛanſing the. 
Spanlards do vle much vpon their Jennets, and ſpeciallie —_ 
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chep ride Go2t.after the Turkic faſhion: bicanſe in that (ozt if ma, 
keth the better ſhew,x they eſtceme it ſo much, as they cal the hozſe 
hat can do it well, in their tong, Hazedor,that is to ſaie, a docr, 
Thus foz the better vnderſtanding, J haue thought good to in⸗ 
terpꝛet vnto pon theſe two termes, Capriole and Coruetti, which 
two feates, bicauſe they do not much differ (as Griſon ſaith) the re 
is but one oꝛder in teaching to be obſerued in both. Mherefoꝛe if 
vou would teach pour hozſe to doo the Capriole, vſe to trot him fo} 
cer tame daies vpon ſome long hill, oꝛ hanging ground, and ſfop- 
ping him vpon the knoll of the hill, make him to aduance twiſe 
togither:that done, immediatlie helpe him with the ſound of pour 
lips, to trot two paces lux ihe r, and to ſtop, and to aduanceagaine 
twiſe, as he did befoze, and ſo to continue in ſtopping and aduan- 
cing t wiſe togither, at euerie two paces end, all the length of the 
hill downward, and there ſtaie. us vſing him a while, yon ſhall 
ler, chat after ward in ſtead of thoſe twoe trotting ſleps, at everie 
time that hee ſtoppeth and aduanceth, if you helpe him wich this 
woꝛd, up, and with pour rod, he will gather vp his rumpe twiſe 
togicher, and ſa go from ſtop to ſtop, aduancing both his foefete 
and hinder loines, wich time and meaſure, tarrieng his fo:elegs 
dnꝛderlie and fo fetch the Capriole ſo oft times togither as you wil: 
pea and by helping him with pour rod a little behinde, pou mate 
make him at enerie time that he ſo aduanceth wich his rumpe to 
parke withall. But note, that if pour hoꝛſe be weake and feeble in 
bis hinder parts, it ſhall be beſt fo him to make thoſe twoe trot- 
ting ſteps lowe by the ground: oꝛ elſe in his lifting to obſerue al- 
waies one time and mcaſure,aduancing therwtith oꝛderlie, wich⸗ 
ont gathering vp his rumpe, bi kind of Capriole is not to bee 
diſp:aiſed. In this ſoꝛt if your hoꝛſe be verie light, pon pour ſelfe 
therewith accuſtomed to ride ſhoꝛt vpon him, after the Turkic fa⸗ 
ſhion, pou maie teach him alſo the Coruetti: but if he be great of 
ſtature, 4 ch you ride long vpon htm after our faſhion, chen the 
Capriole is moſt mete fo2 him, ubich Capriole bteing done lowe 
by che ground, dooth not differ muche from the Coruetti, ſaning 
chat in doing the Capriole, your hozſe muſt alwaies be going foꝛ⸗ 
ward. But he map do the Coruetti, not only in going foꝛ ward, but 
Allo in keping (fill in one place, whileſt he ſtandeth aduancing vp 
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and downe vpon all fonre fete: pea, and ſometime going back- 
ward, and ſideling, and cuerie wate. And to the intent he may do 
it the ſoner,it were not amiſſe ſometime to make him go ſideling 
wich his ahole bodie by helping him wich the contrarte ſpur ; as 
fozerample. When yon woulde haue him dzawe to the left five, 
then bearing pour bzidle hand euen and ſteddie, clappe pour right 
leg cloſe to his bellie, and holde it there fill, making him to fee le 
the ſpur on the right ſive, foz the which, if yon ſc that he moueth 
bis bodie ſuch wate as you would haue him, then ſuddenlie pull 
awap pour leg from chence, t make much of him:that done, make 
him to doe as much on the other ſide, with your left leg, not lea⸗ 
ning to moleſt him in that ſoꝛt on either fide, vntil you daue made 
him vnderſfand the meaning therof.Andlo with a little exerciſe, 
ſo ſone as he ſhall fele pou to fate pour bꝛidle hmd, and to offer 
to touch him either with pour leg oꝛ ſpur,on the contrarie ſide, he 


will go ſideling ſo much oꝛ ſo little as pou will haue him. But it 


pou would haue him go ſideling wich his rump onelie, and not to

But as A 
faidbefoze,vnleſſe pour ho:ſe be naturallie light of his bodie, and 
nimble of his legs. it is anpoſuble by Art to make him to do anie 
of theſe things well, t to ſate the truth, thep be things that may be 
verie well ſpared, and ſpectallie in hoꝛſes of ſernice, which being 
once vſed to ſuch delighting totes, do foꝛget in time of neede their 
neceflarie feates. Fo2 then they ave ſpurred togo ſ ward. on to 
paſſe a Cariere, they fall a hopping and danſing vp and down in 
one place. Likewiſe, vhen in their manege thep ſhould make a 
ſpeedie, round, and iuſt tarne, either ſingle oꝛ vouble.,thep wil not 
turne but leiſurelie with the Coruetti, and therefo:e J would wiſh 
none of the Queenes Pateſties Hoꝛſes tobe ved to che 93 — 
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but (ach as are onelie kept foz pleaſure, whereof it is ſufficient fo 
bane in hir highnelſe able two oz thzce at the moſt.

to the firſt, Fo2 whereas you did firſt make him to paſſe a cariere, 
now vou ſhall firſt manege him , not giuing abone ſire 02 eight 
. courſes, if pou will haue them to bee ſwift, oꝛ of like time, vnleſſe 
the hoꝛſe be the ſtronger, foꝛ then pon maie glue him ten oz twein 
courſes, and vſing ante of theſe foꝛeſaid numbers, pon ſhall be al- 
wates dꝛiuen to make the laſt cop there pou firſt began. Andha- 
ning aduanced, giue him either ſix double turnes, chat is, on the 
right hand two, on the left hand two, and on the right hand two, oz 
if you will, but thzee turnes in all, whereof the ſirſt ant laſte muſt 
be on the right hand. And il he can do the Capriole well, you mate 
cauſe him to do it immediatlie vpon the ſame : neuer theleſſe, it

Firlf, vſe to coꝛrea him 
with the contrarie ſpur. as foz example. It᷑ he beare th awꝛie on the 
left hand. ſtrike him once oꝛ twiſe with the right ſpur, turning in⸗ 
ward pour bꝛidle hand ſome what towardes the right ſide: and if 
be bcareth awꝛie on the right h nde, then vſe the contrat ie oꝛder. 
But it he be verie ſtiffe necked on the right ſide, and ſoft, plieng 
oꝛ bowing on the left, chen vſe to hold the right reane ſhoꝛter than 
the left, in ſuch oꝛder as is taught you befoze in the chapter of the 
bꝛidle and teanes in the firſt boke. You maie cozret him alſo by 
giuing him ſuddenlie a chocke with the bꝛidle in his mouth, vpon 
his nether gums on the contrarie ſide, and pou maie giue him 
ſuch a chocke two maner waies, wat is to ſaie, either by chopping . 

downe pour bꝛile h de on that ſide wat he erreth, giuing him 

the chocke on the contrarie ſide, and ſo pull vp pour hande agame 

immediatlie into bis due place: 0? elſe by turning your hande 
onelie inward, and ſtraming the bitt — d to his nether gummes 
A. l. on 
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on the contrarie ſide wichout ante chopping downe of pour hand 
at all, vþich kind ol cozrection,if it be giuen wich a temperat and 
ſtaid hande, it is maruellous god toco2rec the fo:ſaid vice in any 
bozſe, of what ſoztſocuer he be. It is verie god alſo, and ſpeciallie 
vhen be hangeth oz boweth with his whole bodie, moꝛe of one fide 
tan ot another, to holde the calfe of your leg alwaies cloſe to his 
bellie on the contrarie ſide, nighe vnto the fozegirt, to che intent 
pou mate be readic from time to time, not onelie to pꝛicke him a 
little with the ſpur ol the ſame leg, but alſo vhen nerde requireth 
to touch bim therewith well and ſuerlie. Whereof then pon per- 
teiue that he beginneth to haue fome feare, and thereby to amend 
his fault, vou ſhal do well ſuddenlie to remone pour leg from that 
place,+in that inſtant to make much of him. So that afterwarde 
if he doth but feele the calfe of pour leg comming towards his bel⸗ 
lie, he will immediat lie amend his faulte, and beare his head on 
vbat ſide you will haue him. Yon mate alfoco2rec che ſtiffenes of 
his necke, by beating him with pour tirrop vpon the ſhoulder, oz 
wich pour fate vader the fozeſhoulder, vppon the ſame ſide that 
his necke is ſo ſtiffe, uhich will make him to loke that way, to ſee 
hat is that ſo greeneth him: which 6htleft he dooth, let ſlacke the 
contrarie rean, and ſuddenlie pull away your fot and make much 
ok him, and vſing him fo a while, vou ſhall make him both to know 
his fault nd alſo to amend the ſame. It is god alſo to coꝛrea him 
with the rod, by ſtriking him therewith on the contrarie fide, ep, 
ther in the flanke, o2elſe moꝛe fo2 warde nighe vnto the foꝛe girt. 
But the co2rection of the contrarie ſpurre is of a moꝛe efficacie, 
and much moꝛe commendable: notwithffanding, fo: a neede,you 
map vſe both. And in any wiſe foꝛget not,vhenſoener he hangeth 
moꝛe of one ſide than of another, to holde alwates the contrarie 
reane ſhoꝛter than the other, but otherwiſe let the reanes bee al⸗ 
waies euen. 

And to the intent von may brare them alwaies euen from 
the beginning: ride a poung Hoꝛſe at the firſte wich falſe reanes, 
which you mape foz the cozrecfon of pour hoꝛſe make either ſhoꝛt 
92 tong of anie fide at pour pleaſure, and pet hold pour oꝛdinarie 
reanes alwaies euen togither, and of one length. as J told yon be 

te in the chapter of the bzidle and teanes. And note, that it is 


by- 
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ertteding god to vſe theſe co2rections, vhileſt you make your 
hozſe to tread the rings,ſooften about on both hands as pou ſhall 
think moft requiſit foz his ſtrength. And ik he be verte hard of neck 
on the right ſide, it ſhal not be amiſle, uhileft he treadeth the right 
ring, to late your right hand vpon the midſt of the right reane, £ 
by training it harder than the other, to make him tohold his neck 
that way whether he wil c2 not. And if he be harder on the left ſive 
then to ds the like with pour left hand, uhileſt he treadeth the left, 
ring, making pour right hand fo: ſhat time the bzidle hand: not 
withſfanding, it were moꝛe ſightlie to ſhoꝛten the left reane, with⸗ 
out ſhifting pour hand in ſuch oꝛder, as J haue tolde pou befoze 
in the firſt booke. And to the intent pou mate fo:ce him the 
moꝛe, to come vholie on that ſive that you would haue him, it 
were not amiſſe,in ſome place where none maie ſ& pon, to coun⸗ 
terpaiſe him by bending downe your bodie and head on the ſelfe 
ſame fide that the hoꝛſe is ſtifnecked, ſtaieng your legs ſo as pee 
fall not, beholding alwaies his eie on that ſive, dere wich alſo he 
will looke pou in the face, and thereby ſhall be fo:ced tocorec his 
owne fault, in turning his necke that waic that yon would haue 
him, vhich kind of counterpaiſing, pou mate vſe ſometime inri- 
ding him in x ont at the length of a mile: yea,alſs ſometime vhen 
he treadeth the rings, not fozgetting toturne pour bzidle hand al- 
ſo accozdinglie , But if you woulde haue him to be tuſt of bodie, 
head, and necke,quicklic then vſe totrotte o2 pace him to and fro, 
the length of flue yards, oꝛ thereabout,making him at euerie end 
to ſtop and to turne, helping him wich pour tongue, ſpur, oꝛ calfe 
of pour leg, on che contrarp ſide , and ſometime with the cloſing 
ffroke, bearing alwates a ſteddie h md, which woulde be mode⸗ 
ratelie turned towardes the ſame ſide. And ik vou ſe that he doch 
not bꝛing ouer the contrarte legge oꝛderlie, hearing his head and 
necke euen and iuſt, then neuer leaue coꝛreding of him with the 
contrarte ſpurre all the waie, vnt ill he come at the other end, and 
there make him to turne againe on the ſame hand chat hee tur- 
ned on befde, continuing ſtill to trauell him on the ſame ſive, 
vntill he hath amended his fault: which if he doth, then pou maie 
turne him on both handes interchangeablie, ſo as pour firſt 
and laſt turne bee on che right my ——_ trauell him *

metz tobe natur alip bent gcrooked:it is requiſite not only to vie

fuffice. But tfſuch vice hathbeen long rooted in him, chen all chꝛer 
coꝛrections ſhall be lit le inough. And i the headſt all and moſell be 
made of double leather, vou mate ſo faſten the nailes betwirt the 
two leathers, as the pꝛickes ſhall be next vnto the hoꝛſes cheke, ( 
the heades of them couered wich the vpper leather. Oz it von will, 
vou map put them in a chin plate of iron, made no bzoder than the 
leather, vbich plate being faſtned to the inſive of the leather, ſhall 
be the greater coꝛredion vnto him. But let him not weare thoſe 
nailes aboue ten daies: fo though vou take him awaie, pet the 
place will be ſo ſoꝛe where chey ſtoode, as the hoꝛſe will be afraſd 
to beare his bead anie moze aw2te, thinking that the nailes be 
there ill to pꝛicke him. And note, that ſuche nailes will coꝛred 
ſome hoꝛſe, if they be put on the ſelfe ſame fide that he wꝛieth his 
head ſo well as though they were put on the contrarte ſide. It is 
god alſo to put ſuch nailes on the backſide of the link, ſuſteining 
the kirble hoke in ſach oꝛder as J told pon befoʒe, in the xiiii.chap⸗ 
ter of the ſecond booke. But to ſome hoꝛſe, hich perhaps thꝛough 
the negligence of the rider hath accuſtomed to carie his noſe:pea, 
and alſo his necke cleane ate, ſo as the muſcle of his necke ſe -

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the remedie aboue ſaid, but alſo to tie the one end of a thong vnto 
the middle eie of his bit, oꝛ to the ringe of his muſroll on that ſide 
nhcreon he is lo ſlitfe, and the other end vnto his ſurc ingle, in ſuch 
ſoꝛte as J ſhewed you in the ſecond boke, in the firſte co:recion

And pou map alſo if yon will, ride him foꝛ certaine dates tied 
in that ſoꝛt, but then the thong would be ſtrained ſomeubat ftrat- 
ter.

ſtaid hand. Fo2 aſſure pour ſelfe,that whoſoever hath a good iudg⸗ 
ment, a temperate hand, and can obſerne ſuch rules and pꝛecepts 
of riding as are befoze taught, he ſhall neuer need any of theſe in- 
uentions, to cozrect either this vice, oꝛ anie other. | 


Certaine cauſes why it is better foz a Hozſe to beare his Head vnder 
then right out, oꝛ to caſt it aloft, and then how to cozrec him, 
if he will nat bꝛing in his head and reane as he ought 
to doo. Chap. tut. 


Lchongh ſome do think it god, that the hoꝛſe ſhuld haue 
his head alwaies at libertie, and not to be reſtrained of 
his natural ſterſnes:pet I in no wiſe can allow it. Foz 
firſt pon ſhall vnderſtand, chat his foꝛhead is the ſtron⸗

geſt part ot his head, and his noſc oꝛ moſell is the weakeſt part, £ 


tendereſt, che moꝛe he thꝛuſteth ont his moſell, che moꝛe he diſten⸗ 
deth his back, and hath the leſſe foꝛce therin: and therefoze tan ne⸗ 
uer make god manege, obſerue time, kœpe oꝛder, noꝛ continue in 
bꝛeath anie vhile togither, whereas by bzinging in his moſell 
and the thꝛuſting out his foꝛehead, he aduanceth himſelfe, and ga⸗ 
ercth ſtrength in his backe, vniting his face together: and 
thereby alſo ſheweth lightneſle andntmbleneTe in all his doings. 
Secondlie, de ſhall ſe his wate the better, * be in leſſe * 
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of falling when he runneth: and though he ſhould fall, pet he ſhall 


be moꝛe able to recouer himſclfe againe, than vhen hee holdeth 
his moſell right out. Thirdlie, in running againſt his enimie, he 


hall be able to do 02 ſuffer moꝛe with his fozehcad, than with his 


moſell being the tendercft part of him. Fourthlie, he ſhall not be 
ſo apt to reare right vp vpon euerp light ocaſion, as otherwiſe he 


might doc. Finallie, the hoꝛſe that reanech well, and bzingeth in 


bis moſell, ſhall alwaies be à great deale better ſtated, both of 
head and necke, and haue a better mouth, than he that brateth his 
moſell right out. Mherefoꝛe if pour hoꝛſe will not bzing in his 
head at any time that pou ſtate him with the bꝛidle hand, then hol 


ding your hand ſtill at that ſtaie, coꝛrea him ſometime wich pour 


right ſpur, and ſometime with your left, and ſoinetime with both 


- ſpurres togither. And in the ſelfeſame inſtant, it ſhall be good al⸗ 


ſo, ſometime by thꝛuſting him with pour righte hande vppon the 


necke, to foꝛce him to bzing in his head: but if he will not pæeld foz 


all that, then by pulling the bzidle towards pon, make him to goe 
backe about th:e& paces, and then to returne faire and ſoftelie to 
his firſt place, continuing ſo to do a god manie of times togither: 


and euerie time that he thꝛuſtetch out his noſe, corea him in ma- 


ner aboucſatd, neuer leauing him vntill pou haue made him to a⸗ 
mend his fault. And if he be verie harde to be bꝛought there vnto, 
it ſhall be good to ſtrike him ſometime with pour ſtirrup vpon the 
ſhoulder, oꝛ with your fot vnder the ſhoulder, holding it ſtil there 
to make himloke that waie. But if pe ſ& that the pꝛicke of the 


' ſpurre doth cauſe him to bꝛing in his head: then make muche of 


him, without moleſting him anie moꝛe: and by thus vſing him, 
pou ſhall make him to reane as you woulde haue him, either go⸗ 
ing, oz ſtanding Till | 


Dow to coꝛrect your Hoꝛſe when he ducketh downe his head, 
and beareth tw lowe. Chap. b. 


17 F he ducketh downe his head tbileff pon ſtand ill in 
51 any place, then ſtay your bzidle hand, andſuddenlyco2 
I rea him with one ſpur alone, oꝛ with both togither, not 
ſuttring him to remoue from that place: and alſo if he 
view that toy going, then cozrec him in 3 
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king him to alter his pace anie vhit at all: not failing at euerie 
time that hee ſo dothe, to vſe like corection , And if in ducking 
down his head, he beareth it moꝛe of one ſide than or another,coz- 
rec him on the contraric fide, and not on that ſide tchereon her 
hangeth, And ik hee be verte hote and furious, then imme dlatlie 
after ſuch coꝛredion, lay pour hand vppon his necke , oꝛ withers, 
in token ok cheriſhing him, and that ſhall keep him from running 
awaie : and ſo by ſuffer ing, he ſhall learne to know his fault, and 
to amend the ſame, But if pour hoꝛſe vſe to ducke downe his 
head vhen you ſfoppe him: then beſide bearing a temperate and 
ffaicdhant, pou muſt giue him the chocke of the bꝛidle with the 
right reane : and in that inſtant coꝛrea him ſometime with one 
ſpurre, and ſometime with the other. Wat done, returne from 
thence pou came : and from thence trot him, oꝛ gallop him to the 
ſelfe ſame place vhere pon ſtopt befoze ; and there ſtoppe him a- 
gaine, holding the right reane in the midſt with pour right hand, 
being alwaies readte thcrewith to giue him the chocke vppon the 
right ſide of his mouth, and by moning the bit faire and ſoftlie in 
his mouth, ſomctime wich the ſame reane : make him to knowe 
that yon holde the reane in that hand of purpoſe.

TY fault is moſt commonlie meident to a pong Boſe, and 
the refoꝛe, beſides making his ſhoces ſhozter behind than o- 
B. ili. the re⸗ 
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cberwile, chey ought to be, you muſt alſo fauour him whileſt be 
treadcth the ringes, not increaſing the number of his turnes, noꝛ 
quickening his pace, but accoꝛding as his ſtrength, and bzeath 
Yall require, which by oftenriding him a little at once, will in- 
creaſe euer ie daie mo:e and moꝛe. And then if he ouer reach whilſt 
he treadeth the ringes, co2re him with the ſpar on the contrarie 
ſive, to the turne which he maketh : but if hee ouerre ach in going 
right out, then co2rect him on that ſide of his bellie vwhereon pou 
ſie his neck to be moſt ſtiſte. And ſometime pou mate alſo co2rect 
him wich pour rod vpon che one oꝛ other ſhoulder. It is good alſo 
to make him to trotte oꝛ to gallop in ſome ſtonie ground: oꝛ elſe 
fo: want of ſuch ground, to ſtrowe the ring pathes full of ſtones, 
of all ſoꝛtes, that is to ſaie, both wich great, mcane, and \mall, | 
and that will make him to lift his fecte,in ſuch ſoꝛt as he ſhall ſeb 
dome onerreach. Notwithſtanding, if his hooues be not ver ie 
ſound and good: J would not wiſh pou to vſe this waie, foꝛ feare 
of riuing his hours, vhich of our hozſcleaches is called a falſe 
quarter, and of the Italians, Falſo quarto. But rather make him to 
leaue (his fault by well feeding him, t by riding him moderatelie 
without taking ouer much of him at once, to the intent he maie 
increaſe in ſtrength and bꝛeath, whith once had, chen the griefe 
of his ouerreaching, will be a good coꝛredion vnto him of if 
ſelfe. Poꝛeouer, if pou cauſed the ring path to bee digged full of 
ſfaires oz degrees, it would keepe him from ouerreaching. And 
ſomtime it were not amiſſe to make him go a ſwaſhouerthwart 
the farrowes in ſome grounde newelie plowed with deepe far- 
rowes. Thos hauing ſhe wed pon diuerſe wates of co2recing this 
fault, J wiſhe pou nowe to vſe pour owne diſcretion in chooſing 
that vbſ< hall be moſte meete fo? pour hozſe, whoſe qualities 
you ought beſt to knowe, 


Howe to correct that hozſe, which when hee is chaſtiſed foz any fault 
es, vleth to ſhake his head 02 cares. Aiſo how to 
knowe by the mouing of his eares, when he is malict- 
oullp diſpoſed, and howe to cozrect him foꝛ 
the lame. Chap. vii. 
Uerie time chat he ſo ſhaketh his head, oz cares, when hee is 
ed, double the ſtrokes on the ſelfe ſame ade, fhat pon 


did 
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did co:rect him on befo:e, neuer leaning him vntill yon haue 
made him to hold his head fill, and patientlie to ſuffer ſuch coꝛ⸗ 
rection as vou giue him. And in no wiſe let anie fanit eſcape vn⸗ 
puniſhed, but alwaies core him imme diatlie foz the ſame, ſom⸗ 
time with the one ſpurre, and ſometime with both togither , and 
ſometime with one after anofher : che oꝛder of all which ſtrokes 
is taught befoze in the firſt booke , in the cleuenth and thirteenth 
chapters. If pour hozſe in his going lifteth vp one eare, and hol- 
deth downe the other, and fareth as though chere were a flie in 
that eare: then J aduiſe pon take heede to pour (clfe. Fo2 moſte 
commonly when he doth ſo, he mindeth to play pou ſome ſhzewd 
tote, as to plunge aloft, to run ouerthwart, oꝛ to fall downe, oꝛ to 
do ſome like deſperate act. Uherefoze ſodenlie interrupt him of 
his purpoſe, by giuing him two oz thzce ſtrokes with the contra⸗ 
rie ſpur,on the contrarie ſide to that eare,vbich he moſt mouech. 
And ſerue him ſo, as often as heſhall vſe that toie: and if it be a⸗ 
bꝛoad in the plaine field, it ſhould not be amiſſe in the ſelfe ſame 
inſt ant that vou ſpurre him, to chaſtiſe him alſo with a terrible 
voice: and by giuing him a chocke with the bꝛidle on the one ſide 
of his mouth. Pea, and beſides all this, if he be verie froward and 
curſt, let not to co2rec him alſo with a good ſtick, by beating him 
therewith well + ſurelie vpon the head betwirt the eares. Which 
co2rection, though he be neuer ſo pꝛoud and ſlubboꝛne: pet be ing 
giuen but once in time, and as it ſhould be, it will ſo chaſtiſe him, 
as hee ſhall be glad euer after to leaue ſuch fantaſticall totes, fo 
long as you are on his backe. And ſo doing, foꝛget not to make 
much ol him, leauing him alwaies wich a good mouth. But note, 
that ſome time a flie entring in deede into pour hoꝛſes eare: oꝛ 
the pꝛicking of his headſtall, maie cauſe him to ſhake his eare, oꝛ 
to hold it otherwiſe than he ought to do, meaning no ſhꝛewdneſle 
at all: and then it Chall ſuſtice toco2rect him moderat elie with 
the contrarie ſpur, onely to make him that he chinke no moꝛe vp⸗ 
on the flie, vhich perhaps ſtingeth him, oꝛ any other thing that 
grieuech him, but to foxget it, and ſo to attend his waie. 
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How to co:rect our hoꝛſe when he whincth, intending to ſtrike 
with his hecles, oꝛ to do ſome ſhzc odneſſe, being in the

| a Hoꝛzſe bee redife, it pꝛoceedeth fo2 the moffe parte 
thzough the fault of the rider, and of one of theſe two cau⸗ 
WJ ſes : foꝛ either the Hoꝛſe is to vile, oꝛ elſe to ſtout of cou⸗ 
rage. If he be vile, then being ouer wearied, hee will foz 
kaintneſle giue ouer, and go no further: but if hee bee pzond and 
ſtout, chen feeling himſelfe ſome chat wearie, and ont of bꝛeath, 
he will fall a leaping and parking, thinking to be eaſed of his tra⸗ 
uell that waie: oꝛ perhaps will doe the like in the beginning, im⸗ 
mediatlie after his rider be mounted:and if he pꝛſerue that his ri⸗ 
der be afraid of him, then he will take ſuch a ſtomacke vnto him, 
as he will ſuddenlie ſtaie and ſtop there, maugre his riders head. 
Df which two kindes of reffifneſſe, that uhich pꝛoctedeth of vile⸗ 
nelle of courage is the wozff, But there be ſome hoꝛſes, not one⸗ 
tie ſtoute, and luſtie of courage, but alſo ramege, that is to ſaic, 
haning two minds betwirt going and not going, when the y liſt: 
which kinde of horſes, if they chance to become reſffife, they bee

daies, (ce that pou vſe none other oꝛder than this, vntill he bee 
cleane rid from that vice: uberein ſo often as he doth offende, re⸗ 
turne vou to the fozeſaide cozredion, foz this a pꝛoued and an in⸗ 
fallible waie to bꝛing anie hoꝛſe from his reſtifeneſle, Which co2- 
reaton pou might vſe alſo in the plaine field, in ſome new plowed 


ground, but foꝛ wearieng of the footmen, whoſe trauell ſhould be 


greater there to followe the Ho: ſe euerie waie that hee flicth out, 
than in a lane. And the moꝛe that pour hoꝛſe goeth backewarde 
vhileſt he is ſo co2rected,let the footmen late on the faſter, and crie 
out the lowder : and beſides that, ſometime it ſhall not be amiſſe 
to turne bis hed toward that waie that he would ſo faine flie out, 
And ſo in pour anger ſoꝛce him, by beating him all the wate vpon 
the hed with a cogel, and by crieng out vnto him, to gallop ſo hard 
as he can dꝛiue, the length of a god Cariere: and then turne him 
againe toward the waie from ubence pou began to gallop him, 
make him to go fozward, co2recting him at that time, moꝛe with 
pour voſce, than wich pour cudgell. And ik he goech quietlie, then 
leaue crieng out 4 make much of him, foꝛ J am ſure he wil be glad 


at length to y&ld, rather enn but if hee * 
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fill in his frowardneCe,and will not go foward, then pon mate 
giue him halle a turne,and immedtatlie by pulling in the bzidle, 
make him to go backward about tenne paces in ſo haſtie wiſe as 
pon can. Mat done,turne his head againe towards that wate in 
the bhich he woulde not goe fozward,and then ſuddenlie put him 
fozewarde, vhich dooing foꝛ the moſt part will make him to take 
his waie . And to the intent he maie bee the ſoner and the moze 
thozoughlie co:reaed of this vice, pou maie beſides all this, tie a 
good long co2d vnto his taile, winding it about, like as you doo 
uben pou trimme pour hozſes taile with a ribbon oꝛ lace, the laſt 
knot vhereof would be faſtened togither with ſome of the heares, 
foz feare of Clipping, uhich knot if pou cannot make, then tie the 
vpper ende of the coꝛde vnto the hinder buckle of the ſaddle, ſer⸗ 
ning the croper, and ſo ſhall it not flip awaie. The neather end of 
vhich coꝛde muſt hang downe, and tralle after the hozſe vpon the 
ground. And vhen pour hoꝛſe will not go foꝛ ward, but goeth back- 
ward, let one of the footemen pull che coꝛd hard vnto him, which 
vhen the hoꝛſe feeleth, the feare to be pulled and hailed will make 
him to ſpꝛing foꝛward. And ſo doing, the footeman mult in the 
ſelfeſame infant let go the coꝛd, and to be ſare)beſives the pulling 
of the coꝛd: let the reſt of the footemen alſo all to rate the Poꝛlie 
wich their voices, laleng on wich their ſtaues, and hurling their 


ſcones. And by vſing him thus a vhile, pou ſhall cozrec him of 
bis vice well mough.

8 Aut if you perceiue that ſach reſtifnes pzocedeth of too 
8 much courage and ſfubbo2nes vbich the hoꝛſe hath got 
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Iten thꝛough the fear fulnes of his rider: then ride him 
m ſome plaine field newly plowed, z there if he ( ubilelt 
yon giue him his leſſon) chance to ſtop in deede, oꝛ minde to fop, 
and ſo to become reſtife: then immediatlie all to rate him with a 
terrible voice, beating him vppon the head betwirt the cares, 
and vpon the foꝛelegs wich a good ſficke. And the moꝛe reſiſtante 
that he maketh,in leaping oꝛ going ouerthwart, oꝛ ſæking to fall 
downe flat, oz to lie downe on the one ſide, oꝛ to doo anie other 


ſhzewd⸗ 
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chꝛewdnelle, increaſe yonhisco:recion ſo much the moꝛe, aſwel 
ti rating him as beating him. And to moleſt him the moze, giue 

him the ring turnes on the one ſide, oz on the other, oz on that ſive 
vhereon he himſelfe dothmoſte leane : by meanes vhereof pon 
ſhall fo tame him, as he ſeeing his reſiſtance not to pzenaile.ſhall 
be content from thencefozth to go quicklie and ozderlie . And in 
ſo doing, foꝛget not to make much of him, both with pour voice, 
and alſo by clawing him with pour hand vpon the neche. That 
done, trotte him euen there to and fro, about tenne times: then 
gallop him, and laſt of all, pace him, failing not to coꝛrea him in 
like ſoꝛt, ſo oſten as he ſhall offend in the like vice. But note by 
the wate, that when the hoꝛſe once knoweth the coꝛredion of the 
ſticke oz cogell : it ſhall ſaffiſe to coꝛrea him with a terrible 
voice, and ſpeciallie if he be ramege, and of two mindes, againſt 
vabtich fault there is no cozrection of moꝛe efficacie . Fo2 the voice 
£o:receth without diſoꝛder: and it maketh the hoꝛſe afraid with- 
out putting him in deſpatre, whereas ths coogell manie times 
maketh him deſperate and faint bearted, vnleſſe hee be coꝛteded 
therewith in time. After which coꝛredion hee muſt alſo be cher(- 
ched, and much made of, to the intent hee mate vnderſtand that 
bis vice was cauſe of his coꝛredion. Foz the rod vſed in this ſoꝛte 
hath no ſmall vertue. And note, that thongh the coꝛredions 
taught aſwell in the laſt chapter as in this, mate indifferentlis 
ſerue toco2rec this vice, pzoceedingof ante of the two cauſes a- 
fozeſatd, yet they be moze kindlie vſed, when ech vice ts coreced 
with his pꝛoper co2rection, accozding to the oꝛder aboue decla⸗ 
red. 


It is poſſible alſo, that you mate co2red this vice, by holding a 
ſharpe naile in your hand, to pꝛicke him continnallie behind on 
the rumpe, neuer remoning the naile from thence, fo2 ante re- 
Ciſfance oꝛ ffrining that he maketh, vntil he bath left his fubbo2n- 
nefſe, md is content to go quietite. Which done, take awap pour 
hand. andclawe him wich the ſame immediatlie vpon the necke: 
that done, vou maie pace, trotte, gallop, ozmanege him as you 
hall thinke good.

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Other coꝛrections to be vſed againlt reſtifeneſle, when the rider lac 
keth Art, and knoweth not by ozder of riding, how to get | 
tt⸗ze maiſterie of his hozſe, and to make him 
know his fault. Cap xii. 


Et a ſotman ſtand behind pou with a ſh:ewd cat tied 
at the one cnd ot a long poll with hir bellie vpward, ſo 
as qe mais haue hir mouth t clawes at liberty: nd 
oben your Hoꝛſe doch ſtaie oꝛ go backward, let him 
chzult the cat betwirt his thighs, ſo as ſhe may ſcratch t bite him, 
ſometime by the thig hes, ſometime by the rumpe, and of tentimes 
by che ſtones. But let the fotman and all the Fanders bv, chꝛeaten 
the hoꝛſe with a terrible noiſe, and you ſhall ſee it will make him 
to go as pou would haue him: and in is doing be readie to make 
much of him. Allo the ſhꝛill crie of a Hedgehog being ſtrait tied 
by the fote vnder the hoꝛſes taile, is a remedie of like fozce, which 
was pꝛoued by maiſter Vincentio Reſpino, a Napolitan, bo coꝛ- 
rected by this meanes an old reſtiſe hoꝛſe of the kings in ſuch ſoꝛt, 
as he had much a doe afterward to keepe him from the contrarie 
vice of running away. 

The like cozrecion alſo mate be gfaen with a thelpe , oz ome 
other lowd crieng and biting beaff, being tied to the croper,fo as 
bee map hang downe vnder the hoꝛſes taile, hauing a long coꝛd 

kaſtened vnto him: which cozde paſſing betweene the Yozſes 
thighes, the rider ſhall hold in his right hemd to moteſt the hoꝛſe 
there with, by pulling it, and letting it go as he ſhall ſe it needfull, 
On in lead of ſuche a beaſt, there mate be tied a pœce of iron of 
à afoote in length, oꝛ moꝛe, and thꝛee fingers bꝛoad, made full of 
pꝛickes like thoꝛnes, with a coꝛde faſtened therennto, as befoꝛe. 
But note, that all theſe wates rehearſed, are not to be commonly 
vſed, but onclic in time of neede, and that with great diſcretion: 
fo; otherwiſe pou ſhould but amaze pour hoꝛſe, and dꝛiue him in⸗ 
to deſpaire, ſo as he ſhall neuer vnderſt and pour meaning. And 
to ſaie the trueth, they are of litie impoꝛtance in reſpect of the re⸗ 

medies taught befoze in the laſt chapter: and therefoꝛe J woulde 
 wiſhyonchiefly to viſe them, being ſafficent alone, J warrant 
vou to co2rect anie maner of reſtifneſſe. Neither do J allow the 
waies that men were wont to vſe in old time, to cozrec a =—_ 
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hoꝛſe by tieng a co2de with a riding knotte vnto the hoꝛſes ſlones, 
vhich cozd palſed vnder the hoꝛſes belly vnto the riders right hand 
holding the ſame, and ſtraining it when need did require: kbich in 
ded is moze hurtfull than p:ofitable, and therefoze not met to be 
vſed but in ſome extremitie, foꝛ the co:reation of a ſtubozne hoſe, 
accuſtomed to fall downe in the water: of vhich vice we ſhal treat 
hereafter at large. MT

Ve vice of running awaie, doth not onelie pzoceedof 

21 K-24 the hardnefle and euilnes of the hozſes mouth, but alfa 
2 + V many times thzongh the fault of the rider, not haning 
nnowiedge, noꝛ ſtomache, as J aide befoze, to tame a 

hoꝛle that is of to liuelie a courage, and therewith perhaps hard cf 
mouth, aherby the hoꝛſe getteth an euill cuſtom, either not to ſtop 
at vhat time as the rider would haue him, oꝛ elle if he ſtop, to top 
without oꝛder: foz redꝛeſſe of ſchich vice, you map vſe theſe reme⸗ 
dies here following. 

Jf pou chance then vpon an old hoꝛſe accuſtomed to run awaie 
den he ſhould ſfoppe, pou muſt begin to ride him wtth moꝛe te · 
ſpec than pou woulde doe a colte: and firſte ride him into ſome 
long waie oꝛ lane incloſed of both ſides, and there teache him to 
ſtoppe, fir ſte vppon a foft pace, then vpon a trof, and afterwarde 
vppon a galloppe, and whenſoeuer he ſtoppeth, make him to ad⸗ 
nance withall, by helping him in ſuch ſoꝛt as is befoze declared in 
the firſt boke, But bicanſe of his euill cuſtome, ſe that pe runne 
him not of along ſeaſon : and to bee ſure that he ſhall not fall, oz 
runne awate at the ſfop of himſelfe uhen pon gallop him, appoint 
a futmanto ſtand befoꝛe him at the place of ſtopping, with a ſtick 
oꝛ cudgell in his h md. aherewith, after your Hoꝛſe hath ſtopped, 
and aduanced, let the footeman by ſtriking him ſoftlie vpon the 
koꝛelegs, but ſildome vppon the ſnowt, make him to goe chꝛee 02 
foure ſteps backward, Uherevnto it he be vſed a uhile, you ſhall 
ſe that afterward, ſone as he hath opt, he ſeeing the footeman 
ſtanding there, and feeling the dꝛawing backe of pour bꝛidle hand 
he will go backe of his 8wne accozd, without anie beating at = 
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Andvhen he is once perfed as well in his ſtopping, as in his go⸗ 
ing backe, then gentlie giue him a Cariere, focing him in his 
running, neither with voice, ſpurre, no: ſtiche. And onelie when 
pou-come nigh vnto the place of ffopping, helpe him with pour 
voice to ſtoppe : and foz the moze aſſurance, let the footeman in 
the ſelfeſame inſtant alſo helpe him with his voice, and thꝛeaten 
him with his cudgell. Pea if he percetue that the hoꝛſe will needs 
paſſe ſoꝛ ward let him giue him a god blow with his cudgell vp⸗ 
on che \nowte, ubich blowe, J bcleeue all not neede, if you obs 
ſerue well the oꝛder bcfoze taught. Foꝛ the helpe of pour voice, 
the pulling in of the bꝛidle, and the ſight of the footeman, ſhall ſuf, 
ficc to make him to ſtop as he ſhould do: and in ſo doing, ſe that 
pou make inuch of bim,ſuffring him to pauſe a while. That done, 
make him to go backward.enen as pou didbefoze, when pou did 
pace, trot, oꝛ gallop him. And after that, pace him to and fro in the 
Cariere path, about ſire times, ſtaieng alwates at the atuſtomed 
ſtopping place, and ſo depart, and ſe that pou run him no moꝛe of 
a god vhile after, but onelte vſe che oꝛder aboue declared, vpon a a 
ſoft pace, trot, oꝛ gallop, not foꝛgetting alwates to haue a footman 

at the place of ſtop, ubich footeman beſides his cudgell, mate alſo 
haue ſtones in his hand, to hurle at the hoꝛſes ſnowte,uben neede 
requireth. which J doe ſeldome, oꝛ rather neuer allow, vnleſle he 

hath the ſteddier hand: oꝛ if pou will, vou maie cauſe two fotmen 
to ſtand befo2e him, each of them hauing a god long ſtaffe in his 
hand: at the vpper end whereof, woulde be tied a little bundle of 
ſtrawe. uhtch being kindled, let the footman, ben the Hoꝛſe will 
not ſtop.thꝛuſt them into his noſe, the feare of the flame vhereof 


- flaſhing befoꝛe his eies, and the fire parching his ſkinne, togither

But this co2recion is verie 
perillous,amd mough to kill a hoꝛſe, and cherefoꝛe is not miete to 
be vſed, but onelie uhen he being too ſtubbozne dooch ouermuch

Beſides the firlk oꝛder aboue rehearſed,fo; his better coꝛrection 
pou map allo bit him accoꝛding to the qualitie of his mouth, nher- 
of we ſhall treat hereafter : and vnto that bit, oꝛ to any other,you 
may taſten a coꝛd, uhich muſk paſſe betwene his gums and nea-

Cauſe a ſeruant to ride him into ſome riuer oꝛ water,not oner 
deepe, and appoint th:& other footemen with cudgels in their 
bands, to follow him hard at the hecles into the water, to the in- 
tent that vhen the hoꝛſe beginnethto lie down, they maie be rea- 
die to leape vppon him, and with the helpe of the rider to fo2ce

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theſe fozeſatd places perhaps are too tender, ſo as he date not ſtay 
his mouth as he thould, vpon the bit : againe, his mouth may be 
to little, o2 his iawes map be too great and too thicke. Df ubich 
cauſes do p2ocecde diuerſe vices, as todzawe vp the bit with his 
tongue, euen as though he would ſwallow it vp, not ſatfering it 
toreſt vpon his gums oꝛ barres vhyere it ſhould reſt: which vice 
Criſoncalleth, Beuer la briglia,thatis, Todzinke the bzidle, like- 
wile to beare his tongue alwaies out of his mouth: alſo to beare 
to hard vpon the bit, nþic< in Italian is as much to ſaie, as Ti:ar 
di bocca: alſo to wʒie with his mouth, holding the nether part 
thereof one wate,and the vpper part another wap,vbich in Italian 
is to ſaie,Far forfici : that is, To make ſheares. There is alſo ano- 
ther vice like vnto this, but not ſo foule:and that is, to wzte alitle 
with his ia wes aloft, but not ſo much beneath, which Griſoncal- 
led: Ganheggire, a woꝛd deriued of this woꝛde Ganga, ſignifleng 


che law: allo to detend the bit with his nether up, ſo as it eannot 


reſt vpon his barres, called in Italian Far Chiomazzuoli. Ofſome 
of ubich vices, there be alſo other particular cauſes , which ſhall 
be declared hereafter , when wee come to the cozredions of the 
ſame . But Griſon ſaith, that tchileſt ſoine haue ſought to coꝛrea 
theſe vices afozeſatd, by often changing of roagh and ſharp bits, 
chey haue cleane marred their hoꝛſes mouthes :and therefo:c hee 
wilheth pon in anie wiſe to abſtaine from all ſuch kinds of bits, 
and to ſeeke rather to bzing pour Hoꝛſe to haue a good mouth, and 
ſpeciallie vhileft he is pong, by riding him with a gentle bit, and 
by bearing a temperate hand, vſing ſuch helpes, coꝛrecions, and 
cheriſhinges, as are taught befoꝛe, vhileſt pon teach him to tread 
che rings, with trot,o2 gallop, to ſtop, to aduaunce to turne, to ma- 


nege, oꝛ to paſſe a cariere: which cariere, the moꝛe ſeldome it be 


bſed, and with the leſſe farie , the better monk ſhall pour hoꝛſe 
bane: foz aſſure pour ſelfe,it is Art and good oꝛder of riding thi< 
maketh the good mouth and not the bit. Notwithtamding the 
qualitie of the bit is not vtterlie to be reſted : yea rather, then 
the hoꝛſe beginneth to ware perkec in his doinges, and is well 
bꝛoken, and ſomevhat ſfaied of head, it ſhall be derte nete ſſarie to 
ride him with ſuch a bit. as ſhall be moſt met to ſerue his mouth,

And io long 
as a hoꝛſe, 02 any other thinge tontinuech in the mediocritte 02 
meane of his pzoper temperament, we ſap commonlie that he is 
of a god temperature: but if he erced in any qualitte moze than 
be ſhould do, as in heat, coldnes, moiſtneſſe oz dʒieth then we laie 
tat he is either hot oꝛ colde, dzie oz maiſt, accozding to that qya- 
litte vherein he exceedeth.

Theſe actions chere ſoze are to be conſidered ot the Ferrer, to the 
intent that he mate learne bp them not onelie the whole ſtate of a 
bozſes bodie, but alſo that particular member oz part thereof, is 
at anie time euill affected oꝛ grieued. But now pou ſhall vnder- 
fand, that of actions, ſome be voluntarie, and ſome not volunta- 
rie, The voluntarte be thoſe, which boch man and beaſt mate fur⸗ 
ther and hinder, ſtaie, oꝛ let, when they will themſelnes, as the 
mooning of the legs: foz it is in their power to go, to ſtand, oꝛ to 
lie downe ahen they will themſelues. The actſons not voluntary, 


are thoſe, that depend not vppon the will of man oz beaſt, but be 


done of cheir owne accoꝛd, md naturallie, as the mouing of the 
heart, and of the artires, uhich do continuallie moone and beate; 
whether the beaſt lleepeth, oꝛ waketh. us much of actions,

Spirite heere is to bee vnderſtarded foz that fine, pure, 
cleare, and airie ſubſtance , which is ingendered of the finefk 
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part 
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part of the blond, to the intent that the vertue of euerie pꝛinci⸗ 
pall member mate reſoꝛt vnto all the other partes of the bodie, 
as they map doe their offices and actions acco2dinglie , and 
therefo2e the ſeife ſame compariſon map bee made betwirt the 
bloud and the ſpirit, that is, betwixt the fire and the ſparke. Df 
ſpirites, acco2ding to Galene, there be two kindes, that is toſap, 
the ſpirite animall, and the ſpirite vitall. The ſpirite animall is 
chat, which giueth power of feeling and moning vnto the beaſt, 
in which two thinges the nature of the beaſtes chielly conliſteth. 
And therefoze Ari ſtotle doth define a beaſt in this wiſe, ſaieng : 
Animal eft quod ſentit & mouetur. Abeaſt (ſapthhe&) is that which 
hath feeling and moouing, This ſpirite animall hath his chiefe re- 
ſting place inthe bꝛaine, from vhence chꝛough the ſmewes it is 
diſperſed into all other partes of the bodie. And it is ingendered 
of the vitall ſpirite, being moze vehemently wzonght and la⸗ 
boured, and partlie of continuall bzeathing : euen ſo it is partlie 
pꝛeſerued by the caule of the bꝛaine, which doch continnallie wa⸗ 
ter it and nouriſh it. The ſpirits vitall is contained in the heart, 
from thence it lowethinto all the partes of the bodie, being the 
chlele canſe of all the natur all heate in the bodie, and is pzeſer- 
ned and nouriſhed, partly by bzeathing, and partly by bloud. To 
theſe two ſpirites, you may it pou will foz ozder ſake , adde the 
ſpirite naturall, vhich (as Galene ſaith) ik there be any ſuche, it 
is without doubt conteined in che liner, and the vaines. But 
the other two bee ſuch pꝛincipall thinges, as the bodie cannot 
ue without them, no2 pet haue ante being at all. And therefoze 
it is neceſtarie that the Ferrer haue a ſpeciall regard vnto them, 
that they may be{alwaies pzeſerned in their fozce and bertue. 
Thus haning bxeflp talked of the ſenennaturall thinges, where- 
of a Yozſe 02 ante ofher beaſt is made and compounded: nowe 
it reſteth, that we ſpeake of the ſhinges not naturall , whereby 
the healthfull fate of any beaſt is pꝛeſerued and mainteined, 
= luche thinges ought to be vſed accoz 
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whereby a Yozles health is pꝛeſerued, 
manp there be be, and w 
ſocalied, C 8 ene 


| He thingesnot naturall, wherby the bodie eſther of man 
b oz beaſt is pꝛeſerued, be in number fire, that is to ſaie the 
W aire, meate and dzinke, moning and reſt, fleepe and 
i i watch, emptineſſe md fuines, ad the affects of the mind: 

I; vbich things are called not natural, becauſe that as they pzeſcrue 

1 the bodie being rightly applied: ſo againe, if they be otherwiſe 
Ht. vſed than well, they deſtroie the bodie. 


In what ire (t(s beſt fz ahoyle to ine. and how his tabieought to 
be ſituated, made, kept, andvſed. Chap x iu. 

Ut fozſomuch-as a hoꝛſe is a farre grofſer beaſt than man, 
and made to ſerue man in all ſeaſons and weathers, 
be thep hot, cold, dzie, 02 moiſt : and alſofoz chat hee doth 
1 ſeldome ſarfet though the intemperature of the aire: vn- 
1 leffe he hath bene chaled and dztuen into ſome ſweat befoze,o2 by 
N | ſome other accident : I meane therefoze not totatke much of the 
''F aire,bat onlie to ſaie, chat fith all beaſtes line by the aire, the moꝛe 
pure and clearer that the ſubſtance of the aire is, the moze iwole- 
ſome it is foz the hoꝛſe. And as fo2 thequalitiete of the aire, it map 
be ſcholſome 02 vnthollome, acco2ding to the complexion of the 
ho2ſe:foz ſome require to liue in a hote aire, e ſome in a cold, and 
ſome in a meane, as thoſe that be of 8 god temperature,to whom 
the temperate aire is alwaies moſt wholſome. But then a hoꝛſe 
doth erttede in ante of the foure qualities, chat is to Taie,in heate, 
moſkneſle, coldnefle, 02 d2ieth: it is beſt fo him to liue in that aire 
which is contrarie to that qualitie, herein be exceedeth . And 
in diuerſe diſeaſes, the change of the aire is verie necefſarſe and 
p:ofitable, as well to ahozſe 02 other beaſt, as ta a man. But ſith 
ſtoned hoſes, foz the moſt part be kept in the houſe and line not 
F | abꝛoad in the opcn aire: J will ſhewe pon howe a bozſes houſe oz 
. ſtable ſhould be ſttuated, made, kept and vſed. The (fable then ac⸗ 
c co:ding to Palladius opinion (tether it be foz Þozſes oz xen) 
would be placed tdwardes the South, and pet ſo, as it maie haue 
windowes alſo towardes the IS — 
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Gut in winter ſeaſon , cannot hurt chem, and being opened in 
ſummer ſeaſon, ſhall greatlie refreſh them . And aſtable would 
be placedon a die ground, and nigh bntoa well, oz ſome other 
good watering place, and ſo as the owner mate haue a delight to 
come alwates thither to ſee his hoꝛſes: fo2 acco2ding to the olbe 
Pꝛouerbe, that hozſe is moſt commonlie fat, vbichts tedde with 
his maiſters eie. And in ante caſe let noſwines cote be nigh vnto 
the ſtable ; foz the filthp-ſauour offwine , and of all thinges that 
come from them, is verie pernitious andhartfull to hoꝛſes. But 
now, as touching the making of the fable, Ve getius would haus 
it tobe verte lightſome , leaſt the hozſes being vſed to darkneſſe, 
then they come abzoade, bee not able to abide the light of the 
Sunne, dazeling their eies ſo, as they cannotperfealic ſee, But 
tben the windowes would be glaſed oꝛ lattiſed, to the intent that 
no kowles mate enter in,vhoſe feſhers and dung de verie dange- 
rous, the one to the thzote, and the other to the bellie. And as tow 
ching the floo:th oꝛ plancher, Collumella, Palladius, and others, 
would haue it to be made of the heart of hard dak, ( not of ſmooth 
and ſoft wod. And the ſame plancher to ſtand ſomewhat ſlopewiſe 
oz falling , to the intent that no water oz Hoꝛſepiſſe mate abide 
thereon to hurt their hoou s. Fo? the conuelance of which water 
02 piſſe, the re would be made at the lower end next vnto the taile 
tree, a conuenient gutter, cloſe couered with a planke oꝛ boozd,in 
ſuch ſoꝛte, as the ſame being lifted vp, the gutter map bee oſten 
ſwept, and kept cleane, at the ende of vhichgutter, the ground 
would be ſuch, as it mate dzinke vp che water, oz ciſe it muſt be 
conueied further into ſome backe dike oz pit, meete fo2 the pur- 
. pole. Hotwichſtanding. in mante partes of Italie, the floozthes 
of the Fables be made with a round pauing ſtone, and not with 
ptankes, which no doubt is verie good to harden their hoones, but 
A chinke it were to colde afloozth to be vſed in this countrie. Not- 
wichſtanding, all the ables of ſir Thomas Chenie, ſometimes 
Loozd Warden of the fine (as J-vinderſtand) were made 
Mn rg © delighted not onelp to haue a num⸗ 

ber of good hoꝛſes, but alſo to haue them well kept, and vſedac- 
codinglie. The manger wonlve alſo bee made of thicke open 
planks, cloſe bozded in the bottome, /to tr intent the pjonenvr 
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may not fall though and be ſpilt. And bicauſe that all Hoſes vſe 
not like ſpede in their feeding, Vegerius woulde haue that enerie 
Hozle ſhould haue a locker to eate his p;onender in, peculiar to 
bimlelfe, which would be ſomuþat narower in the bottome, than 
at the bzim, and no wider than one Ho: ſe may eaſilis put in his 
bead at once, uhich kind of lockers are commonlie vled in Italie, 
and ſoꝛ the moſt part they be of marble,o2 ſuch like hard ſtone, and 
ate aptlie placed and faſtened within the manger, ſo as they can- 
not be moued: and in manie places ſuch kind ol mangers do ſerue 
alſo in ſtead of racks; foz betwirt euerie two pꝛouender pottes 03 
lockers,the bottoine of the manger is not cloſe boꝛded but rateled 
with lachs, being about an inch oꝛ moze diſtant one from another, 
ſo as the duſt that comes from the hate,ubich is call therein, maie 
fall downe to the ground. And to the intent that the hoꝛſes maie 
raine their necks the moze in ſtooping low foz their meate, ſuch 
racklike mangers acoꝛding to Petrus Creſcentius opinion, ougbt 
to be placed lowe by the grounde, euen befoze the hoꝛſes knees. 
And though theſe kind of racks be of late daies left in moſte pla- 
ces: pet Jſ& no great cauſe why they ſhould be left, and ſpecially 
in Noble mens ſtables. Foz firſt it is moꝛe naturall fo? a Hoꝛſe 
to feed downe ward than vpward, accoꝛding to the ſhape ſhat na- 
ture bath ginen. al well to him as to al other vnreaſonable beaſts, 
foz man onelte loketh vp to the heauens, iich is verie aptly tou⸗ 
ched by Ouid in theſe thꝛe verſes, | 

Pronaque cum ſpectent animalia cætera terram, 

Or homini ſublime dedit cœlimaue videre 

Iuſſit, & erettos, ad dera tollere vultur. 

Againe, he ſtretcheth the reaning parte ol his necke, ich hath 
molt need to be ſtretched, moꝛe by ſtooping downewarde, than by 
lot ing vpward, ubich is not onelie painefull vnto the Hoꝛſe, but 
alſo incommod#ous: foz then the racke ſtandeth aboue bead, it fil 
leth the hoꝛſes maine full of duſt, and beſides that, if there ſhoulde 
be anie feather, Bennes dung, oz ſuch like cuill thing in the hay, it 
would ſooner fall into his thzoat, an vhen hee taketh bis meate 
from beneath. Notwithſtanding moſt men nowavaies doe ble 
the high ſtanding rackes foz two cauſes: firff, foz that the hozſes 
cannot blowe vpon the haie ſo much as if it laie * 
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'T he ateting of Horſes; 8 
lie im that they ſhall not deffrote ſo much haie.Jiengaboue head, 
as then it lieth beneath. And ſome man perhaps would adde the 
thirdcauſe, ſateng : that a hoꝛſe labourech moze in pulling out 
his meate from aboue than from beneath: but ſich that ſuch laboz 
exerciſeth the teeth moꝛe than ante other part of the bodie, it is 
not therefoze ſo materiall. And as foz the other two.diſcommod(- 
ties befoze alledged, are ſoone remedied in noble mens fables, 
there the groomes of the able do nothing elſe but tend vpon the 
Bozſes, to ſerue them of meate by litle at once,acco2ding as they 
hall ſee it needefull, ſo hall they haue it freſh and freſh, which hal 
do chem moze good, than that vbich liech long befo:e them. And 
therefoze in great mens fables, where ſeruantes do noching elſe 
but ſerne hozſes, 4 would wiſhe the manger tobe made racklike,. 
and to ſtand as befoze is ſaid. And in mean mens ſtables, where 
ſeruants cannot be ſuffred to giue continual attendance on their 
Þozſes, the rackes maybe placed aboue head, as they be cueris 
where at this pꝛeſent, but therewith of ſach begth; as is moſte a- 
greeable to the hozſes ſtature that ſhall Fand chereat, that is to 
ſate, neither ſa lowe as map touch their eies 02 head, noz pet ſo 
bigh as it ſhall paine them to reach vnto it. Ando the intent th 
euerie hoꝛſe mate ſtand and lie ſeuerallte byhimſelfe, it is meete 
that the fable floozth oz plancher be denided into conuenient 
roomes, with poſtes ſet vp, and moztiſed into the taile tri: vnto 
enerte ſchich poſt, and vnto the manger, would be faſtened a con⸗ 
uenient barre of timber, wich a coꝛd oz thong of leather, in ſuch 
ſozt as the bar map \waie euerie way, ſo ſhall it ſaue the hoꝛſes 
from ſtriking one another, without doing them any hurt: and 
they that liſt to beſtow moze coſt, map double boozdenerp parti. 
tion betwixt roome androome, if thep will, and make the partiti- 
ons ſo high. that the hoꝛſes ſhall be neither able to bite, no2 ſtrike 
one another, no noꝛ pet to ſee one another : but ſuch coſt is not 
greatlie commodious, vnlefſe carrie their ables al- 
waies with them. And vp 


they might 
pon the backſide of enerie ſuche poſt oz 
partition, would be ſet a pin of wood, to hang thereon euer hoz- 
ſes b2idle ſeuerallie by it ſelfe : and on the inſide of euerie pol, 
chere would be two peeces of ghipcozd, of a conuenient length, 


faſt wedged in mme

bit, uhiles the hoꝛſe ſtandech wich his tails toward che manger, 
champing on the bzidle to get him a ſtomach, whereof we ſhall 
ſpeak hereafter in his pꝛoper place. Pozeoner,fhere would be ſet 
in places, conuenient, pinnes hookes, and ſhelues, met to hang 
oꝛ lay vp ſuch inſtrumentes, as are to be occupie in the fable, a 
bout the currieng, fretting, oꝛ trimming the hozſes,o2 otherwiſe, 
Alſo nigh vnto the ſkabte would be the hoꝛſekerpers chamber, in 
the vhich, oz elſe in ſome other cloſe roome, cut out of the ſtable of 
purpoſe, would be placed tubs oz hutches, meet to receſue the p;0, 
uender. And alſo cloſe pꝛeſles foz the ſaddles, harneſſes, guirtes, 
Firrops,o2 bits, to be kept cleane from duff and moulding; and i 
nallte, to auoid all danger of fire and candle, J would wiſh all a- 
bles tobe vaulted, as thep be in Italie: it not, that the plates tchere⸗ 
in the candles ſhould ſt and, be ſtrong and bꝛoad footed,met to re⸗ 
ceiue all ſparkes o2 dzoppinges, and there with to be placed ſchere 
they mate giue molt light, with leſſe danger. Thus much touching 
the itnating and building of the ſtable: nowe let vs ſhewe pon, 
bow the ſame ſhonld be vled and kept. Vegenus ſaith, chat tables 
in winter ſeaſon, woulde rather be kept luke warme, chen veris 
hot. Foz although, ſaith he, that aboundance of heate, canſeth the 
hozſes to he fat, and full, pet it makethrawe digeſtion, e greatite 
hurteth nature, becauſe that many kindes of diſeaſes are ingen- 
ded in the beaſt, of the verte vapour that riſethont of the table; 
m being vſed to ſuch warmth within doozes,when they come a⸗ 
bꝛoad, they eaſilie ſurtet of enerie little cold. And in anie caſe, 
Xenophon would haue the ſtable to be kept cleane, eneate,aſwell 
when the hoꝛſes are pꝛeſent, as abſent, which (as he ſaith) doth not 
only pleaſe the eie, t commend the diligence of the keepers, but al- 
fo p:eſerneth md increaſeth the health of the hozſes, by mcans that 
the filthic and ſtincking ſanonrs be remoued from thence, uherby 
not onelie the hozſes bzeath, but alſo the aire it ſelt is infected and 
coꝛrupted, nbereot᷑ map ſpꝛing a further miſchlefe. Pozeoner,the 
ſame Xenophon would hane all inſtrumentes belonging to the 
ſtable, to be placed oꝛderly enerp one in his pꝛoper place, chat they 
may be readie to find, and ſo as they may touch no foode, whereof 
the hoꝛſes haue to eate, noꝛ that the hoꝛſes themſelues may reach 
tem, to bite oʒ gnawe on them, as ſome wanton hoꝛſes * 
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that is not bholeſome : and therekoze J pzaile ſuch keepers, 
as die moſt commonlie to hang their combe in the rack 
amongt the hozſes meate, and in his ſight and ſmell, a; to leaue 
their duſting cloth in the manger. Xcnophonalſo would haue no 
ke&per in the night ſeaſon tobzing any candle into the ſtable with 
ont a lanterne, willing him to be carefull Gereof,fo; hay t ſtrawe 
will one take fire. Alſo that he kap the fable doze alwaies ſhut 
fo2 two pzincipall cauſes, the one is, to the intent that the hozſe be 
not beguiled of his meat; and the other is, that he may know iche 
ther the hozſe do eat o2 ſpoile that meat fhichis giuen him oꝛ not. 
Fo2 as Xenophon ſaith, there be ſignesto knowe 
a hozſes healch, the one within the able, wat is, when the hozſe 
eateth his meate greedilie, end with a good appetite, the other a⸗ 
= and that is, by the moiſtneſle and white foaming of his 


— He ſecond thing notnaturall;ubereby the bodie of che 
dboꝛſe is pꝛeſerued and nouriſhed, is his meat t dzinke 
Fo 21. touching the tthtch,manie things are to be confldered 
ss the kinds and ſabſfances of meat, and which be belt 
be quantitie, the quallitie thereof,and the delight and cultome ol 
—— the daie in giuing him his me ate, 
alſo the time of the peare, and the hoꝛſes age. he moſt natural 
kindes of meates, uberewith Hozſes oughte to be fedde, accoz- 
ding to Ruſs ius, ars theſe :graſle,hate, Graw, barlie, and Dates: 
ſome adde there vnto tbeate and fitches, and alſo biended came. 
Graſſe is verie nouriſhing, but there wich too moiſt to bee ginen 
'bntohozles of ſeruice, vnislle it be ben they haue nf&de to ber 
ſcoured oꝛ be fallen into ſome ſickneſle : fweet haie alſo is a great 
nouriſher, and dilateth the bodie. But if a hoꝛſe be continuallie fed 
therewith, it will make him fide bellied,foggie, purſie and heauie 
in his labour: ſtrawe is adzier kind offoode, and-tbough it now 
riſheth not ſo much as haie, vet it bzeedeth firme fieſhe, and ma- 
keth the hoꝛle long bzeathed, hard, and ſtrong. Foz 2 
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mingled with a fewotes, foz the which they had a fit inſtrumente 


colde and dzie, pet acco:ding

thep ble in molt places beyond the ſeas, to feed their hoſes <icke, 
lie with ſheaues of wheate ſtrawe vnthzethed, the eares onely cut 
off,ubich our Calice men alſo vſed,calling that kind of food Gar- 
bage, and foz pꝛouender allo they gaue their hoꝛſes chopt ſtrawe 


ol purpoſe, to cut their ſtraw ſhozt foz the nonce, with which kinde 
ol diet they made their Hoꝛſes ſoharde of warde, ſo luſtie,ffrong, 
and liuelie withall, as was a pleaſure to behold them. Barlie is 
to Camerarius, it nouriſhech moze 
chan Otes, and being lelle rawe ingenderech finer bloud, and it is 


the chiofe pꝛouender that is vſed in Italie: notwithſtanding, wee 


dare not vſe it herein Englande , foz it hurteth our Yozſes, and 
maketh their ſtale to looke red like blond. A thinke the reaſonts, 
bicauſe that our barlie is not ſo firme a graine as theirs , noz ſo 
dzie ; foz the uhich cauſe, J bele&ene, that no good maulte can bee 
made of their barlie, like as of onrs, foz that it will not ſwell in 
the water as ours dooth, and ſpeciallie that which they call Spelta 


_ _ bbichis a verie dziegraine, long and flender. Dtes, accoꝛding to 
Galenc, vſed as a medicine, doch refrigerate,but as nutriment it 


warmech ſuffictentlie : notwithſtanding, it nourichech but flen- 
derlie, bicauſe it is a verie light graine and of ſmall ſubſtance, oꝛ 
ſcrength: and pet I take it to be the moſt kindelie pꝛouender chat 
map be giuen continuallie vnto Yozſes heere in Englande, and 
ſpectallie the blacke otes when they are well died, and mingle 
wich chopt Frawe as is befoze ſaid. Uheate is agreat nouriſher, 


und is muchcommended or mante Anthours, to be verie god fo? 


voꝛſes being well dzied, but it is tocoftlie a pꝛouender to bee vſed 
here in England. No hen king Phillip came in⸗ 
to this realme, the @pantarves did vſe it muche, and gaue they; 
Jennets almoſt none other pꝛouender, ſchereat the artificers and 
other platne people in London chat knewe it grudged verie ſoze, 
andthe rather , n that there was at that time a great dearih ot 
Tone. Some againe vſe to giue their Hoꝛſes blended cone, as 
peaſe,fitches,beans, and theate aan mingted all togither, which 


no doubt dooth nouriſh verie mache : bat J take it to bee a purſſe 


and windie meate, 'vnlefle the bꝛanne dooth ſome iat coxrect it.

let the humoꝛs from deſcending into the hoſes legs, i to pꝛeſerue 
þimfrom manie grefes. But if the hoꝛſe be leane and in pouer⸗ 
tie, let not the water come to his bellie, fo if the water ouermuch 
coole his bellie, de Mall not fele chat his meat doth him any god, 
But it is good foz fat hozſes, to ſtamde oftentimes vp to the harde 
bellte,fo it will abate their fat, and keep them in a ſound and in a 
meaneeftate. Pozeoner,the ſame Petrus Creſcentius would not 


bane ahozſe b:zonght againe into the ſtable after he hach daunke 
chat 


vntill his legs bc thzoughlie wiped and well dzted, affirming 
the vapoꝛs of the able in moiſt legges do ingender the cratches, 
windgalles, and ſuch euill ſozances. Some Aunthours againe, 
as Vigetius, Camerarius, and Xenophon, would haue a Yozſe to 
wet his foot as litle as is poſſible, foz feare of ſoftning his holes 
bnlefſe it be to eaſe (ome grefe he hath in his legges, whereof we 
all ſpeake hereafter. Pozeoner, Camerarius thinketh it a great 
deale better foz Po2ſcs to be watered abꝛoade, than in the ſtable, 
bnleſle ſome great neceſſitie doo otherwiſe require, and then hee 
exhoꝛtech the keeper to be carefull, that the water ſchich he offereth 
vnto his hozle be ſwerte and pure, without any moateso2 ſtraws: 
and vhenſoeuer his hoſe hath laboured and is hotte, he woulde 
not haue him todzinke , vatill he hath ſtaled, and bee thozowlie 
dzied of his ſweate. Nowe, as touching the waſhing of hozſes, 
moſt Authours allowe it in Summer ſcalon, wiſhing kat te and 
luſty Hozles ſometimes to be ridden oꝛ dʒiuen into ſome running 
ſtreame, euen ouer the backe, uchich in the hot daies is maruellous 
good to retreſh chem, ſo that they were not trauelled, noz ſweate 
not befoe ; foꝛ that were verie daungerous, and ſpeciall ie if they 
ſhould take colde vpon it: but in Winter ſeaſon, hoꝛſes woulde 
be waſhed verte ſeldome, but neuer after labour, vnleſſe it bee 
with a little wine oꝛ beere boiled with butter, oꝛ elſe with warme 
dich water, to ſupple their legges, and tocomfozt the ſinewcs of 
the ſame. Pet it is a common thing here amongeſt vs in Eng⸗ 
land, to waſh our Yozſes after their labour in Winter ſeaſon, if 
they be verie fowle : and ſpeciallie, i we chance vpon a pit mete 
foz the purpoſe at our iournies ende, not regarding whether dur 
hozſes ſwe ate oznot, which vſe marreth mante a good Gelding, 
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T he dieting of Horſes. 
and maketh them lame and lite in ſhozt ſpace. 


F mouing belonging to a hozſe,there be thzer kindes, 
SA Yi bat is,currieng,ererciſe and labour. And firſt as ton- 


tes — — of friction, and rubbing belon, 

ging to a mans bodte,vhich in all be fire, that is to ſate, harde to 
bind the fleſh and muſcles, foft to loſen, much toertenuate, mean 
to increaſe, rough 02 ſharp todzawhumozs of the outward parts, 
and gentle oꝛ ſoft toretaine the ſame in the members. But fo2ſo- 
much as hoꝛſes foz the moſt part take moze hurt by the lack than 
by ſuperfluitie of currieng, J will onelie make thzc differences, 


that is, hard, meane, and ſoſt, ant that alſo accoꝛding to the places 


of che hozſes bodie. Fo2 vhereas it is thickeſt of ſkinne, haire and 
fleſh,chere J would haue him to be hardeſt curried, as his necke, 
and buttocks. But his backe and ſides flanks, bellie, nd thighes, 
with a moderate had. And as foz the ridge of his backe, it would 
neuer be tonched with combe, but onelie with the hande, and the 
bare parte of his bellie nerte vnto bis coddes, woulde be curried 
marnellouſlie ſoſtlie, oz rather not at all, but onelie rubbed faire 
and ſoftlte with a wiſpe oz cloth. Pozeoner, ſome hoꝛſes are thic- 
ker coted than others, and therefoze ſhifte of combes are neceſſa- 

rie, hoſe teeth would be filed of purpoſe, ſharpe, oꝛ blunt, deepe, 
92 hallowe, not onelie to ſerne diuers cotes, but alſo the diuerſe 
parts of the bodie befoze rehearſed. But to the intent the keper 
map be ignozant in nothing, it ſhall not grene' mee heere to re⸗ 
hearſe, both che time and oꝛder of currieng of a hoꝛſe, pzeſcribed 
by Xenop hon an ancient wꝛiter, and a noble Gentleman, in his 
boke 4 re Equeſtri, and alſo by Comerarize his tnterp:etoz,and a 
later wziter of the ſame matter. A hoꝛſe chen, ſaich Camerarius, 
would be curried, and haue his maine and taile kempt wich a wet 
combe bath enening and mozning befoze he be watered, and = 
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not in the ſtable, but wichout, in ſome dꝛis inner court paued with 
round ſtone, entrie oꝛ poꝛch, met fo2 that purpoſe, and ſpeciallie 
in faire weather, when it raineth not, ſo ſhall the keeper ſ& better 
to trim him, and to ridde him ol al fich And in olde time, vhen a 
hozſe was bꝛought foxth to be curried, hee was not bꝛideled with 
ante bit, but onelie had a headſtraine put on his head, wich did re⸗ 
ſtraine him from biting without hindering his bꝛeach, whereby 
be was tied vnto a ring faſtened in ſome wall oꝛ poſt of purpole, 
either ſhoꝛt oz long, accozding as his good 02 ſhzewd demeanoz 
required. And to the intent the keeper may haue the moꝛe ſure 
acceſſe to anie hozſe that he dzefſeth, &enophon doth counſel him 
neuer to come behind him, no2 yet befoꝛe him, but alwates on 
his ſide, and to ſtand cloſe vnto him, fo ſhall hee be cleane out of 
danger: and ghen he commeth to currie him, he would haue him 
to begin firſt with his vpper partes, as with his necke, and then 
with his ſdes, bellie, buttocks, and thighs oꝛderly:becauſe it were 
in vaine, (ſaith hee) to make cleane the nether partes, the vpper 
parts being ſt ill fowle, foz ſo the nether partes muſt be twiſe dꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed ; but he maie not once touch the ridge of his backe with ante 
combe,but with his hand oꝛ cloth, ſtroking him alongeſt the haire 
faire and ſoftlie, and then to bꝛuſh out all the duſt of his cote with 
a cloth of rough canuas oz haire, as thepcommonly do vſe at this 
pꝛeſent, in ſtead whereof they vſed in all time alittle ſho:t ſwo2d 
made of thin lath, wherewith they be ate the duſt out of his coate. 
Some againe had rubbers fo that purpoſe, made of the barke of 
date trees, therewith they made their coates ſo ſlike, as they did 
ſhine. But his head being bonie , map not be touched with anie 
tombe: but onely waſhed with faire water, oꝛ elſernbbcd with a 
dꝛie cloth:neither would the bare part of his bellie be kempt. His 
legges alſo from the knees downward would not be kempt, but 
rubbed wich a cloth oꝛ wiſpe of dzie ſtrawe. Neither would Ne- 
nophon haue a hoꝛſes legges o2 thighes to be waſhed, as ſome 
bſe to do, foz feare of ſoftning his hooues. But as foꝛ bis maine, 
fo:etop, and taile, he would haue them to be kempt with a wette 
combe, and that ſhall make them grow, which is ver ie neceſlarie: 
foz though his fozetoppe be long, yet it can neuer hinder his ſight: 
pea, rather it defends his eies from all noiſome thinges. It is alſo 
M. lili. | requiſite 
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requiſite, chat his maine be of a reaſonable length: foz beſides the 
comelineſle oz beautie thereof to the ſhew, it is alſo a good helpe 
to the rider,thenſocuer he will take his back:and as foz his tale, 
che longer it be, hee ſhall the better defend himſelle therewith in 
ſummer ſeaſon from the flies. And therefoze Camerarius doth not 
alittle maruell at thoſe wbic< vſe to curtaile their Bo:ſes, and to 
ſheare their main vpon euerp light occaſion, as perhaps, becauſe 
the haire falleth awaie, oꝛ that they be ſwing tailed, e ſek not ra⸗ 
ther to remedy ſuch faults otherwiſe, + to pꝛeſerue therby the nas 
turall beantie of the hozſe, withont the which, he is not only fowle 
to the eie, but alſo infamous. And chough ſome hold opinion, chat 
ſuchcurtailing maketh the hozſes backe the ſtronger, without 
alleging any great reaſon vhie, pet ſuch ſtrength doth not coun- 
teruaile the great defozinſtie md infamie : which to auoyde the 
Italians will finde the means, if they hap vpon a curtaile, to deck 
him wich a fained taile of hozſe haire, and that ſo cunningly, as 
it cannot be ſeene. Pet here and in France, it is no ſhame at all 
to ride vpon a curtaile, ſo muchhath cuſtome pꝛeuailed again} 
nature. There be ſome keepers alſo that delight mache to winde 
bp their hoꝛſes fozetops in a lace of diners colours, vhich Ca- 
merarius doth not allowe, affirming it rather to be a defozmitts 
than ante beautie to the hoꝛſe. And if they doe it to the intent the, 
hoꝛſe ſhonld ſee the better, they be repꝛoued by Xenophon, which 
ſaith , as yon haue heard befoze , that the fozetop doch not trow 
ble the Bo2ſes fight at all. NotwithKanding , it is a comelie 
thing to keepe both that and his maine at a reaſonable length, 


by pulling it from time to time, as neede ſhall require. And 


to make it lie ſmooth and euen, it is verie neceſſarie to kembe 
it wich a wette combe : pea, and perhappes ſometime alſo to 
bꝛald it. But a cleanlie Hoꝛſekeeper alſo muſt not bee wichonk 
bis ſheares, as well to ſheare awaie the haire of his necke be⸗ 
hind his eares, where the headſtall ſhould lie, about the b:eadth 
of th:cefingers onelie, and no moze, without diminiſhing ante 
part of his fozetop ( ſoʒ that were vnſeemelie) as alfoto ſheare 
the inſide of his cares in Summer ſeaſon : foz in Winter, 
ſome thinke it were better to let the haire growe to defend the 
colde from entering into his head. Thus much ol the currieng 
and 
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and trimming of a ho:le , here wich Columella ſaith hee is much 


delighted, and it doth him as much god as his meat, which thing 
the Italians 4 Spaniardes do verie well conſider, foz their Hozleke- 


pers doe neuer lie from their hoꝛſes heles , neither mu thep be 
abſent an halle houre in a date, but muſt be alwates at hand, rea- 
die to wipe awate euerie mote that fallech, thereby their Hozſes 
coates are kept fo cleane, as if pe rub on them wich a veluet coat, 
no duſt will cleaue thereunto. But now let vs ſpeake ſomuhat 

of the exerciſe, labour and reſt of a hozſe. 

Ot moderate and and of 
exerciſe both — the 

D exerciſe rightlie vſed doth greatlte pꝛeſerue the health 
of the hoꝛſe, by increafing his naturall heate, ſchich 
fkrengthneth his inſtrumentall members, « maketh them 
de moꝛe able, both to dꝛawe, ant alſo to digeſt that nutri⸗ 
ment, vbere wich the hozſe is fed md nouriſhed : cuen ſo, il hee be 
pernerſlte vſed, it mate greatly decate his health . That exerciſe 
mate be rightly applied, two fhinges are needtul tobeconſidered, 
that is, time and meaſure. Fo2 ſith that moderate exerciſe (as J 
ſaid befoze) helpech digeſtion, it is onelie to be vſed in the moz- 
ning o2 enening, then the hoꝛſe is emptte. Fo2 ik he be exerciſed 
bpon a full ſtomacke, it will cauſe him to digeſt his meate ſwner 
than nature requireth, which is a rawe digeſtion, and neuer bzee- 
dech good blond, but filleth the bodie full of humozs. Peaſure alſo 
is much to be regarded in exerciſe, foz otherwiſe it mayquicklie 
growe to an ertreame labour, x therefoze exerciſe would be con- 
tinned no longer, than vntill ſuche time as the hoꝛſe beginneth to 
ſweat. Foz ifhe ſweat vntill he dꝛop, it is a ſigne of extenuation, 
and therefoze it is good to leaue off ſomeſchat befoze,ſo ſhall it not 
weaken him, but do him much good, and ſtrengthen all the parts 
of his bodie, after which exerciſe, ſee chat he be well walked,rub- 
bed and trimmed, and chat he dzinke not, vntill hee be th;oughlie 
cold. Thus much of moderate exerciſe,ubich the oftner it be vled, 
the moze healthkull and che ſtronger ſhall the hoꝛſe be. But labout 
and trauell is of another qualitie , decateng rather than increa⸗ 
fng a hozſes ffrength, as when abozſe is iournied, _— 
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in che field, oꝛ runnech at the ring, tilt, md toꝛnie: pea, and then 
he is firſt bzoken oꝛ ſcholed, it is a great labour vnto þim:4 no ex⸗ 


erciſe at all. Notwithſtanding, if time and meaſure be obſerued 


in theſe laboꝛs 02 tranels , the hoꝛſe ſhall continue the longer, and 
I ſ& no cauſe vbyp,but that they ought mb maie be verte well ob- 
ſerued,in all kind of trauell, vnlede it be, uben the hoꝛſe ſeruech 
in the field, foꝛ there, neither time, no2 meaſure certaine , can be 
appointed: yea, there it ſuſtiſeth that they be well meated, vhich 
manp times is not to be had, albeit an old beaten ſoldiour will fa - 
your his hozſe,x ſhift better foꝛ him, and make him to continue in 
courage, a great deale longer than the negligent e careleſle pong 
ſdoldioꝛs moſte commonlie doe, ubich foz the moſte part, take ſo 
much of their hoſes then no neede is, as when neede in deede re- 
quirech, there hoꝛſes are able to do nothing. And pet theſe, vhileſt 
thep ſerue in the field, ſerme to be moꝛe excuſable, than thoſe that 
being quiet at home; hen they run at the ring fo: their pleaſure, 
wil not let, euen in the ver ie heat of the date, to giue their hoꝛſes 
eight oꝛ nine courſes, one after an other, ther as foure oꝛ fiue wer 
ſafficient foz one dap, ⁊ thoſe alſo would be giuen with ſome pauſe 
betwirt, and that very earely in the moꝛning, vhen the hozſes be 
emptie, oꝛ in ſome other cold time of the daie, ſo ſhall their health 
t bꝛeath be beſt pꝛeſerued, t their months not diſtempered. Like- 
wiſe the rider ichen he bzeaketh a yong hoꝛſe, muſt haue an eſpe⸗ 
c{all regard to time emeaſare,and thꝛoughlie confider the diſpoſt- 


tion, qualit ie, and ſtrength of the colt, to the intent he trauell him 


not aboue his foꝛce. But to vſe time and meaſure in this caſe,re- 
quireth not only a god diſcretion, but alſo a maruelous patience, 


foz lacke vbereof, Many riders, vhileſt they ſeeke to teache their 
hoꝛſes much at once, thep make them ſo dull, heante, and faint 


har ted, as they learn nothing at all:yea,md manp times bp oner- 
much raſhnes they make them alſo fark lame and croked . Wher- 
foe J wich that all riders lacking patience, hadde that patience 
bhich J knowe to be in my verie good friend M. Aſhley, Maiſter 
of the Jewell houſe , vhichhis patience, if it had not beene verie 
great in dede, he could neuer haue bꝛought ſome of his hoſes to 
that pertedion. thereunto they now are come. Thus farre of ſuch 
labozs and trauels, as moſt commonlie do ſeeme to be but _ 

rate 
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rate exerciſes,and yet indeed as J ſaid befoze,be no leſſe labours 
then tournisng is, uhereof J purpoſe now to ſpeake,

huet he is iournted. Chap.rix. 
=77Utfirlt it is met that I declare vato you,the pzecepts 
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to long, but mete and anſwereable to his houes, And as Ruſsius 
ſaich, the lighter and ſtraiter the ſhwes be the better, foz the ligh- 
ter thcp be, che eaſier ſhall the hoꝛſe lift vp his feet : and the narro⸗ 
wer that they be in compaſſe, the greater and ſtronger will his 
bones be, ſo that they be not ouerſtrait, fo then thep will pinch his 
feet, and cauſe him to trauell with paine. But as tonchtng ſhoes, 
and the oꝛder of ſhaing, we ſhall ſpeak thereof at large in the end 
of the Ferrers office, whereas pou ſhall ſe the ſhapes of all man- 
ner of ſhoes (ct fozth in figures.Pour hoꝛſe then being well ſhod, 
ſe that his ſaddle be merte to his backe,that is to ſate, neither too 


wide noz too ſtraigbt, foz if it be too wide, it will ſhogge bpp and 
'downe and ſo hurt his backe, nepther can the Rider haue anie 


ſteddie ſeat therein. Againe, if it be too ſtraight, it will pelle his 
backe and gall him, vherefoe ſe that the panell bee well ſtuffed, 
and that the ſaddle ſtand ſfeddilie on his back, hauing no occaſion 
togrienc him, noꝛ to gall him any maner of waie, and in Sum- 
mer ſeaſon let his ſaddle be ſo light as mate be, fo a heaup ſaddle 
by kepinghts back to hot, map cauſe diſſolution of humoꝛs, al. 
well in his withers as in other partes ol his backe, where of mate 
ſpzing diuers great ſoꝛances, to the vtter vndooing of the Yoaſe. 
Moꝛeouer, ſee that the Girtes be ſure and ſtronge, and that the 
buckles and tongues thereof bee whole and ſounde, and alſo the 
thonges vhole and faſt nailed, here vnts they ſhould be buckled. 
And vhen pou girde pour Hoaſe girde him fozewarde and not 
backwarde towards the flanke, foz that will make his „ 
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fides foſwell,mdgriene the hozſe in his guttes, by meanes that 
| the wind is incloſed in a narrower rome than it was befoze, and 
pent in, ſo as it cannot eaſilie get out. A diligent hoꝛſehæper will 
alſo ſee, chat the ſtirrops ane ſtirrop leathers, the paitriſ and cr» 
per, wich all kind or ocher harneſſe be ſtrong and ſure, and there- 
with cle ane and neate, and that euer ie bozſc haue his owne bꝛi⸗ 
dle, where wich he is accuſtomed to be ridden, and that none of 
them lacke eicher kirble, oz kirble hoke, oꝛ anie other thinge be⸗ 
long ing to the bit, headſtall, oz raines. And vhen the hozſekceper 
commeth to bzidle ante Hozſe, Xenophon woulde haue him ob⸗ 
ſerue this ozder. Firſt, chat he come on the left ſive of the Hozſe, 
holding the headſtall togicher with the raincs in his left hand, and 
after that hee hach put the raines of the Bꝛidle ouer the Poꝛſes 
bead wich his right hand, even vp to the pointes of his ſhoulders 
o2 withers,then let him ſhift the headffall into his right hand, and 
put the bit into his mouth wich the left hande, which if the hoꝛlle 
will not readilie take, let him not foxce his mouth with the bit, by 
rubbing his gummes therewith (as ſome doo) foz that will make 
him to abhozre the bit ſo much the moꝛe: but rather that he cauſe 
bim to open his month, by thzuſting in his thumb into the hinder 
part of his mouch and it chat will not ſerue, then with his thumbe 
let him pꝛeſſe downe his neatherlippe vpon the neather tuſh, and 
that foz the moſte parte will make any hozſe to open his month, 
And ſe that the bit by fanding too high in his mouth, p:eſſe not 
his wickes (fo2 that will bzeede coꝛnie fleſh, and make him harde 
mouthed:) noꝛ againe by hanging too low, gine the Hoꝛſe liber 
tie to take it betwixt his teeth at his pleaſure, and ſo not ſuffer to 
be ruled, but as he liſt himſelfe, Xenophon, andall other ancient 
wꝛiters, do vttcrlie reiea that hoꝛſe as bnpzofitable, that will not 
ſuffer to be eaſilie bꝛideled, and therefozedo councell euer ie man, 
ben he bnieth a hoꝛſe readte bzoken, to pꝛooue firſte, vhether he 
will be eaſilie bꝛideled 02 not, otherwiſe not to bute him. And to 
the intent that a hozſe may willinglie receiue the bꝛidle, thep 
wite that it is verie good to vſe to bꝛidle him, a little befoze pon 
gine him his pꝛouender, and then to pull it off againe, ſo ſhall he 
not refuſe it, when yon would put it on to labour him. The hoꝛſe 
then being thus made roads , let him ande — 
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towardes the maunger, and <ampe on the bjivle being faſt tied 
with the two coꝛdes, vnto the two poles, (as is afozeſaide,) vntil 
his rider, a2 maiffer be readie to take his backe: ia hall hee not 
riue to pull anie hate out of the rache, oz torubbe againſt anig 
ching, 02 tofoile his ſaddle o2 harneſſe. And when yon bzing bim 
fozth, Xcnophon would not haue you to lead him behind pou, at 
the length of hisrainesend,fo; that will gine him toa much liber - 
tie to plate his vagarte, but rather to take him epther by the ſide 
of dis headſtall, a littie aboue the poztſmouth, oz elſe to hold both 
be rainen fat togither, hard to the cheekesof the bꝛidle, keeping 
pour ſelte alwaies cloſe to the hozſe ſive, ſo ſhall he be able to hurt 
vou no maner of waie, noz anyother hoꝛſe that ſtandech by, but 
that you may guide him as pou will pour ſelfe, by keeping cloſe to. 
dim, t going round about wich him. And when his rider os mai⸗ 
ſter commeth to take his backe, let himtome vnto him quietl ie, 
and aſter a gentle ſozt and not raſhlie, to the intent the hoꝛſe mate 
moze willinglie receiue him: and ſchen he mounteth let him take 
the raines in his left hand, holding them ſo ſlacke, as that neither 
in his going bp, noꝛ then be is vp, be ſtraine oz pinch the hoꝛſes 
mouth with the bitte, Xcnophon would haue a ſouldiour to bie 
ſometime to take his hozſes backe on the right ſide, to theintent 
be be readie on euerie ſide, ohen nerde ſhall require, then being 
mounted, let him nut ſtirre his hozſe, but ſettle himſeife and his 
clothes abodt him, and make his raines iuſt and euen, that done, 
de maie gine him a turne oz two on ech hand, and ſo pzoceedfaire- 
and (oftlie on his fourneie, and ſpectallte at his firſt ſetting tach, 
untill his hoꝛſe be ſougblie b:eathed, and then he maie canſe him 
foamende his pace without danger, but ſo it be neicher to ſwifte 
no to ſlowe, but ina meane, to the intent hee may continue in 
fhoſame, which is much better fo2 the hoꝛſe to doe, than ſometime 
to goſwiſtlie. @metime flowlie, @mtime to runne 02 gallop, md 
fmetime to fand Sill, by meanes hereof, moꝛe hozſes are ſur⸗ 
felted and cleane deſtroied heere in England (I beleeue) than in 
ante other countrie. Againe, our men will not ſtick to ride fozty, 
fiftie, cee ſcoꝛe milles a daie, where wich it is vapoſſible foz anis 
Hole o2 Gelding to continue anis long time. But the diſcreete 
lralans, thinke it ſutlitient to ride fine and twentie , oꝝ chirtie 
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miles in a date at che molle, an chat theydoemoſtocomnionlie 
without taking any batte, neitder doe they willingly laben theſe

in this en. A hozſe{ſatth he) twonto not be lhre labensb, from 


middeſt of Julie, vnto the end of Auguli, becauſe that onermach 
heat and labour will inwardlie die vp his moiſture, and waſt his 
bodie anon, Andtherewith in luch time the hozſo-(as hee ſaith) 
would rather be kept in coldeo3 moi places, ebe fcb bg ruft, 
oz elſe wich ſweete newe haie, then to be laboured. 'A aine d 
heꝛſe would not be laboured in the heart of winter, as in 
ber, o; January,foz feare of taking cold aſter then is 
ſone done, Pozeouer, the ſame Ruſcius ſaith , that riding late in 
the euening, doth hurt a hezſe verie much: becauſe that not otie- 
lie thzough great labour he nate ſweate io much, as he cannot be 
dzie in a conuenient time, and ſo as hee may be ſafelte watered,

ing vpon his ſweat, fo; the aire of the night, is tarte colder than 
the aire of the date. And thervfoze fo; all reſpeces, hi doth allows 
the Pominig to be the beſt time of the date to traueũ in. Arid 
abileft J talke heere of trauelling by the wate, I think tt good to 
tell you of a verie good cullome nich che Itallan vſe, andthat is 
this, Betwirt thiles, wen they come to ante tai tant greens 
plotte by che high waie ſide; they pzonoke their hozles with wett 
voſces,x thilfling to ſtale, ( ochertwiſe to eaſt | 
agreat refreſhing to the hoꝛſe, and the cauſe hp thepthooſe ott 
kuch a ſoft xgralſte plot is, to the intent that the hozſe; ſtale ſhould 
not fpzinkle-vp vpon his legges, andſcalde off the halte, wßich is 
veryburtfall to the hozſe, and yet little rogardedof mat of our 
countrimen, which doe vtterly omit to p:0ncke ther hoꝛſes to 
vale in any lach place:pea,manie times thep wil ſcant Rand fil 
02 ſuffer thetrhozſesto ale, when they do ſt of their owne 
accaꝛd. It is agreatrefceſhingaloto ahozſe in Summer ſeaſon, 
then pon paſſe by ſome water, meet fozthepurpoſe , to beridden 
in almoſt vp to the bellie,, and ſo out againe, + thenloener pon let 
vim dzinke by the waie, waſh his mouth well ng 
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withſtanding, che Frenchmen do ſeidome die to walke their hoz- 
ſes, and ſpeciallie in the colde aire, but-ratber-doe ſet them vp by.

to do. q; the moze emptie that he be in the moming, the better 
de ſhall labour: but in any caſe let him be thzonghlie carried firſt 
and well dꝛeſt: and at cuerie baite, let pour Yozſekeeper haue 
a ſpetiall regarde to pour Yozles backes, that thoir ſaddle pinch 
them not, and fo their fete that they lacke noe ſhoes no; nailes: 
and ſee that be emptie their houes and ſearch them well fen feare of 
grauelling, taint, oꝛ hurt, with ſtone ai otherwiſe. And in ſummer 
ſeaſon, ichen the waies be hard, it ſhail be god euerte night, after 
de hach clenſed their houes,tocramme them ful of cow dong. feꝛ 
that will both aſwage the paine of ſurbating. and alſo make che ir 
hanes tongh. Hitherto of exerciſe, labour and tranell: now let vs 
ſpeake fomevhat cf reſt, which as it is verie necefſarie fometime 
to reffozea weriedo2 tired hoſe to his frength, on hilt a Hozfe 
is ſcow2ed wich grafle, 11 ichen 
fickenefe oꝛ any other occaſion ſhall require reff: even fo,vh 
baſeisin yoodluFandhealt, — — 
and to his health than ref. And therefore as J ſaſdbcfore, 
the health of a hoꝛſe is onelie pꝛeſerued by good diet, d moderat 


erercife: ahi things being wellobſerued, he ee 


ner haue nerd of the Ferters helpe. 
eee gag eden hi ihan, 
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take ſheir reſt, without the which, chey ſhoulde be ſone wearicd, 
and were not able to doe cheir office, and to continue their actions 
and operations, hich (as J ſaied befoze) is togine filing and 
moouing to the beaſt. And uhileft they reſt, the powers naturall 
haue the moꝛe libertie to doe their office , in digeſting the meate 
and nouriſhing the bodie. Do that leepe may well be defined to be 
the reſt oꝛ quieting of the ſenſes, appointed by nature foz the re. 


ſtoꝛing of ſtrength. DSlepe, acco2ding to the Phploſophers , is 


not tngendered of ſharpe oz ſubtile vapoꝛs (to thoſe doe rather 
binder lleepe than further it: but of (wete, fattie, and groſſe va- 
p02s, eleuated from the hart to the bzaine, with the coldeneCe of 
which b2aine, thoſe vapoꝛs being congealed and thickened togp⸗ 
ther, doc ſtoppe the pipes of the ſenſitiue ſpirittes ſo as they can 
not reſoꝛte to the inſtruments of the ſenſes, to giue feeling oꝛ mo. 
ning to the bodie, and ſo the body foz that time is depʒiued of ſenſe 
and mauing. And accozding as thoſe vapo2s doe moze op lefſe 
fill the pipes: ſo is the leepe of the beaſt moꝛe o2 lefle ſound oz ſure. 
But as touching the l&epe of manne , manie thinges are to bee 
conſidered,as the time,the quantitie,the o2der of lieng in his bed, 
and his dꝛeames. Mhereof fewe oꝛ none are ne&dofull to bee con⸗ 
ſidered in a Hozſe, bicauſe the beaſt is a better obſeruer of Ma- 
tures lawes than man, and will neither ſlæpe moze noz leſſe, noz 
at an other time, than nature doch require; vnlefle he bee ſicke. 
And as foz the oꝛder of his lieng, Ariſtotle ſaieth, that ahozſe le- 
peth as much ſtanding as lieng. Notwithfanding, as that hoꝛſe 
vbich ſeldome 02 neuer lieth, is not without ſomegrefe, either in 
bis backe a2 bodie: and there foꝛe is afraide to lie downe, leaſt he 
ſhould not be able toriſe againe : enen ſo, that Yozſe uhich coue- 
tech to lie downe oftner than he ſhould, ſermeth not to haue verie 
firong legges. But ſith all Hozſes fo2 the moſt parte, doe lie ſome 
part of the night to take their reſte, the kepers office is to litter 
them well at night, ſo as thep maie ſtand vp to the bellie in freſhe 
ffrawe : and\peciallie in Winter ſeaſon: fo actoꝛding to Petrus 
Creſcentius, he warmer and ſofter they lie, the better. And ther. 
foe the ſtrawe woulde be well ſhaken wich a fozke , and couched 
bp rounde togither of purpoſe . And therewith let the kerper re⸗ 
member to tie his Hozles ſo, as thep >" themlelues in . 
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one coltars on halters, in their lieng downe oꝛ riſing vp. Thus 
much of the ho:les liepe,foz of his watching J ſhall not node to 

leepe and watch be twocontrarie paſſions, occupied 
both about oneſubiea. And therefoze no beaſt can alwaies fleepe 
noz alwaies watch, but doe ſometime the one, and ſometime the 
other . Neither nede J here to ſpeake of the hoꝛſes dꝛeames, foz 
though he dzeameth ſomtime in deed(as Ariſtotle and Plinie wzt- 
— rempat;e\ bnleſle hee coulde alſo ſpeake, and de⸗ 
clare them-as man can, kherbp manie times is knowne that hu- 
moꝛs in mans bodie dochiefelie reigne. Wherefoze J will ende 
this chapter and go to the nexte,vherein we ſhall falke of hinges

diſeaſes, and alſo vhat kindof meate will fat him ſoneſt leauing 
to ſpeake of all other kind of enacuation belonging vato a hozſe, 
vattll J come to the particular cures of his diſeaſes, |

He opinions of the Anthozs , touching the letting of a 
hoꝛſe bloud. are diners. Fo2 ſome, as Petrus Creſcentius, 
Laurentius Ruſsius, and other ds think it neceCarte ſo the 
pꝛeſeruation of his health, to let him blond foure times 
in a pere, that is to ſaie, in the ſpʒing, in Summer, in Autumne, 
and in Minter. Mautrus, againe to ſane him ſrom diuers infirmt- 
ties, thinketh it good to let him bloud $2> times in the peate, 
Firft,in che beginning of Pay, betauſe the bloud beginneth then 
to increaſe. Secondlie,in the beginning of September, to the in- 
tent that the bloud, being then inflamed by inequalitie, may cua- 
po2ate, o bzeathout. Thirdly, about the middeſt of December, 
to let out the grofſe and knottie bloud. Some agatne wonldhaue 
a bozſe tobe tet bloud but once a yere,x that in Pay, beſme he be 
ſent to graſſe: affirming that it he be not let bloud in the Spzing, 
the netv bloud being mirt with the old coꝛrupt blond, will be ſwne 
inflamed, « ſoperhaps cauſe the hozſe to tall into ſome grit uaus 
fickneſſe, That it is kindlie fo; a ha2ſe being luſtie and ſtrong, to 
be let bloudoncea yeare, is pzooued by the entvent experiment 
daply ſ@ne and knowne in the hoꝛſes of Polonia, uyich of their 
tone natural inftinc + diſpoſition faile not perrelie to let them- 
ſelues blond. Potwithanding, Vegetius ſaith, that the moſt anct- 
ent and diſcreete Authozs fozbid ande hozſe to be iet bloud, befoze 
be bathgreat nerde, leaſt ſuch cuſtamable letting of blond being 
at any time omitted, might bzeede ſome ſickneſle in the hoꝛſes 
bovis. Beſives chat, often letting ot blond, cauſeth debilitie in 
Ge beaff, hindereth che ſight , and maketh the bloud to reſozt in- 
dards, hich cle) te dent and intrailes, an lenuet the 
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outward partes deſlitute, whereby ſhey ware fat, grofſe,aad vi 
weldie. And therefoze hee doth not will inglis conſent that anie 
ho2ſe, and ſpeciallte being verie pong and healthfull, (ould be let 
bloud in anie place, but onelie in the palate of his mouth, ubich is 
verie neceflary(as be ſaith)tobe often vſed:pea, euery moneth, as 
well in thoſe chat be yoong, as ofa middle age: affirming that it 
greatlie relicueth the head, che eies, and the bꝛaine, and p:onoketh 
appetite to meate. Yea, and he dothnot miſlike,that all hozſes of 
a middle age, ſhould be let bloud in the necke veine , vhenſoener 
they be ſent to paſture, vnleſle the y be ſtallions, oꝛ geldinges : foz 
chen, ſaith he, chey haue no neede thereof. The ſtallions, becauſe 
hey (hall ſpend their blond faft inough in conering of Pares: 
fo2 one onnce of ſeede, doch counteruaile manie ounces of blond. 
Pet, ben theyceaſe tobe vſed anie longer as ſfallions. Abſyrtus 
would haue them enerie peare vhen hey are put to graſſe, to be 
let blond; fo2 0 ſſe, they will wareblinde , by meanes that 
thoſe humozs, uchich were wont to be parged the other wate, will 
now reſdꝛt to their eies. Againe, geldings would not be let bloud, 
betauſe they lacke their tones: whereby the naturall heate is 
much decaied. NotwithFanding, experience teacheth vs here in 
England, chat to let dur geldinges bloud once a peare doth then 
much god, r ſpectally if they be rank and luſi p, becauſe they haue 
as I take it, moze aboundance of bloud by reaſon of the coldneſſe 
of the country, chan thoſe that be bzed in hoter climate, And theres 
fize in letting any ho2ſe blond, the region is alwates to be conſis 
time of the yeere,of the date, d of the mone, 
and alſo the age;rength,and cuſtome of the hozſe. The beit time 
of the peare, to let bloud in, accoꝛding to the beſt wzitres, is the 
fpzing becauſe that tune is neither too hote, noꝛ to colde, but in a 
meane. Beſides chat, che old bloud being let ſoꝛch, the newe bloud 
ben comming on (as ſome hold opinion)ſhall be the mozepure , 
vabich otherwiſe being mixt with the old blond, would be co2rupt, 
and bzeede me ſickneſe. The beit time of the dale, is the inaz 
ning:lo that it be not immediatlie after waking from ſleepe: hat 
about an houre oz two aſter. Againe ; Ruſgius wanlde dane the 
Ferrer vhen he lettetd a Hozſe bland, to that the Poone. 
de not in that ſigne vþich is anſwerable to that part of — 
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die vherein he dooth let him bloud, and ſpectallie if the Hozſe bee 
vhole,fa2 if he be liche, uw hat of any ſharpe diſeale,the mane is 
not to be tarried upon. The age. ſtrength, and cultome of the hozle, 
are to be conſidered, bicauſe if he be yong and not at his ful groth 
to let him bloud would hinder his growth. Againe it be be verie 
olde,be had moze need to haue his blond increaſed, than diminiſh- 
ed. And aecoꝛding as the hoꝛſe is weake oz frong of nature, an 
hach bene accuſtomed heretofoze, ſa ought he to be let loud moꝛe 
oz leſſe, accozdinglie . Fo2 ſome hozſe mape ſpare twoe oz thzee 
pound of blond: to ſome agains, the one halte thereof perhappes 
mate be to much. The ſignes to knowe whether a hozſe hath need 
to be let blond oꝛ not, accozding to Laurentius Ruſsius, bee theſe. 
Bis eies will ware red, his veines will ſwell moze than they are 
wont to doo. Alſo he ſhall haue ſac an itche in his ſkinne;and in 


his necke, as he will alwaies be rubbing and ſcratching, and te 


baire of his maine will fall awatie, Alſo if he hach red inflations 


dz bubbles on his backe, a digeſtethnot his meat woll, it is aſign 


that he hath nerde to be let bloud. Foz ſithe that manie grieuous 
ſickneCes do moſt commonlte follow after theſe fignes, it is god 
therefo:e(as he ſateth) to vſe remedie betimes, s alwaies to with- 
tan the beginning of euils. Pozeoner Vegetius would haue that 
hoꝛſe, dich ſhoulde be let blond, to be ſhinlie dieted a date oz two 
befoze,to the intent his bodie map be quiet and not troubled with 
indigeſtion, md at the time of his letting bloud, to be placed vpon 
an equall ground. And after wat the Ferrer hath bound his neck 
FKraight with a co2de : then, to the intent the beine may the moꝛe 
euidentlie appeare, Vegetius woulde haue him to wet the veine 
often with a ſpunge dipped in warme water, and to take herde 
Gat hee ſfrike not the artite which paſſeth th;ongb bis th:oate in 
Keadeof the beine, fo chat may put the hozſe in teopardie of his 
life, and after that behath friken him in the right veine, ed gtue 
dim alittle hate, oz the greene blades of come to chewe on. Foz 
the mouing of bis iawes will make the bloude to ſpinne out the 
faffer,vbich bloud Vegetius would haue tobe kepte and ſaued, as 
well fo: medicine in time to come, as at Gat pꝛeſent, to annointe 
the hazſes bodie therewith, beeing mingeled wth a little vine 
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is endued withacertaine natur all vertus and power, to tomtmt 
| the weakeandfeble members of the hozſe,and to dzie vp euill hu⸗ 
mos. But vhen the Ferrer hath taken hereof ad 
ſtopped vppe the hole, the hoꝛſe woulde be carried into ſome cloſe 
warme ſtable,and ſpeciallie if he be tender and delicate, and there 
to be well litered with freſh ſtraw bp to the bellie, and fed the firfs 
date either with grene blades of vheate if it be in ſachs time of 
the yeare as it may be gotten, oꝛ elſe wich very ſweet and fine hay 
and god pzouender cleane fitted, and offer him cleare water to 
dzinke,at any time that yon ſhall perceſue that he bath thirft;con- 
tinning fo to diet him if need be.foz the ſpace of ſeuen oz eight dates 
togither. Aud if he be fe&ble, it ſhall be god to glue him a maſhe, 
made of ground barlie and theate bzanne, and then afterwarde 
by little and little, to bzing him into his olde accuſfomed meates. 
And within two oz thꝛer daies after that the hozſe hath beene & let 
bloud in the necke, V egetius would haue him to be ledde into the 
ſunne, and there to be let bloud in the palat of his month, and then 
in ſome warm day to be waſhed in che ſea. oz in ſome freſh ſtreme 
| and wel dziedagaine.Pozeouer he ſaich, chat it is good to rub and 
c<afe all his bodie in a mo2ning in the warme ſunne, with oile and 
wine mingled fogtither. Foz by ſuch rubbing and chaling vou ſhal 
bzing his bodts againe vnto his fozmer and naturall heate, ſo as 
it mate be able to abide aſwell the iniuries of the afre,as to be cur 
ried : vhich thinges being done and pat, Þozſes of ſeruice maie 


be patagaine to hoſe vſes.and labours uþervnto they were wont 
fo ſerue.

TY 3nbis time in Italie, andſpectallte about Rome, they 
| vſed to ſcowze their Hoꝛſes wich that vhich the Latines 
call Farrago, ubich indede is the grene blades of coꝛne, and not 

amirture of diuers ripe coꝛnes mingled togither, as the Dictlo/ 
naries and diuers other Authours doe interpzet it, as it — 
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well appeare vnto you by the woꝛds of Nemeſian and Vegetius- 
andother ancient wziters, Fo2 Nemeſian ſaith thug; 
Paſceigitur ſub vs re nous farragine molli 

Cornipedes,cc. That is to ſaie, feede pour hozſes in Spzingtime 
with ſoft fozrage. And let ſuch fozrage ſaith Vegetius be of vheate 
ik it mate be gotten, if not, olbarip, and it will be the better il ſuch 
fozrage be ſowen and growe nigh vnto the ſea, fo2 that doch loſen 
the bellie, no purgech ſoner. A gaine, Ariſtotle ſaifh, chat if che foz- 
rage of coꝛne be tender and not hard oz bearded, it will make a 
Hozſes coate to ware ſmooth x fleche. Pozeouer, Vegetius ſaith 
in an other place, it pour hozſe be ſicke oꝛ diſeaſed in his bladder, 
withdzawe his pꝛouender immedſatlicfrombim, and feede him 
onely with grene graſſeo2 frage. By all which ſentences, vou 
mate eaſilie percetue, that fozrage is not a mixture of hard cone, 
but as J ſaid befoze, the ſoft oz greene blades of vheateoz barlie, 
oz ante other ſingular cozne. And truelte I chinke, that our wars 
riers terme of fozraging, ubich pꝛoperlie is to get hozſemeate a- 
bꝛoad in the field, was firft der iued of this wozd Farrago though 
ſome would haue foraging to be a wo:dcompounded of fori- ad 
«pe, which in deede is a verie good Etymoligie. Notwithſtan- 
ding, it ſhewethnot the vie and end of Foꝛraging fo well as his 
wo2de Farrago doth. And note, that accozding to Ruſsius, to purge 
on ſcowꝛe a Hſe, it ſufkiceth to gine himfozrage oz graſfe onelte 
the ſpace of fiſteene daies. Foz to continue ante longer time, is to 
fate him rather than to purge him. And of all kind or grafle, the 
th;& leaued graſſe of moſt Auchours is molke pꝛaiſed. And vhileſf 
bee is ſcowꝛed with graſſe , Ruſsius woulde haue him to ſtand in 
che honſe , and tobe ronered with a warme wollen cloth. Foz 
graſſe, ſaich hee, is naturallie colde and moiſt, and doch coole a 
DHozſe marneflouſiie, Moꝛeouer, Theomneſtus ſaith, that if a 
ſicke Bozſe ſhoulde be ſcowzed abꝛoad with graſſe, it will make 
him ſcabbie, and the heate of ſhe Sunne will make him to run 
mad. Hot wichſtanding, Camerarius would hane a Hozſe, ichen 
bee is ſcow2ed, to bee put into ſome tidſe medowe, well fen- 
ced wich pale oz raile, ſo as he cannot get out, and there to 


 feedeathisowne pleaſure: affirming chat to be moſfe comfo;- 
table vnto the Hozſe, and to —— good. But if ſuch a 


cloſe 
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cloſe plate is not to be had, then be would haue the graffe to be 
mo lone, and to be put in a flat baſket befoze him to feed on in che 
date time, foz in the night ſeaſon, hee would haue no graſle to be 
giuen him. but only the fift part of his accuſtomed pꝛouender, be⸗ 
ing a little powdzed with ſalt. It is god allo to ſet ſalt befoze him, 
to licke on once 02 twiſe a date, and within two oz thee daies af- 
ter he beginneth to feede vpon graſle, it is neceCarie topzonoke 
him to neeſe, by blowing this neefing powder into his noſthꝛels: 
Take of Roſemarie, of Nard,andof Sage, dzied and beaten ins 
to fine powder, of ech like weight. Oꝛ it you will, you map vſe 
this receite hœre following; pzeſcribed by the aunctent wꝛiters. 
Recipe piperis, pulegii, origani, ama · ici, Coſti, Irias, malabatri, radi- 
cis cocci, of eche like weight ; foz ſuch neeling doth great lie purge 
bis head. And in molt places now a daies, vhtleſt hozſes are in 
ſcowzing, they ſuffer them to ſtand, and lie in their owne dung 
vp to the hard bellies, thinking that to be a great nouriſhing vn⸗ 
fo them: albeit J ſæ nogreat reaſon that can be made foz it: foz 
fare am J, chat to their hoones it dothno good, t to lie moiſt and 
wet, maſt nerds be hurtfull to their bodies. Wherfoze if they will 
needes haue them to lie in their dung, J would wiſhe them to fol⸗ 
low the turkie vſe, vhich as J haue learned, is to die their dung 
in che Sunne euen into powder, and to litter them wich that, © 
ſhall chey lie boch warme, ſoſt, dzie. Foꝛ their dung being made 
in powder and thicke ſtrewed vnder them, tmmedſatlte dzieth vp 
all che water that ſhall paſſe from them. It is god alſo, accozving 
fo ſome, after fine dates ſrowing, in a warme daie to waſhe him 
in ſome freſhe 02 ſalt ſtreame: and being th:onghlie dzted, to an- 
noint all his bodte wich wine and oile mingled togicher, and krom 
tencefozth to feede him with graiſe and pꝛouender dd long as 
hall be nedefull . Some againe, will not ſcowze their hoꝛſes 
withgraffe, but with chiſties: which the Spaniardes did bie verie 
mach here in England with their Jennets: and no doubt, it 
ſcow:ethmach., but it nouriſhethnot like vnto our grafle. Dome 
againe ſcowze their Þozſes with Pepons and Pelons cutte 
into ſmall peeces, which doe firft purge by wine, and after 
ward doe fatte. Grapes alſo and greene Figges, doe purge a 
Þozſe, and heale the purfinenefſe. But who lo liſteth to _—_ 
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ſodden and ming led wich wheate bzan and a lit le ſalt , doth ald 


pʒoued in ſuch hoꝛſes oꝛ geldings as axe bought at hozſecourſers 
h mts, ubich moſt commonite ſeeke rather to pamper their hoꝛſes 


The dieting 
dis hozſeonelie, and not to fat him, let him take the in trailes of a 
Tench oz of a Barbell cut into ſmall peeces, ad giue them to the 
hozſe todzinke in white wine, fo; ſhat will purge him as a mcdf- 
tine. Nie alſo, if it be ſodden, ſo as it burſt not, and then well dꝛied 
and giuen him in ſtead of pꝛouander, will not onely purge him, 
but alſo kill the wozmes of the bellie it he eate thereof. But if pou 
liſt to raiſe a hoꝛſe ſoone that is leane, take one part of ſodden 
beanes well ſalted, and foure parts of wheate bꝛan mingled with 
the decoction of the beanes afozeſaid, and gine him that ſometime 


in the manner of a maſh, and ſometime as his pꝛouender, fo: that 


doth fat a hoꝛſe aboue all thinges. Colewoztes alſo being a little 


fat a hoꝛſe very ſoone. Pozeouer the fatty decoction of ae Coꝛ⸗ 
tewes being well ſodden, their heads, tailes, feete and bones be- 
ing reieced, both ſcowzeth and fatteth a Þo2ſe vet ie muche. The 
fleſh al of ſuch Toztewes being mingled with their pꝛouender, 
is good foz hat purpoſe . There is alſo a cuꝛne growing bere in 
England, called bzanke ozbucke, which will raiſe a Yozſe ver ie 
fone. Notwithſtanding, J would not wilh etther that, oꝛ ante os 
ther wap of ſuch ſodain raiſing of a hoſes ſleſh to be bſed. oꝛ ſuch 
fatneffe is but puft vp, and neuer continueth. as is dailie to well 


foz an outward ſhew, than truelie to diet them, to the intent thep 
map make the ſooner ſale of them., and be at no great charge in 
long keeping them, Thus much of ſcouring and fatting of hozſes..

Hat there be affections, aſwell in a hoꝛſe as in eueryo⸗ 
ther beaſt endued with the ute ſcnfitine , J am ſure no 


wiſe man doubteth.' Foz as God gaue to all ſuch beaſfes 
the vſe of the ſenſes, and the vertue ſenſitine, tocompze-

hend things offred vnto the ſenſes ſo did he alſo giue them a natu⸗

ſive, cauſeth him to be vnquiet , fierce and fretting : ) the keepers 
office is to pꝛocure the loue of his hoꝛſe, and to delight him all 
maner of waies, as well with his voice as doinges, Fo2 thzough 


che curriſh handling of vnſkilfull keepers, mante hoꝛſes are dꝛi⸗ 
© _ nenintoſauch feare and deſperation, as they become reſfife, and 


bane manie ſkittiſh totes. Some agatne are ſo diueliſh fo2 lacke 
of due co:rection ichen nerd is, as no man may come nigh them to 
dꝛelle them. But becauſe few keeperscan coꝛreu with diſcretion, 
I would wich him racher to vſe no coꝛrection at all, but onelte to 
winne him by gentle meanes: as by faire ſpeaking, and by often 
clawing him, and feeding him by hand, e in Summer ſeaſon, by 
wiping awate flies , motes , oz ante ocher ching that doth anoy 
bim, ſo hall the hozſe be alwaies glad ot bim, any reioice in his 
eſence,and in time become ſo familiar, as he will play with him 
adog. Fo2 truelp;vnleſſe there be a mutuall lone betwirt the 
ke&eper and the hozſe , the hozſe ſeldome oz neuer batleſh . Fo2 it 
the keeper loue not his hozſe, he will neuer meat him thzonghlie, 
no2 delight to dꝛelle him, no2 the hozſe will be delighted with 

* hisdzeſſing. And cherefoꝛe the <iefeft point of a hozſe - 
kceper, is to loue his hoꝛſe, and to ſeeke to be loned

the learned Phiſicians hich waite of mans bodie, to diuide ſick- 
neſſe. But Abſirtus waiting of hozſeleach craft, ſaith that of ſick- 
neſle oꝛ rather maladie(foz ſo hee termeth it, vling that woꝛde as 
a generallname to all maner of diſeaſes that be in a hoꝛſe) there 
be foure kinds: that is toſate,the moiſt maladie, the dꝛie malady, 
the maladie of the iointes, and the maladie betwixt the fleſhe and 
the ſkinne . The moiſt maladie is that nbich wee call the Glan- 
ders. The dzie maladie is an incurable conſumption, vhich 
ſome perhaps woulde call the mourning of the cheine , but not 
rightly, as ſhall well appeare vnto you heereafter, The mala- 
die of the ioints compzehendeth all griefes and ſozances that be 
in the ioints. And the maladie betwirt the fleſh and the ſkinne,is 
chat vhich wee call the ſcabbe : vnto vhich foure kindes of ma⸗ 
ladies, Vegetius addeth thzee ofhcrs, that is, the Farcine , the 
paine of the reines of kidneies, and the cankred mangeneſſe,mof 
commonlie called of the olde wziters the lepzoſle, and ſo maketh 
ſeuen kinds of maladies, vnder which all other particular diſea⸗ 
ſes are compꝛebended. WET} 

Againe, Laurentius Ruſsius, vſeth andther kinde of diui ſion ot 
lickneſſe. Ot hoꝛſes diſeaſes (ſaith he) ſome be naturall, and ſome 
acciventall . The naturall be thoſe that doe come eicher thzough 
the exceſle, 02 lacke of engendꝛing ſeede , 02 by error of nature, 
in mi(fo2ming the poong, oz elſe by ſome defect of the dame, 02 
ſire, in that perhappes they bee viſeaſed within, and haue their 
ſeede coꝛrupted. The accidentall diſeaſes bee thoſe, chat come by 
chance, as by ſurfetting ofcold, heate and ſache like thing. But 
_ fozſomuch as none of theſe wꝛiters doe followe their owne diui⸗ 
ſions, no2 handle the partes thereof acco2dingly: to auoide their 
confuſion, and to teach plainlie: J thought good thercfoze to vſe 
this mp own diuiſion and oꝛder here following.

pea rather, I leaue out no outward diſeaſe,belonging to any par- 
ticalar member, to the intent you mate the better knowe, to 
that diſeaſes o2 ſozrances euerie part oz member of the hoꝛſes 
bodie, is moſte commonlie ſubiea.

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Nowit is neceſſarie to hnowe, that to eueris diſeaſe o2 maladie, 
- belongeth fours ſeuerall times, that is to ſaie, the beginning, ths 
increaſing, the ſtate, and declination, uhich times are diligentlie 
to be obſerued of the ferrer, becauſe they require diners applieng 
of medicine: foz that medicine which was meete tobe vſed in the 
beginning of the diſeaſe,perhaps is not tobe vſed,in the decling- 
tion thereof : and that wich is requiſite, and verie needfull, to be 
applied in the fate, oꝛ chiefeſt of the diſeaſe, mate perhaps be ve- 
rie dangerous to be vſed in the beginning.

Ickneſſe accoꝛding to the learned Phiſicians is known

Foz if it be otherwiſe 
fozmed, o2 moze leſſe in number oꝛ quantitie , 02 elſe otherwiſe 
placed than it ought to be, then it is not well. Sccondlie, ſicknes 
is known by alteration of the qualitie, as if it be to hot,o2 to cold, 
ta moſt. oꝛ te dꝛie.

griete in his reines bladder o2 ſtones. But Vegetius ſaith, that it 
ts beſt knowne, vhether a hoꝛſe be ſicke oꝛ not, oꝛ toward ſicke⸗ 
nelle, by theſe ſignes heere following : fo: if he be moꝛe ſlowe, an

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was wont to be, 02 ſp:eadeth his litter abꝛoad with his fete, of- 
tentumbling in the night ſeaſon, fetching bis bꝛeath ſhozt,+ vio» 
lentlie, lowd ſnuffling in the noſe, and caſting ont hot vapoꝛs at 
his noſtrils, oz lieth downe imme diatlie after his pꝛouender, 02 
maketh long dzaughtes in his dꝛinking, oꝛ in the night ſeaſon, is 
now downe,and now ſaddenlie on foot,o2 if in the next moꝛning, 
he be verie hote in his paſtoꝛnes, oꝛ betwirt his eares, oꝛ that his 
eares hang moꝛe than they are wont todo: againe, it his etefight 
be dimme, and his eies hollowe in his head, his haires ſtanding 
right vp, and his flanks hollow and emptte, ubenſoeuer two oz 
th: of theſe ſignesdoconcurre together, then it is to be thought, 
ſaith Vegetius, that the hozſe is not well, and therefozehce would 
baue him © mmediatite to be ſeparated from his companions, that 
be thole, and to be placed be himſelfe, vntill his diſeaſe be per fea⸗ 
lie knowne and cured, and ſpeciallie if it bre ante contagious 
diſeaſe, I haue ſeene diuers Ferrers here in England to vſe that 
fo2 the triall of a hoꝛſes ſickneſĩe, hich J neuer read in anie An- 
tho2, chat is, to feele his ones, ubether thep be hote 02 colde, and 
to ſmell at bis noſtrils, and ſo by the ſandur thereof to fudge that 
ſickneſſe the Þozſe hath. Truelte J thinke that no euill waie, 
if they can diſcrene with cheir ſenſe of ſmelting , the dinerſitie of 
ſagours, that commeth out of his noſtrils, and then aptlte apptie 
the ſame to the humours, vhereof ſuch ſauours be bꝛed, and ſo oꝛ⸗ 
derly to ſeke ont the oꝛiginall canſe of his ſickneſſe. But J feare 
me, that moze Ferrers ſmell without judgement, than with ſuch 
ludgement, and no maruell why, lich that few o2 none be learned, 
oꝛ haue bene bꝛought vp with ſkilfail maiſters. But from henſe- 
fo2th J truſt that this my trauell, will cauſe ſach Ferrers as can 
read, and haue ſome vnderſtnding alreadie, to be moꝛe diligent 
in ſeeking after knowledge, than they haue bene heretofoe, 
whereby they ſhall be the better able to ſerue their countrete, and 
allo to p:ofite themſclues, wich good kame: chere as now fo; lacke 
of knowledge they incurre much llaunder.

The thirde in the firme partes ol 
the bodie, being continuallie hotte. What ſpirites, and humoꝛs 
bee, hath beene tolde pou befo2e in the kepers office. Df theſe 
 G:zeegenerall kindes doe ſpꝛing manie other ſpeciall kindes, as 
Quotidians, tertians, Quartanes, Feaucrs Pectique, and very 
manie others, ubere vnto mannes bodie is ſubiec, thereof none 
of my Anthours do treate, vnleſſe it be vegetius, hoe ſpeaketh 
fomevhat of a Feauer Nuotidian,of a Feuer continnall, and al- 
ſo of Feauer accidentall . Hee ſpeakech alſo ot᷑ ſummer, Au⸗ 
tumne, and Winter Feauers, without making anie great diffe- 
rence betwirte them, moꝛe than that ane is woꝛſe than an other 
by reaſon of the time and ſeaſon of the peare, (0 that in eſted all is 
but one Feauer. Wherefo2e accoꝛding vnto Abſirtus opinion, 1 
will bꝛicfelie ſhewe pou firffe the cauſcs whercof it pꝛoceedes,

The 
hozſe will fall downe ſuddenlie, partlie thzough the reſdlution of 
bis members, and partlie thzough diſtenſion of his finewes, and 
all his bodie will quiner and quake, and ſometime he will fome at 
the mouth. Vegetius againe waiteth in this ſozte : by a certaine 
courſe of the moone hoꝛſes and other beaſts many times do fall, 
and die foz a time as well as men. The ſignes whereof are theſe. 
Being fallen, their bodies will quiuer i quake, and their months 
will tome, and when a man would think that they would die out 
of hand, they riſe ſuddenlie vp, and fall to their meate.

Laurentius Ruſsivs ſaith , this diſcaſe is verie common to 
Coltes, bebauſe in the in doth abound flurible moiſture, apt to be 
diſſolued with euer ie litle heate, and toturne to putrilaction: and 
therefoze if che hoꝛſe be not ouer pong, he would haue pou ſirſt to 
let him blond in the necke veine, and chen to late vnto the ſoze a 
ripening plaiſter, made of Pallowes, Linſeedes, Rewe, wozm- 
wood, ground Jute, oile of Baies, and Dialthea, and to annoint 
his thꝛote alſo , and all the ze place, wich freſhe butter: and te 
ſoꝛe being ripe, tolance it, oꝛ eiſe to roll it, that the matter map 
come fozth. But if the kernels will not decreaſe with this, then 
pull chem away by the rootes, and to dzie vp the vicerons place 
with an ointment made of vnllec lime, Pepper, Bzimftone, Nt- 
trum, andotle Oliue. Jt ſhall be good alfo to purge his head by 
pertuming bim euerie date once, in ſuch ſoꝛt as hath bene befoze 
declared, And let the Bozſe be kept warme about the head, and 
— warme fable, and let him dzinke no colde water. But 

pon ſee that after pon haue taken away the kirnelles, the hozſe 
doch not foz all that leaue caſting filthie matter at the noſe, then 
if is to be feared, that heehath ſome ſpice of the mourning of the 
Chine, fo; both diſeaſes pꝛoceede of one cauſe, and therefoze A 
thinke good to ſpeake of it heere pzeſently. ;

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Or the mourning of the Chine, Chap, xi. 

His wo2de mourning of the Chine, is aco:ruptname, 

bozrowed of the french tongue, wherein it is called More 

deſchyen, that is to ſate,the death of the backe. Becauſe 

manie do hold opinion, that this diſeaſe doch conſume the 

marie of the backe, foꝛ remedie nhercof, che p vie ſtrangt kind 

of cures, Foz ſome taking it to be a rheume. go about to ſtop it, 
by lateng aſtriaiue, oꝛ binding charges vnto the nape of the neck. 

Some againe do twine out the pith of the backe with a long wire 
chꝛuſt vp into che hoꝛſes head, and ſo into his necke and backe, 
with vhat reaſon J know not, Mell, J know, that fewe Hoꝛſes 
doe recouer that haue this diſeaſe . Some againe fhinkethat the 

lunges of the Hoꝛſe be rotten, and that the hoꝛſe doth caſt them 
ont at his noſe . But Martin ſaith, that hee hath cut vp diuerſe 

Hoꝛſes which hath bæne iudged to haue died of the mourning of 

the Chine, but he could neuer find either backe oz lungs, to be pe - 
riched, but onelie the Luer, and moſt commonlie that ſide of the 
Liner, tchich anſwerech the noſtr ill vhereat hee caſtech, whereof 
we will talke in his pꝛoper place, when we come to ſpeake of the 
diſeaſes in the Liner. The Italians doe call this diſeaſe Ciamorro, 
the olde Authours doe call it the moiſt maladie, whereof Theom- 
neſtus maketh two differences. Fo2 in the one, the matter thi 
he doth caſt at the noſe is white, and doth not ſmell at all, and in 
the other, that which bee caſtech is a filthy and ſtinking cozruptt- 
on. They pꝛoceede both ofcolde humours congealed in the head, 

but moze abounding in the one than in the other: by reaſon per⸗ 
haps, that the hoꝛſe was not cured in time: fo2 of colde firſt com 
meth the Poſe, and the cough, then the glaunders, and laſt of all, 
che mourning of the chine. When the hoꝛſe caſfeth matter at the 
noſe, that is not Finking,he map be eaſily cared, bp ſuch remc⸗ 
dies as haue ben betone declared in the Chapter of the Poſe:but 
if the matter be very filthp and ſtinking, then it is verie hard to 
cure. Notwithſtanding, it ſhall notgreene me to ite vnto vou 
here, che experience of Theomneſtus, and of Laurentius Ruſsius, 

Theo nneſtus cure is thus, Take of water and honie called ot the | 
Pbyſicians Hedrom:1, aquart,and put thereunto thzec ounces of 
vile, andpow2s that into his noſtrill enerie moꝛning the _ 

| ch: 
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chꝛte daies, and if wat do not pꝛoũt him then let him dzinkencry 
date, 02 once in two dates, a quarte of olde wine, mingled with 
ſome of the medicine, oꝛ rather the pꝛecious me ate, calicd of the 
olde wziters Tetrzpharmacum , and that will retoze him to his 
fomereſtate, Lauren ius Ruſsius ſaith , that of all diſeaſes there 
is none moꝛe per illous, no2 moze to be ſuſpected, than the rheume - 
tbich commeth of cold, foꝛ Hoꝛſes haue large Conduites, and are 
full of moiſture, and therefoze it cold onte enter, it findeth matter 
inough to wozke on, to bꝛeed continuall diſt ill ation, as well ont- 
wardlie at the noſe, as inwardlie, deſcending downe to the vitall 
parts, in ſuch ſoꝛt, as it doth ſuffocat the ſame. The ſignes accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the ſaid Ruſsius be theſe. The hoꝛſe doth caſt matter conti⸗ 
nuallte at the noſe ſometime thine and ſometime thicke, his no- 
ſcrils, eares, and all his ontwardpartes,will be cold to the feeling 
bis eies, head, and all his body heauy, and he will caugh, and haue 
ſmall appetite to his mcate, and leſſe to his dꝛinke, and ſometime 
he will tremble and ſhake, His cure is in this ſoꝛte. Purge his 
bead, partlie by per fuming him, + partly by making him tone&ſe 
in ſnchſo2t, as hath bene befoze taught in the chapter of the Poſe 
which waies of perfuming and purging the head, as they be good 
ſo doth Ruſius pꝛaiſe theſe two here following to be moſte excel. 
lent. The firſt is this. Take of the ſtalkes of Vitis alba otherwiſe 
called Brioni, o2 wild Uine, two oz thzee good handfuls, and bꝛoſe 
them betwirt two ſfones, and being ſo bzoſed , put them into a 
linnen bag, and faſten the bag to the hoꝛſes head, ſo as he map re- 
teiue the ſent vp into his noſtrils, without touching the hearbe 
wich his mouch, and this will cauſe the humours to come down a: 
boundantlie. The ſecond medicine. Take of Eufoꝛbium be aten 
into fine powder, thꝛee ounces, of the inite of Betes one pound, 
of Swines bloudhalfe # pound, boile all theſe togither vntill they 
be chꝛaughlie mingled, and liquid like an ointment, md then take 
it from the fire, and put thereonto one ounce moze of Eufozbium 
and mingle them againe thzoughlyp together, t pꝛeſerue the ſame 
ina bore to vle at necdful times, in this ſozt. Make two ſtiffe long 
rowles oꝛ tampins of linnen ciowtes, oꝛ ſuch like tuffe ; ſharpe 
pointed like Suger lones: which tampins are calledof the Phyũ · 
clans inLatinPeſsi, q being annonted with the ointment afoze- 
| | ſatd, 
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The order of curing 
ſaſd, thzuſt chem vp into the Poꝛſes noſtrils, and let him abide 
therein a pꝛettie uhile, chen pull them out, and pon ſhall ſe ſuch a⸗ 
bundance of matter come foꝛ th at his noſe, as is maruellous to 
behold. Ruſsius alſo pꝛaiſeth verp much this medicine here follow- 
ing. Take as much of the midle bark of an Elder tree, growing 
on the water ſide, as will fill anewearthen pot of a meane ſiſe, 
thereunto as much cleare water, as the pot will hold, and 

let it boile vntill the one halle be conſume d: and then to be filled 
vy againe with freſh water, continuing ſo to do thzec times one 
after another, and at the laſt time that the one halfe is conſumed, 
take it from the fire, and ſtraine it though a linnen cloth, Then 
take two partes of that decoction, and one part of hogs greaſe, oz 
butter, e being warmed againe together, gine the hoꝛſe to dzinke 
thereof one hoznefull, md powꝛe another ho2nfull into his noſtrill 
that caſteth, and khenſoener pou giue him this medicine, let the 
Dozſe be emptie and faſfing, and keepe him without mcate alſo, 
two oz thzee houres after. Foz this is a verie good dzinke foz anie 
fickneſſe that commethof colde . Pozeoner, open the ſkin of his 
fozebead,and of his temples,and alſo of his taile, with a ſharp hot 
iron, that the co:rupt humours, may iſſue outward. That done, 
take hot bꝛickes, ozels a pan of freſh burning coales, and hold it 
nigh vnto his belly, and flanks, to the intent they may be th;ongh- 
iy warmed, and being fo warmed annoint them all oner , with 
olle de Bap, oꝛ Dialchea, to defend his bodte from the cold, and let 
his head be well couered, and ull his bellie kept warme. Yea, ad 
it were good to bath his head ſometime, as Ruſsius ſaich, with a 
bach made of Rewe, Sage, Jeneper, Bay leaues 
and Ppfop . And let his dꝛinke bee warme water mingled with 
ſcheate meale:vea, t to make it the moze comfoztable,it were god 
as Ruſsius ſaich, as to put therunto ſome Cinamon, Ginger. Ga- 
lingale,x ſuch hot ſpices. And his meat in Winter ſeaſon would 
be no other but ſodden cozne 02 warme maſhes, made of ground 
Mault and vheate bꝛan:in Hummer ſeaſon if he went to graſle, 
Ithinke it would do him moſt good, ſo that he go in a dze warme 
ground, foz by fæding alwates downward, he ſhal purge bis head 
the better, as Ruſsius ſaſſh . cus much of che Glanders, and 
moruning of the Chine. Howe wee will ſpeake 2 of the

Abe ſtrangulion, called of the Latines Angina, accoz- 

a Riding to the Pbyſicſans, is an inflamation of the in- 
ward parts of the th;ote,and as I ſaſdbcfo2e,is called 
ses the Greekes Synanchi,vhich is as much to ſaie in 
Enguche as a ſtrangling , vhereof this name ſtrangulionas A 
think is deriued, fo2 this diſeaſe dothrangle either man oz bealt 
and therefoze is numbꝛed amongſt the perillous and ſharpe diſea- 
ſes called of the Latines Morbi acuti,of vhich ſtrangling the pby- 
ſicians in mans bodie make foure differences. The firf# xz wozlfe 
is, uhen no part within the mouch noꝛ without, appeareth mani. 


ſlellite to bee inflamed, and pet the patient is in great yerrill of 


ſtrangling. The ſecond is, kþcn-the in warde partes of the thzote 
onelie be inflamed. The third is, then the in ward and outwarde 
partes of the thzoate bee boch inflamed. The fgurth is, then the 
muſclesof the necke are inflamed, oz the inwarde ioints thereof 
ſo loſened, as they ſtraiten thereby both the thzote, oz weſande, 02 
windpipe: fo ſhoꝛt bzeath is incident to. all the foure kindes be⸗ 
fozerecited, and they pꝛoced all of one cauſe: that is to fate, of 
ome cholerike o2 bloudieflurſon, vyich commes out of the bzaun ⸗ 
ches of the thzote veines into thoſe partes,and (here bzeedeth ſome 
hot inflamation . But now to pꝛoue that a hoꝛſe is ſubic to this 
diſeaſe, pou ſhall bheare what Abſirtus, Hierocles, Vegetius, and 
others doo ſaie. Abſirtus wziting to his friende a certeine Ferrer 
93 hoʒſeleach, called Aiſtoricus, ſpeakech in this manner. When a 
hozſe hath the ſtrangullion it quicklie killeth him, the ſignes uber 
of be the fe. Bis temples will be hollow, his toong will ſwell and 
hang out ot his mouth, his head and eies alſs will be ſwollen, md 
_ the paſſage of his chꝛote ſtopt ſo as he can netther eat no2dzinke. 
All theſe fignes be alſo confirmedby Hierocles.Pozeoner, Vege- 
rius rendereth the cauſe of chis diſeaſe, aſfirming that it pzoceedeth 
of abundance of ſubtill blond, uhich after long trauell wil inflam 
the inward-o2 outward muſcles of the thzote oz weſande, oz ſuche 
afflnence of bloud maie come, by vſe of hot meates after great 

trauell, 
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trauell, being fo alteratiue , as they cauſc thoſc parts to ſwell in 


ſuch ſoꝛt as the hoꝛſe can neither gat noz dzink,no; dzaw his bzeth. 
The cure accoꝛding to Vegetius, is in this ſozte . Firſte bath his 
mouth and tongue wel with hot water, and then annoint it with 
the gall of a Bull, that done, giue him this dꝛinke. Take of olde 
vile two pound, of old wine a quart, nine Figs, and nine Les 
heads well ſtamped and bꝛaied togither. And after pou haue bop⸗ 
led theſe a while befo:e pou ſtrain them, put therevnto alittle Ri- 
trum Alexandꝛinum, and giue him a quarte of this euerie moꝛ⸗ 
ning and euening. A! ſirtus and Hierocles would haue pou to let 
him bloud in the palat of his mouth, and to powze wine and Oile 
into his noſtrils, and alſo to giue him to dꝛinke this decoction of 
Figs and Nitrum ſodden togither, oꝛ elſe to annoint his thꝛoate 
within with Nitre otle and honte , 02 elſe with honie and hogges 
dung mingled togither, thi differeth not much from Galen his 
medicine, tobe giuen vnto man. Foz he ſaith, that honte ming- 
led with the powder of dogges dung that is white, and ſwallewed 
downe, doth remedie the ſquinancte pꝛeſentlp. Abfircus alſo pꝛai⸗ 
ſeth the ointment made of Bedellium, and vhen the inflamation 
beginneth ſomevhat to decreaſe, he ſaiech it is good to purge the 


hoꝛſe, by giuing bim wild Cucumber, and Nitre to dꝛinke. Let 


his meat be graſſe if it mate be gotten, oꝛ elſe wette Maie, and 
ſpꝛinkled wich Nitre. Let his dzinke alſd be luke warme water, 


wich ſome barlie mcale in it.

F Coughes ſome be outward, and ſome be inwwarde, 
Foce be outward ubich doe come of outward cauſes, 
as by eating a feather, o2 by cating duſtte oꝛ ſharpe

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the thing that grieneth him, 02 elle bing it vp, and do this twile 
ozthalle, annointing euerie time the Licke wi trech hante. 


Ot the in ward and wet cough. - Chap.ixix, 


F inward Conghes ſome be wet and ſome be dzie. The 
wet cough is that, which commeth of colde, taken after 
ſome great heat ginen to the hoſe, diſſoluing humors, 
which being aftrewardcongealed, doe cauſe obſtruction 
and ſtopping in the lungs. And J call it the wet cough, becanſe the 
hozſe in his coughing, will voide moi matter at his mouth al 
ter that it is once bzoken. The ſignes be theſe. The hoꝛſe will bee 
heauie, and his etes will run a water,xzhe will foſake his meat, 
and when hee cougheth, hee thzuſtethout his head, and reacheth 
with great paine at the firff, as though he had a bie cough, vntil 
the fieame be bzoken, and then he will congh moze hollowe,vhic< 
is a ſigne of amendment. And therefoze, accozding to Martins ers 
pertence, to the intent the fleame may bzeake the ſooner, it ſhalbe 
neceſſarie tokeepe him warme, by clothing him wich a double 
cloth, and bp littering him vp to the bellie with kreſhe ſtraw, and 
then to giue him this dzinke : take ofbarlie one pecke , and boile 
it in two 02 thʒe gallons of faire water, vntill the barly beginne 
to bꝛuſt, and boile therwith of bzuſed Lico2as,of Annis ſeedes,of 
Raſins, of ethe one pounde, then ſtraine it, and to fhat liquoꝛ put 
of hony a pinte,and aquarterneof Sugercandie,and ep it cloſe 
in a potte to ſerue the hoꝛſe therewith foure ſeuerall 

and caſt not swaie the ſodden barley with the reſt of the ſtray» 
ninges, but make it hot euerp dap to perſume the hoꝛſe withall: 
being put intoa bag, and tied to his head, and if the hoꝛſe will eat 
of it, it ſhall do him the maze good. And this perfaming in Min; 
ter ſeaſon would be vſed about ten of the clocke in the mozning, 
then the Sunne is of ſome height, to the intent the hoꝛſe mate be 
walked abzoan, if the Sunne ſhine, to exerciſe him moderatlie. 
And vntill his congh weare awaie, "faile not to glue him warme 
water, with a tittle ground mault . And as his coughbzeaketh

bis ſemeth to come of ſome grolle d tough hamonr, 
| K-24 cleaning hard to the hollow places of the lungs which 
a oppeth the windpipes , ſo as the hoꝛſe cannot eafilte 
daw his beach, and ik it continue, it will either grow 
tothe Purſick, oꝛ elſe b:eake his wind altogether. The ſignes be 
theſe. Be will cough both often, dꝛily, ( alſo vehementlte without 
voiding at the noſc,o2 mouth. The cure, acco2ding to Martin, is in 
this ſoꝛt. Take a cloſe earthen pot, put therin iii.pinis of frong 
vineger, and fonre egs, ſhelles x all vnbꝛoken, and foure Garlick 
headscleane pilled and bzuſed, and ſet the pot being verte cloſe co⸗ 
uered, in ſome warme dunghill, x there let it ſtand a whole nigbt: 
E the next moꝛming wich pour hand take out the egges, which will 
be ſo (oft as ſilke, and laie them by, vntill pou haue ſtrained the 
Garlicke 4 vineger tho:ongh a faire cloth, then put to that liquoꝛ, 
and a quartern of hony,amdhalfaquartern of ſugercandie,+ two 
ounces of Licozas,and twoounces of Annis ſeds, beaten all in 
to fine pouder. And then the hoꝛſe hauing faſted al the night befoz, 
in the mozning betwirt ſenen and eight of the clockc, open his 
mouth with a coꝛd, and tthozle therein one of the egges, ſs as hee 
mate ſwallowe it downe, and then immetiatly powze in after it 
a ho2ne full of the fo eſaid dꝛinke, being fürſt made lukewarme, 
and thencaſt in another egge , with another hone full of dzinke, 
and ſo continue to do, vntill hee hath ſwallowed vp all the egges, 
and dꝛonke vp all the dzinke : and then bzidle him, and coner him 
with warmer clothes, than he had befoze , and bꝛing him into the 
fable, and there let him ſtand on the bitte, at the barre racke, 
welllittered vp to the bellp, the ſpace of two houres . Then vn⸗ 
bitte him, and il it be in Winter , offer him a hand full of Tchea⸗ 
tenffrawe : if in Summer, giue him graſſe, and let him eate 
no haie, vnleſfe it be verie well duſted, and ſpꝛinckled with wa- 
ter, and giue him not much thereof. And therefoze pon ſhall neede 
to giue dim the moꝛe pꝛouender, which alſo muſt bee well clen⸗ 
ſed of all ffith, and duff, and giue him no tolde water, the ſpace 
of nine dates. And il you perteiue that the Cough doch not weare 
awais, then ik it bee in Minter, purge him wich theſe pilles. 
Take of larde two pound laide in water two houres: —— 
ads nothing. 
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noting but the cleane fat chereot, and ſtampe it in a mazter, any 
thereto put of licozas,of Annis ſ@des, of Fenegreke, of ech bea- 
ten into powder thzee ounces, of Aloes in powder twoounces, of 
Agarike oneounce. Knead theſe togither like paafs, and make 
thereof ſix bals as bigge as anegge. Then the hoꝛſe haning faſted 
ouer night, giue him the next mo2ning theſe pilles one after ano- 
ther, annointed with honie and ofle mingled togithcr in aplat- 
ter, and to the intent be mate ſwallowe them downe vhether hee 
will oz not, when pou haue opened his mouth catche holde of his 
tong,and hold it faſt vhile you vhoꝛte in one of the pilles, chat don 
ſchzuſt it into his thꝛote with a rolling pinne, and then let his tung 
goe vntill he bath ſwallowed it downe : then giue him in line ma ⸗ 
ner all the reft of the pilles, and let him ſtand on the bitte warme 
clothed, and littered the ſpace of thz& howers at the leaf, and af 
ter that,gine him alittle wet haie, and warme water with a little 
ground malt in it todzinke,and let him dzink no other but warm 
water the ſpace of a werke. And now and then in a faire ſunnis 
daie, it ſhall be good to trot him one honre abꝛoad to bzeath him.

ſummer time, the decoction of barlie, and this as he ſaith, wil bind 
his lunges againe togither. Vegetius vtterlic diſallowech letting 
. of bloud in any ſuch diſeaſe as this is, and alſo all maner of ſharp 
 medicines,foz feare of pzonoking the cough, by meanes thereof 
the bꝛoken places can neuer heale perfealte. And therefoze nef- 
ther his medicines noꝛ meate would be harſh, but ſmooth, gentle 
and cooling.The beſt medicine that may be giuen him at al times 
is this: take of Fengreke,and of linctede, of ech halfe a pounde, 
of Gum dꝛagant, of Paſficke, of irre, of Sugar, of Fitch flo- 
wer, ol ech one ounce. Lette all theſe hinges be beaten into fine 
powder, and then infuſed one whole night in a ſufficient quantitie 
of warme water, and the next date giue him a quart of this lnke- 
warme, putting therevntotwoe oꝛ thee ounces of olle of roſes, 
continuing ſo to doe manie dates togither, and if the diſeaſe bee 
new,this will heale him: yea and it will eaſc him verie muche al- 
Gongh the diſeaſe be old, which then is thought vncureable . And 
in winter ſeaſon ſo long as he ſtandeth in the able, let him dzink 
no cold water, and let his meat be cleane without duſt, but in ſum⸗ 
mer ſeaſon it were beſf to let him run tograſe :fo2 ſo long as he 
eateth graſſe, a man ſhall ſcantlie perteiue this diſeaſe.

lene if it were diligentlie oblerued, were ealle inough to findina 
bozſe, by his heauis going at his ſetting feꝛch, and often turning 
his head to the ide greened. — — yo eons cli 
the humoꝛs be cholerike, bz&deth mante times 
the liuer, called of the Phyſicians Scirrhus, which in mans bodie 
map be felt, if the bodie be not oner fatte: and it is moꝛe eaſie fo; 
him to lie on the right ſide than on the left, becauſe chat lieng on 
the left ſide, the weight of the knob would oppzelle the ſtomache 
end vital parts verie ſoze, by fic ſignes me thinkes a dilligent 
Ferrer may learne , vhether a hozſe hach anp ſuch diſeaſe o2 not. 
The inflamation of the liner 2 the bloud 
either thꝛough the aboundance, thinneſſe, boiling beate,o: ſharp⸗ 
nelle thereof, oz elſe th:ough the violence of ſome outward canſe, 
bꝛeakech out of the veines, andflowethints the bodie of the liner 
and chere being out of his pꝛoper veſſels both immeniatelie 
fleand —— and there with coꝛrupteth ſo muche fleſhio ſab: 
ſtance of the liuer as is imb;ned withall , and therefo2e, foz the 
molt parte, the hollowe ſide of the liner is conſumed: yea , and 
ſometime the kun ide. This hot blondie matter then is pꝛoperlie 
called an inflammation , which by naturall heate is afterwarde 
turned into aplaine cozruption, x thenit is called an fmpoſtame, 
abich if it bꝛeake out and runne, then it is called an vlcer, oz fil 
thie ſoze, Thus pouſce,of one euill fountaine ſpꝛing diners 
grefs,requiring diuers cures, And though none of mine authoꝛs 
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- nqz anieother Ferrer that Jknowe haue waded thus farr, yet 3 

thought good by wziting thus much, togiue ſuch Ferters as bee 

wile, dj(creete, and diligent,occaſion to ſœ e fo; moze knowledge 
and vnderſtanding than is taught them, and me thinks that it is 
a great ſhame, chat the Ferrers of this age ſhoalde not knowe 
mach moze than the Ferrers of olde time, ſiche that befives that, 
the old mens knowledge is not hidden from them, they haue alſo 
their owne experience: and time allo bꝛingeth euerie daps news 
things to light. But now to pzoceede in diſcourſing of the liner, 
- pecozding to the phyſicians doarine as I haue begun, I ſaie then 
of an inflamation in the hollowe five of the liuer, the fignes bet 
theſe; loathing of meat, great thirff.loſeneſle of bellis eaſle lieng 
on the right ſide, and painefull lieng on the left. But if the infla- 
mation be on the full ſide oꝛ ſwelling ſide of the liner, chen the pas 
tient is tronbled with difficultie of bꝛeaching, wich a dzie congh, 
and greeuous paine, pulling and twitching the windpipe, and to 
lie vpon the right ſide is moze painefull than on the lefte , and the 
ſwellingalſ may be felt witha mans hand. But you muſt vnder · 
ſtande by the waie, chat all theſe hinges laſte mentioned bee the 
ſignes of ſome great inflamation, fo (mall inflamationshane 
no ſuche ſignes but are to bee judged onelie by griefe vnder the 
ſhoztribs and long fetching of the bzeath. The ſignes of Apoſtu⸗ 
mation is painefall and great heate. che ſignesof Ulceration is 
decreaſe of the heate with feebleneſle and fainting. Foz the filthie 
matter flowing abzoade with euill vapours coꝛt upteth the heart, 
and mante times cauſeth death. The ſignes of the conſumption of 
che liuer ſhall be declared in the next chapter, and as fa the cu⸗ 
ring of all the ocher diſeaſes befoze mentigned, experience muſt 
firſt teach it ere J can wꝛite it. NotwithRanding J cannot thinke 
bat that ſuch things as are god to heale the like diſeaſes in mans 
bodie are alſo good fo a hozſe, fo2 his liuer is like in ſubFance 
andſhape to a mannes liuer, differing in nothing but onelie in 
greatnefſe . Andtherefoze J woulde wiſhe yow to learne at the 
Pbyftclans hands, wich J am ſure firſt, as touching the weake- 
neſle of the Liuer, pꝛocœsing of the vntemperateneſle thereof, 
will bid pou to heale enerie ſuch viitemperateneſſe by his contra- 
rie: that is to ſaie, yeate by cold, nd dzinefle by moiſture — 

| contrar 
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contrarie . And therefoze it ſhall be verie neceCarie im pon to 
tearns the qualities,natures,and vortues of 
all other ſimpies, and how to applie them in time. And fozoheale 
the obſtruction of the Liner, they will counſell you perhaps to 
make the hozſe dzinkes of ſuch ſimples as theſe ber, Agrimone, 
Fumitozie, Camamill, Woz2mewood, Licozas , Annis ſeedes, 
Smällage, Perſly Dptknard,Genttan, Succoꝛie „Endine, Spe⸗ 
rage, Lupins, che vertues whereof pou ſhall learn in the herbals; 
but amongſt all ſimples, there is none moꝛe pzatſed than the Lt- 
uer ofa Woolfe beaten into powder, emingled in any medicine 
that is made foz ante diſeaſe in the Liner . Ihe cure of an inflam- 


mation conlilteth in letting bloud, and in bathing, o2 fomenting 


the ſoze plate with ſuch hearbes and oiles, as may molliſie and diſ⸗ 
perſe humoꝛs abꝛoad, her wich ſome ſimples chat be aſtr ingent 
would be alwates mingled: pea, 4 in all other medicines that 
be applied to the liner ; foz anie maner of diſeaſes. Simples that 
mollifie and diſperſe be theſe. Linſeede, Fengrecke: Camamell, 
Annis ſcedes, Peliot:amd ſuch like hinges. Simples aſtringent 
be theſe:red Roſe leanes:Bzimble leaues: Wozmewood : Plans 
taine:Pirre: Paſticke: Stirax: and ſach like, Apo&unies are to 
be ripened and voided, Ulcers muſt be cleanſed: 4:ſcow;ed down- 
wardeicher by the bellie oz by Uzine:and therefoze the vſe of ſuche 
fimples as pꝛouoke bꝛine in ſuch caſes is neceſſarie. The old wii⸗ 
— erat do ſaie, that when a hoꝛſe is grieued in his 
liner, bee will foꝛſake his meate, and his bodie will waſte, his 
mouth will be dꝛie, his tongue rough and harſh: vea, and it will 
ſwell, wd he will refuſe to lie on that ſide here his griefe is. The 
cure whereof: to Abſirtus is in this (02t.Let him dꝛinke 
fampt Jreos: wich wine alaied wich water. He p:aiſeth alſs an 
hearbe much like vnto Calamint: called of Plinie, Polymonia, oz 
let him dꝛinke Sanerie with wine and oile. A Qinke that Agri⸗ 
monie oꝛ linerwozt is as good as the beſt ot chem. Abſirtus would 
haue his bodie to be chafed wich wine and ofle mirt togither : and 
to be well littered that he may lie ſoft: and his pzonender that 
ould be giuen him to be ſfceped ürſt in warme water: .

Ok the conſumptton of the Liuer,Chap,ixxxvil. 

Belæue that no inward member of a ozſe doth ſuffer ſo 

much, as the lunges and liuer, and that not ſo muche by 
\ continnall, as by vno:dinate, and vntimelie traucll, labo: 

and exerciſe , vhereby either the Hoꝛſes lungeso; his li⸗ 
ner doe moſtcommonlie periſh, and is conſumed : yea, and ſome* 
time both. Df the conſumption of the lunges, we haue talked ſul⸗ 
ficientlie beſoze ; therefoze let vs ſhew pou heere the canſes tbere- 
of the conſumption of the liuer pzoccedeth . che phyſicians ſate, 
that it may come of any humour,butchieflp and moſt commonly 
of cholerick matter, ſhedde thzoughout the ſubſtance of the liner, 
bich putrifieng by little and little, and leiſurelie, doth at length 
cozrupt, and periſh all the ſubſtance of the ltuer, which thing in 
mans bodie doth firſt pꝛoceede, as the Phyſicians ſate;epther by 
eating coꝛrupt meates, oꝛ elſe by continuall dʒinking of ſweete 
wines. But me thinkes that the conſumpflon ofa hoꝛſes liuer, 
ſhould come by ſome extreame heate,inflaming che bloud, ubich 
afterward being putrified, doth coꝛrupt and erulcer ate the ſub⸗ 
ſtance of the liner. Foz after inflamation, as J ſaide befo2e,com!- 
mech apoſtumation, and then exulceration , vþ#ch is very hard 
to cure, becauſe the ſubſtaunce of the Liner is ſpongeous like 
bnto the Lunges. And tihileſt the liner is ſo coxrupted , there can 


be no good digeſtion, foz lack nhereof the body receiueth no good 
nutriment, and therfoze muſt needs alſo languiſh and conſume. 


We ſignes, acco:ding to Martin, be theſe. he hoꝛſe will fo ſake 
his me ate, and will tand ſtretching him elle in length, and neuer 
conet to lie down, and his b:eath will be ſo ſtrong, as no man can 
abide it, md he will continuallte caſt yellowiſh matter at the one 
noſftriil,o2 elſc at both, aceoꝛding as one oꝛ both ſides of the liner 
ts coꝛrupted, and on that ſide that he caſtech, he will haue vnder 
his ia w, euen about the midſt therof a knob o kirnell as much as 
A Malnut, wich ichen Martin findeth, he committcth his carcas 


to the crowes, taking him to be paſt cure. But if he were let 


bloud in tine, and had ſach dzinks giuen him, as are god to com⸗ 
fat and ſtrengthen the liner , he thinketh that che hoꝛſe might be 
recouered.

It is paintull ali to lie 
on the righte ſide , bicauſe the ſplene being ſwollen ſo oppꝛeſſeth 
the mid2iffe,ad ſpeciallie chen the ſtomach is full of meate, ano 
che patient hach woꝛſe digeſtion chan appetite, and is troubled 
with much wind, boch vpward and downe ward. Moꝛeouer, che va⸗ 


pour ol che humoz dothoffend the heart, making it faint, and cau⸗ 


ſeth all che bodie to be heauie and dull, and if ſuch ſwelling be ſuf- 
fered to goe vncured, chen il it be a melancholie humour, and a⸗ 
bounding ouermuch, it wareth enerte date thicker and thicker, 
cauſing obſtruction not onelte in the veines and artires, vhich is 
to be perteiued by heanineſle and griefe on the left ſide, but alſo in 
the ſplene it ſelfe , ahereas by vertue of the heate it is hardened 
enerte date moze and moꝛe, and ſo by little and little wareth to a 
hard knobbe, which doth not onlie occupte all the ſubſtance of the 
ſplene. but alſo mante times all the left five of the wombe, x there- 
by maketh all the enill actidentes oꝛ griefes befoze recitedmuche 
wozfe than they were. Now as touching the inflamat ion of the 
fplene which chanceth verte ſildome. foꝛſomuch as euerie inflama- 
tion p2oceedeth of pare bloude , which ſeldome entereth into the 
ſplene: Jſhall not neede to make mante wo2des, but referre pon 
duer to the Chapter of the Liucr, foz in ſuche caſe they differ not, 
but pzoceding of like cauſe haue alſo like fignes, and doe require 
like cute. che olde wuters faie,that hoꝛſes be offengrieued with 
griefe in che ſplene, and ſpectallie in ſummer ſeaſon wich greevie 
eating of ſw erte greene meates,md they call thoſe hozfes Lieno- 
ſos, chat is to ſaie ſplentike. The ſignes vherof(ſate thep)are theſe, 
bardſwefling on the left ſide, ſhoꝛt bꝛeath, often groning, and gree- 
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is to make the hole to\weate once a day during a certaine time, 
by riding dim en otherwile traveling him, and to powge into bis 
left noſtril enerp day the iniee of mirabolans mingled with wine 
and water, amounting in all to the quantitie of a pinte. But my 
thinkes it would doe him moze god, if he dzanke it as Hierocles 
woulde haue him to dae. Eumelius pzaiſeth this dzinke : take of 
cummin ſeed and of honte, of ech fire ounces, ane of Lacerpitium 
as much as a beane,of vineger a pinte,and put all theſe into thee 
quartes of water, and let it ſtande ſo all night, and the nert moo 
ning giue the hoꝛſe to dzinke therof, being kept ouer night faſting 
Theomneſtus pzaiſeth the decoction of Capers, eſpeciallie if the 
barke of the root thereof may be gotten ſodden in water to a ſtr- 
rop.D; elſe make him adzinke of Garithe, Nitrum, Þo:ehound 
and Wozmewod, ſodden in harſh wine: nd he woulde haue the 
lefte ſive to be bathed wich warme water, and to be hard rubbed. 
And il all this will not helpe, th n tu giue him the fire uhich Abſir- 
tus doth not allow, ſaieng that the ſplene liech ſo, as it cannot ea- 
ſilie be fired, to doe him any good. But foz ſo muche as the liucr 
and ſpiene are members much occupied in the ingendering and 
ſeparating of humoꝛs, manie enill accidents and griefs doe take 
ter firff beginning of chem, as the Jandis, called in a hoꝛſe, the 
Pellowes,d:tnefſe of bodie, and conſumption of the fleſh, without 
any apparant cauſe uby, ubich the Phyſicianscall Atrophia, alſo 
, enifl habite of the bodie,called of them Cachexia, and the dzopſie. 
But firſt we will ſpeak of the Jandis oz ycllowes.

mot part, eyther by obſtruction oz topping of the conduites be⸗

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by the blonde is conuerted into Choler , and fo ſpzeadeth 
t<:oughout the bodie : euen fo the blacke Jandis commeth by 
meanes of ſoine obkructſon in the liner veine, Gat goeth to the 
ſplene ,:notſaffering the ſplene to do his office, in receiuing the 
dꝛegs of the bloud from the liuer, vherein they abound too much, 
ozelſe foz that the ſplene is alteadie to full of ſuch dzegs, and fo 
ſheddeth them backe againe into the veines. But as foz che black 
Jandis thep haue not been obſerned to be in hoꝛſes as in men by 
anie of our Ferrers in theſe daies that J can learne. And pet the 
old wiiters of ho2ſeleachcraft, doe ſeeme to make two kindes of 
J.mdis, called of them Cholera, that is to ſaie, the dzie Choler, 
and allo the inoiſt choler.The ſignes of the dꝛie choler, as Abſutus 
ſaith, is great heate in the bodie, and coſtiueneſle of the belle, 
thereof it is ſa(d to be dzie, Pozeouer, the hoꝛſe will not couet to 
lie down, becauſe be is ſo pained in his bodie and his month will 
be hot and dꝛie. Jt commeth,as he ſaith, by obſtrudion of the con⸗ 
duit, thereby the choler ſhould reſoꝛt into the bladder of the gall, 
and bp obſtruction allo of the vzine vellels, ſo as hee cannot ſtale. 
The cure, accozding to his experience, is to giue him a gliſter 
made of olle water, and Nitrum, and to giue him no pꝛouender, 
befoze that pou haue raked his fundment, and to powꝛe oat the de⸗ 
codion of Pallowes mingled with werte wine into his noſtrils 
and let his meat be graſſe, oꝛ elſe ſweet hate ſpzinkled with Nitre 
and water, and he muſt reſt from labour, and be often rubbed. 
Hierocles would haue him to dꝛinke the decoction of wilde Cole- 
woztes ſodden in wine. Again of che moiſt choler of Jandis, theſe 
are the ſignes. The hoꝛſes eies will looke pellowe, and his noſ⸗ 
trills will open wide, his eares and his flanks will \weate, and 
his ale will be pellowe and cholericke, and hee willgrone chen 
be lieh downe. vhich diſcaſe the (aid Abſirtus was wont to heale, 
as he ſaith, by giuing the hoꝛſe a dzink made of Time e Cumin, 
of ech. like quantitie ſtampt together, nd mingled wich wine ho⸗ 
nie, and water, and alſo by letting him bloud in the 
Chis laſt diſcaſe ſeemeth to differ nothing at all from that which 
dur Ferrers call the yeſlowes. The fignes whereof , accoꝛding 
to Martin, be theſe. The hozſe will be faint, and ſweate as he flaw 
deth in the table, and fozſake bis meate » and his eies, _— 
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inllde or his lips and all his month within will bee yelotve. The 
cure ttherof actoꝛding to him is in this ſoꝛt. Let him bloud in the 
necke beine, a goodquantitie,and then giue him this'dzink : take 
of white Wine, 0: of Ale, a quart, and put thereunto of Saffron, 
turmerike,of ech balle an ounce, and the tulce that is wzoong ont 
of a great handfull of Celondine, and being lukewarme, gine it 
the hoꝛſe to dꝛinke, and keep him warme the ſpace of ſhʒee oz fours 
daies, giuing him warme water wicha little bzan in it. 


Ofthe cui habite of the bodie, end ot the dzoplie,Chap ret, 


S touching Ge dzinefle and conſumption of the fleſh, wich 
out any apparantcauſe iy, called of the phyſicians as { 
ſaid befoze Acrophia, J know not tat to ſay moze than J 
baue ſaid alteadie befoze in the Chapter of Conſumption 
of the fleſh , and cherefoꝛe reſoꝛt thither . And as fo the euill ha- 
bite of the bodie, which is to be enill coloured, heauy, dull, and 
of no foxce, frength, noꝛ liuelineſſe, commeth not fo; lacke of 
nutriment, but foz lacke of gosd nutriment, fo2 that the bloud is 
co2rupted with flegme, choler, 02 melancholie, p:oceeding either 
from the (plene, o2 elſe thzough weakeneſle of the ſtomach o2zLi- 
uer, cauſing euill digeſtion,o2 it map come bp fowle pea, 
and alſo fo lacke of moderate ererrciſe. The enill habite of the bo- 
die, is next coſinto the d:opſie, wherof chough our Ferrers haue 
bad no experience, vet becauſe mine old anthozs wziting of hoꝛſe⸗ 
leachcraft do ſpeake much thereof : Jthinke it good here bzieflie 
toſhew pou their experience therein, that is to ſaie, how to know 
it, and alſo how to cure it. But ith none of them do ſhew the canſe 
thereof it pzoceedcs, I chinke it meet firſt therefoze to declare vn⸗ 
to pon the canſes thereof, acco2ding to the doctrine of the learned 
Pbyſicians, which in mans bodie doe make thꝛee kindes of dꝛop⸗ 
ſies, calling the firff A-aſarca, the ſecond, Aſcites, and the third 
Timpaniis Anaſarcex, is an vniuerſal ſwell ing of the body tough 
the abundance of water, lying betwirt the ſkin and the fleſh. e dif 
ferethnotfrom the diſeaſe laſt mentioned, called C:chexia,that is

. ,Albelt they pꝛoceede both of like cauſes 
Wb. as 
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as of colbneflle aw weakeneſſe of the liner, 02 by means Gat ide 
heart, ſplene, Fomach, and other members feraing to digefffon, 
de grieued 02 diſeaſed. Aſcites is a ſwelling in the couering of Ge 
bellie, called ot the Abdomen, comprehending both 
the ſkin,the kat, eight muſcles, and the filme 6: panicle called Pe- 
moneum, ſhzough the abundance of ſong waicth humour entred 
into the lame, which beſides the cauſes befo:e alledged, pꝛoceedeth 
molt chiefly by meanes chat ſome of the velſcls within be bzoken 
o2 rather cracked, out of che which, though che bloud being ſome⸗ 
vbat groſſe tannot iCue fozth, pet the waieſh humoz being ſubtil, 
may run out into the bely,like water diſtilling tough a cracked 
pot. Timpanias called of vscommonlte the Timpante, is a ſwel- 
ling of the afozeſaſd couering of the bellie,chzough the abundance 
dk wind entred into the ſame, trhich wind is ingendzedof cruditie 
_ andenill digeſtion, and vbileſt it aboundeth in the Fomach, oꝛ o⸗ 
ther intrails, finding no iſſue out, it bzeaketh in violently tough 
the ſmall conduits among the panicles of the ſaid couering, not 
without great pain to the pacient, and © by toſſing to and fro, 
windeth at length into the ſpace of the conerring it (cif, But ſure» 
lie ſach wind cannot be aitogicher void of motſture.. Notwtth-. 
tanding, the bodie ſwelleth not ſo much with-this kind of dꝛopſte 
as with the other kind called Aſcites. The ſignes of the dzopte is, 
ſhoztnelle of bzeath, ſwelling of the bodie, euili colour, loching of 
meate, and great deſire to vzinke,and ſpectaltie in the dzopte cal 
ted Aſcites, in which alſd the beillie will ſound like a bottle half fal 
of water: bat in the Timpanie, it will ſoumd like a Taboz. But 
now though mine Aathours make not ſd many kindes of dzop- 
lies, pet they ſate all generallte, ſhat ahozſe is much ſubſec to the 
diopſie. che ſignes,accozding to Abſirtus, and Hierocles, be ele; 

Bis bellie, legges, nd ſtones, will beſwollen,, but his backe, 
buttockes, and flankes, will be dzied and 2onke vp to the verie 
bones. Poꝛeouer, che veines of his face and temples, and alfb the 
veins vnder his tongue wil be ſo hidden,aspou cannot dus chem, 
and if pon thzuſt pour finger hard againff his bodte, pou ſhall 
teane the peint thereof behind, ien the fleſh lacking natur all heat 
will not returne again to his place, (when the boſe lech down 
he ſpzeavethhimſelfe abzoad,not being able to lie round togicher —

on his bellie, and the haire of his backe by rubbing will fall aw; 
pPelagonius mſhewing the ſignesof ——ů— 
ring from the phylicians firlt recited, ſemeth to make two kinds 
thereof, calling the one che Timpanie, ubich fo2 difference ſake 
map be called in Engliſh the winde dzopfle, and the other the way 
ter dꝛopſie. Not wichſtanding both haue one cure, ſo farre as Jcan 
perceiue, uhich is in this ſoꝛt. Let him be warme couered,and wal 
ked a good while togither in the ſunne to pꝛouoke ſweate, and let 
all his bodie be well and often rubbed alongeſt the haire, and let 
him feed vpon Col woꝛts, ſmallage, and Tlming boughes and of 
all other things that mate loſen the bellie, oz pzouoke wine, and 
let his common meat be graſſe if it maie be gotten, if not; chen 
hay ſpzinkled with water and Nitrum.Jt is god alſo to giue him 
a kind of pulſe called Cich, ſtæped adaie anda night in water, 
and then taken out, and laid ſo as the water map dzop awate from 
it Pclagonius would haue him to dzinke parflie fampt with wine 
ch the rat of the hearbe called in Latin Panax, with wine. But if 
the ſwelling of the bellie will not decreaſe fon all this, then dlitte a 
little hole vnder his bellie a handfull behind the nauill, and put in⸗ 
to that hole a hollowe r&deo; ſome other pipe, that the water oz 
winde map go out, not all at once, but by little and little and at 
diners times, and beware that youmake not the hole oucr wide, 
leaf the caule of the bellie fall downe therevnto, and vhen all the 
water is cleane runne out, then heale vppe the wounde as poy 
doe all other woundes, and let the hoꝛſe dzinke as little as is po.

griefs. Fo; lometime it is tannented wich the abundance of groſe 
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harmours gotten betwirt the panicle of the ſaid gut. an ſumetime 
with wind haning no iſſue out. ſometime with inflammation,and 
ſometime with ſharpe fretting humours. But ſo farre as J can 
tearne, a hoꝛſe is moſt commoniie troabled with the cholike that 
commeth of wind, md thereof our Ferrers do tearme it the wind 
cholicke. The ſignes whereof be theſe. The hozſe will fo: ſake bis 
meate, and lie downe and wallowe and walter vpon the ground, 
and if mding on his feete he will ſtampe fo2 verie paine with his 
focfete,and ſtrike at his bellie with bis hinder foote ano loke of- 
ten towards his bcllie, which alſo towards the ſlankes will ſwell, 
and ſem greater to the eie than it was wont to be. The cure uber⸗ 
of accozding to Martin, is in this ſoꝛt: take aquart of malmeſie, 
of cloues, pepper, Cynamon, of ech halfe an ounce, of ſugar halfe 
a quarterne, ant giue it the hozſe luke warme, and annointe his 
flankes with oile of Baie and then bꝛidle him, and trot him imme 
diatlie vppe anddowne the ſpace of an houre, vntill he dung, and 
ifhe will not dung thenrakehim, andifnede be pꝛouoke him to 
dung. by putting into bisfundament an onion pilled andtagged 
wich a knife croſſewiſe, as the tuice thereof may tickle bis fun⸗ 
dament. and fo2 the ſpace of thze oꝛ foure daies let him dine no 
cold water, and let him be kept warme. Ruſsius was wont to vſo 
this kind of cure: take a good big rede a ſpan long oꝛ moze, and 
being annointed with oile, th2uſt it into the bozſes fundamente, 
faſtening the outward ende thereof vnto his taile.ſo as it cannot 
flip out, and then hauing firft annointed ard chafed all the hoꝛles 
bellie with ſome hot oile, cauſe him to be ridden ſomeubat baftilie 
vp md downe ſome hillie ground, and that will make him to vold 
the wind out of his bellte tough the rede: which done, let him be 
kept warme and keddo with good pꝛouender, and warme mathes 
made of ubeate meale, and fennelt ſeve , and let him dzinke no 
told water vntiil he be bhole. Abſirtus woulde haue you to giue 
him a gliſter made of wilde Cucumber, oz elſe of hennes dunge, 
Kitrum, and ſtrong wine. ay .

NotwithKanding, foꝛſomuch as Dyſenceria, 
and Tenaſmus, doe ſpzing both of like cauſes: pea, and alſo fo3 
that the falling out of the fandament. hath ſome affinitte with 
them, A will followe mine authours, in ioining them altogether 
inthis one Chapter. The phyſicians make diuerſe kindes of 
bloudie Flixe, foz ſometime the fatte of the limie filth which is 
voided, is ſpꝛinkled with a little bloud, ſometime the matter that 
votdeth is mixt wich the ſcrapinges of the guts, and ſometime it 
is wateriſh blond, like water vherein bloudie fleſhe hath beene 
waſhed , and ſometime bloud mixt with melancholte, and ſome- 
time pure blonde, nd by the mixture of the matter you ſhall 
know in mans body, thether the vlcer at ion be in the inner (mall 
guttes, oꝛ in the thicke outward gutfes : fo i it be in the inner 
guttes, then the matter and bloud will be perfeclie mixt togither:

thep map beloſened , by ouermuch moiſture, fo; vhich canſe;c<l- 
dzen being full of motſfure are moze ſubiect to this diſeaſe chan 
men. And foz the ſelfe ſame cauſe I thinke that hozſes hauing de 
rie moiſt bodies, bee ſubiect thercunto. Thus haning ſhewed por 
the cauſes of the __ befo2erecited, J will chew pou the cure 
p2eſcribed by the old wziters. Abſirtus would haue the fundament 
on the out ſide to be cut round about; but fo as the inwardring 
thereof be not touched, fo2 that were dangerous and woulde kill

Frumentie. Anatolius ſaith, that it is good to giue the hozſe ſhae

His name Colt euill, in my indgment, doch pꝛoper ly ſig⸗

Jtmapcome 
alſo by wearineſſe and tiring. Fo2 remcdie whereof Abſirtus 
was woont to waſh the pard with ſalt water from the ſea, if it 
might be gotten, ik not, with water and ſalt, and if that p;euailed 
not, he would au to pꝛicke the outmoſt ſkinne of the pard with a

mingled togither. But Martins experience is in this ſozte. Firſt 
waſh the pard with warme ui ite wine, and then annoint it with 
vile of Roſes, and honnie mingled together , and put it vp into 
the ſheath. And make him a Codpice of Cannas to keepe it ſtill 
bp, and dꝛeſſe htm thus cuerte date once, vntill he be whole. And

Firſt let him 
bloud on both ſides the flanke veines. hen take of dile of Roſes, 
ok vineger. of ech halle a pint,and halle a quarterne of Bole Ars 
monie,beaten intopowder. Pingle them togither ina Cruſe, 
and being lukewarme, annoint the Cods therewith with twooz 
thꝛee feathers bound togither, and the nert date ride him into the 
water ſa as his Cods may be within the water, giuing him two 
oz th:ce turnes therein, and ſo to retarne faire and foftlie to the 
ffable, and when he is dzie annoint him againe as befoze, conti- 
nuing thus to doe euerp day once vntill hee be vhole, The (aide 
Martin ſaith alſo, that Che Cods map be ſwollen by meanes of 
ſome hurt d euill humours reſdꝛting into the Codde, and then

Peritoneum. is either ſoꝛe ſtrained, os elſe bzoken, either of which 
things do moſt commonlie chante to hoꝛſes, either by ſome ſtripe

Dunds commeth by meanes of ſome ffripe 02 pzicke, 
ud they are pzoperlie called wounds, vhen ſom vole 
Y V part is cut 02 bzoken. Foꝛ a wound accozding to the 
ASS pbylicians,is defined to be a ſolution, diuiſton, oz par- 
ting of the hole. Fo2 if there be no ſuch ſolution oꝛ parting, then 
me thinkes, it ought rather to-be calleda bzuſe than a wounde. 
And therefo;e wounds are moſt commonlie made with ſharpe oz 
pearſing weapons, and bzuſes with blunt weapons. Notwith- ⸗ 
ſtanding,. if by ſuch blunt weapons, any part of the whole be eui⸗ 
dentlie bꝛoken, chen it ought to be called a wound as well as che 
other. Of wounds ſome be ſhallow, and ſome be derpe and hollow. 
Again, ſume chance in the fleſhie parts and ſome in the bonte, and 
ſinew places. And thoſe that chance in the fleſhie partes, though 
thep be verie deepe pet they be not ſo dangerous as the other, and 
therefo2ce we will ſpeake firſtof che moſt dangerous. Aka hoꝛſe

If his eies be wa- 
terich, dioud ſhottew; oꝛ griened wich pinne, webbe, oz hawe, 
chen it is good to frike He eie veine with afleame. It he haue a- 
nie heanineſle oꝛ wearineſſe of bodte , oz be diſeaſed in the th:ote 
with the Fangaliton, quinzie, o2 ſwelling of the urttres, either 
within oꝛ without , then it is goed to let him bloud in the month, 
inthe pallat veines wich a coznet, Jfhe be tered wich an ague,o2 
wich any other diſeaſe, vntuerlallie hurting his bodie, then let 
dim blond in the necke veins.

cochimia, uhþtch then it will not be cozreced oz holpen with good 


diet, alteration, noʒ by the benefit of nature and kindlie he at, then 
it muſt nerds be taken awaie by purgation, vomit oz gliſter. But 
fozſomuch as hozſes are not wont to be purged by vomit; as men 
be, A will ſpeake here onlie of gliſters and purgations. Andfirff, 
becauſe a hoꝛſe is grieued wich manie diſeaſes in his guts, e that 
nothing can purge the guts ſo well as a gliſter, and ſpeciallie the 
thick guts, J wiſh that our Ferrers woulde learne toknowe the 
diuerſitie of gliſters to hat end they ſerue, and with what dzugs 
o2 ſmples they ſhould be made, ſoꝛ as the diſeaſe requireth ſo mul 
the gliſter be made, ſome to eaſe griefs and ts allap the ſharpenes 
of humoꝛs, ſome to binde, ſome to loſen, ſome to purge euill hu⸗ 
moꝛs, ſome to clenſe vlcers: but our Ferrers vo vſe gliſters, on- 
lie to loſen the bell ie and fo2 no other purpoſe:pea,few o2 none do 
that vnleſſe it be Martin, and ſuch as he hath taught, who is not ig⸗ 
noꝛant, at a gliſter is the beginning of purgation. Foz a gliffer, 
by clenſing the guts, rekreſhech the vit all parts and pꝛepareth the 
wap befoze. And therfoze whenſocuer a hoꝛſe is ſurfetted and full 
of euill humo2s, needing to be purged and ſpeciallp being pained 
in the guttes, J woulde wiſh pon to begin firſt with a gliſter, leaſt 
by purging him by medicine vppon the ſudden, vou irre vppe a 
multitude of euill humoꝛs, ubith finding no pallage downe warde 
bicauſe the guttes be ſfopt with winde and dꝛegges, do ſtrike vp⸗ 
wards, and ſo per happes put the hozſe in great danger. But now 


pon ſhall vnderſtand that gliſters be made of foure thinge s, that 
is to ſap, of decodions, of dzngges, of oiles, oꝛ ſuche like vnqious 
Fl. ili. matters, 
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matters, as butter o2 ſoft greaſe, and fourthlis of diuers kinds of 
ſalt to pꝛouoke the vertue expulſtue. A decoction is as much to ſap. 
as the bꝛoth of certaine hearbes oꝛ ſimples boiled togither in wa- 
ter vntill the third part be conſumed. And ſometime in ſteade of 
ſuch decoction, it ſhall be needfall perhaps to vſe ſome fat bzoth, as 
the bzoth of Beefe, oꝛ of a ſheepes head, oz milke,o2 ubate, o: ome 
other ſuch like liquoꝛ, and that perhaps mingled with honie and 
fugar, accoꝛding as the diſeaſe ſhall require, the gliſter to be ep- 
ther lenitiue: that is to ſap, caſing paine, oz glutinatine, chat is, 
topning togither: oꝛ elſe abſterſlue, that is to ſate, cleanſing oz 
wiping away filthie matter, of vhich decoction oꝛ bzoath being 
ſtrained, pou ſhall need to take thzee pintes oz aquart at the leaſt. 
And then into that you may put ſuch dꝛugges as ſhall be nedfall, 
to the weight of th:& 02 foure ounces. accoꝛding as the ſimples 
ſhall be moꝛe oz leſſe violent. Ot᷑ oile at the leaft halfe a pint, and 
of ſalt twoe oꝛ th dzams , and then to be miniſfredlakewarms 
with a hozne 02 pipe made of purpoſe, then the hoꝛſe is not alto:

Chap.cixxxitii, 
FXEEFUrgations oz men may be made in diners ſoztes and 


2 BY comes, bt hozſes are wont to be purged onelie with 
villes oz elſe withparging powders pat into ale, wine 
bo ſome other liquoꝛ. But the ſimples vhcrof ſuch pils 
02 powders be made would be choſen with iudgement, and aptlie 
applied, ſo as pou map purge awaie the hurtetuſl humours, and 
not the good.Learne firlt therefoze to knowe with vhat humour 
o2 hamours the hozſe is grieued: be it Choler, Flegme, oꝛ Pe- 
lancholie, and in that part of the bodie ſuche humours doe a- 
bound, then Wat ſimples are beſte to purge ſuche humours , and 
with what pꝛopertie, qualitte, and temperament chey bee indued. 
Foz ſome be violent and nexte couſins to poiſon, as Scamonie, 
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o2 Coloquintida . Some againe are gentle, and rather meate 
than medicines, as Panna, Caſſia, Whate, Pꝛunes, and ſuche 
like. And ſome againe be neither too violent,noz to gentle, but in 
a meane, as Rhewbarbe, Agaricke, Sene, Aloes. che old men 
did vle muche to purge Yozlſes with the pulpe of Coloquintida, 
ſometime with the rootes of wilde cucumber, and ſomtime with 
the bꝛoch of a ſodden whelpe, mingled with Nitrum, and diuerſe 
other thinges, whereof J am ſure Jhane made mention befoze, 
in the curing of hozſes diſeaſes. Notwithſtanding, J would ner 
with poy to be raſh in purging a hoꝛſe after the olde mens cram- + 
ple. Foz as theirſimples manie times be verie violent, ſo 
the quantities therof by them pzeſcribed are very much, d dange- 
rous fo2 anp hoꝛſe to take in theſe dates, in the which neither man 
noz beaſt, as it ſeemeth,is of ſuch foxceo2 ſfrength,as they haue bin 
in times paſt. And therefoze, dhenſoeuer pou would purge a hole 
of any value, would counſell you topurge him with ſuche lyke 
kinds of purgations as Martin vſeth, dhe reo pon haue had cram- 
ples befoze in diuerſe places. And vbenſocuer pon lift fe know- 
ledge ſake, to deale wich other ſimples, to pꝛooue them firſt vpon 
ſuch Jades, as map be well ſpared, Fo2 uho lo mindeth to purge a 
phoꝛſe well, that is, to do him god, and no hurt, had nerd to conſider 
many things, as the nature of the hozſes diſcaſe, and the Hoꝛſes 
ſttength. Alſo che nature, ſtrength, aw quantitie of the medicine 
that he miniſtrech, the Region, oz Countrie, the time of the diſ⸗ 
eaſe, the time of the peare, and day. F02 as the diſeaſes and euill 
humours cauſing ſuch diſeaſes, be diuerſe, ſo doe they require 
to bee purged wich dinerſe medicines , diuerſly compounded, 
wherein conſiſteth a point of Art to be learned at the Phyſicians 
handes, and not at mine. Againe, weake, delicate, and tender 
hoꝛſes, maie not be purged in ſuch ſoꝛt, as thoſe chat be of a ſtrong 
Furdie nature. And therfoze in ſuch caſes, the qualitie, and quan⸗ 
titie of the ſimples is not a little to be conſidered, neither is the 
hotneſſe oꝛ coldneſſe of the region to be neglected,no2 the time of 
the diſeaſe: Fo2 ſome require to be purged in the very beginning, 
ſome not vntill the matter be thzonghlie digoſted: and though the 
diſeaſe pꝛoceede perhappes of cold, and . a mY 
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may not miniler ſuch hote ings in ſummer, as he wont do in 
Winter, noꝛ in the contrarie caſe, ſuch cold ings in winter. as 
he would do in ſummer. And tberefae the time and ſeaſon of the 
peare is called to be obſerued:pea, t the daie, and time of the date, 
Foz the moze temperate the dap is, che better, not in an extreme 
hot day, foz making the hoꝛſe to faint,no2 yet then the wind blow⸗ 
ech cold in the No2th, fo: that will ſtop ano hinder the woꝛking of 
the medicine, but rather in atemperat moiſt dap, uben the wind 
is in the ſonth,ifit may be, fo2 that will farther and helpe the woz2- 
king of the medicine, and make ſhe bodie loſe, md ſoluble. Again, 
foz a hozſe, whether pou purge him wich pilles, 02 dzink,it is beit 
foꝛ him as Martin ſaich, to take them in the mozning, after that he 
y bath faſted fcom meate nddzinke all the night befoze . And ha- 
ning reteiued his medicine, let him be walked vp and down, one 
houre af the leaf, and then ſet vp, and ſuffered to ſt and on the bit 
two oz theck houres, without any meate , but in che meane time 
ſte dat her be well littered , and warme conered, and at the ſh:ee 
boures end, offer him a little of a warme maſh made with vyeat 
mecale, 02 with bzan, oꝛ elſe with ground mault. Gine him little 
meate 02 none, bntill he be purged, all which thinges haue bene 
ſhewed pou befo2e in diuerſe places, and therefoze I thinke ſt not 
god to be tedious vnto pon wich often recit all ſhereof, |

two kinds of Cauterie, the one aduall, and the other potentiall. 
he Cauter ie actuall is that ubich is done onelie by fiering of the 
grieued place wich a hot iron. The potentiall Cauter ie is done by 
applieng vnto the grieucd place, ſome medicine 1 pu⸗ 
| trifactine 
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trifactine 02 cauſticke. But we will ſpeake firff of che aduall cau⸗ 
terte, ſhewing pou wherfoze it is good, then of vhat mett all and 
faſhion pour inſtruments ſhould be made, and finallie, how, and 
vhen to vſe them. Auicen ſaſth, that an aduall Cauter ie modc- 
ratelie vſed,is a noble remedie to ſtop coꝛruption of members. to 
reciſie the complexion of the ſame, and alſo to ſtanch bloud. Bow- 
beit you muſt beware (ſaich hee) that you touch not the finewes, 
choꝛdes, oz ligamentes, leaſt che member be weakened, oꝛ that the 
crampe inſuech. Vegetius alſo wꝛiting of hoꝛſeleacheratt pzaiſeth 
the acuall cauterte verie much, ſpeaking in this ſozte. e actu⸗ 

all Cauter ie (ſaith he) bindeth togither partes loſened, it doth at- 
tenuate partes blowne, and puffed vp, it dzteth vp ſouperfinous 
moliſture, it looſeneth, diſperſeth,and diuidech euill matter gathe⸗ 
red togither into knots, it all wagech old griefes, it recifieth thoſe 
partes of the bodie that are coꝛrupted hy any manner of wap, re⸗ 
ducing them to their pꝛiſtine eſtate, and ſuffereth no ſuperlluitvy 
to grow 02 increaſe, fo the ſkin being opened with a hote irun, all 
kind of coꝛruption by vertue of the fire is firſt digeſted, and ripe⸗ 
ned,+ chen diſſolued, ſo as the matter doth iNue ont at the holes, 
vherebp the member oꝛ part befoze offended, is nowe healed, and 
eaſed of all paine and griefe : pea,the holes being oncecloſed,and 
cleane ſhut vp, that place is fronger and better knitte togicher, 
and couered with a tougher (kin, than euer it was before. owe 
as touching the inffruments,vherof, « of that faſhion they ſhuld 
be made, pou ſhall vnderſtand , that Vegetius, md the other olde 
wꝛiters would haue them to be made of copper, p:aifing that met 
tall to be farre better to burne wich, than iron. The Chir«rgians 
fo; mans bodie doe p;aiſe gold and ilaer, but as fo the faſhion 
of the irons, it is to be referred to the kind of ſoze, and place grie⸗ 
ned, therewith pou haue to deale, acco2ding to the diuerſttie 
thereof, the inſtruments are to be made of diuerſe faſhtons, as 
ſome like ſearing irons withſharpe edges, and ſome wich blunt 
and bꝛoad edges, ſome like right, and ſome like crooked bodkins, 
ſome like hookes 02 ſickles, and ſome with a great buttun, and 
fome with a ſm all button at the one end, in making whereof che 
Ferrers judgment is mo needfull, who ought to be ſo ſailſul as 
he may be able tomake all maner of trons that hee ſhould orcu- 
; | pie 
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ple, to alter hem accoꝛding as ned ſhall require. And therefoze 
I thought god onelie heere to ſet fozth the ſhape of the common 
dꝛawing iron, and of the button iron, like in fozme to thoſe that 
Martin vſeth,referring all the reſt toyonr owne (adgment, ſpe- 
tiallie, ſich pou haue bin fulite inffruced befoze, of bat ſozt they 
ſhould be made meerte to ſerue your turne in any diſeaſe:nowe, as 
touching the vſe of the inſtrumentes, two thinges are ſpeciallie to 
be conſidered, that ts, the heating of the tron, and the bearing of 
the hand. Foz the backe of he iron may not be red hot, but onclte 
the edge, foꝛ feare of peelding to much heate And therfoze thongh 
it be made redhote at the firſt, yet it ſhall be good befoze pou oc- 
cupie it, to coole the backe of the inſtrument in water, as touch- 
ing the bearing of che hand, che moꝛe euenly and lightly it is done 
the better, and that accoꝛding as the ſineneſle, and thinneſle of the 
ſkin ſhall require,vbich is to be (udged by the hatre, Foz if the 
haſre be ſhoꝛt and fine, then it is a ligne of a fine ſkin, if long and 
rough, then it betokeneth a thicke ſkin. The fine ſkin requireth 
the lightcr hand, and not to be burned ſo dt epe as the thicke ſkin, 
yet both muff be burned vntill they looke pellowe. But the fine 
ſkinne will looke pellowe wich leſſer burning then the thick ſkin. 
Foꝛ the ſhicke ſainne with his long haire doth choake the fire, and 
fherefoe requireth a moꝛe heauie hand: pea, and moꝛe often hea- 
ting of the inffrument than the thinne ſkin doth , and be ſure to 
dꝛawe alwaies with the hatre, and not againſt the haire, in vhat 
fame, ę with that maner of lines hach beene taught pou befoꝛe:

Ake the ſhoe fit fo; the hooue in ſuche lozte as is befoze 
ſaid,ſaning that it would be alwaies ſtrongeſt towards 
the toe, and it muſt be pearſed nigher the heele than the 
toe, becauſe , as J haue ſaid befoze , hat the toe is al- 
waies the weakeft part of the hinder foot. And alſo let che outſide 
of the hinder ſhove be made wich a Calkin, nat ouer high, but let

Eſaves all theſe kindes of ſhaes bcfoze recited , there be 
diuerſe ofhers, whereof ſome are made high with Cal- 


kinges, ſome with ringes , bme with weltes oy bender 


about, ano ſome wich vices, ſome wich the toes turned 
bpward, ſome wich the heeles turned vpward, and of m_ 
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other faſhions,which though they be not lo needful, yet J thought 
god to ſpeak ſomeſhat of them, and alſo to ſet fozth ſome of their 
ſhapes. And firſt, as touching ſhooes with Calkins, Ceſar Faſ- 
chi ſaith , that though ſuche Calkins bee made to keepe the hozſe 
from lliding, yet they doe the hoꝛſe moze harme than good, in chat 
the hoꝛſe by means therof cannot tread euenlie vpon the ground, 
thereby he manie times wzincheth his foote , oꝛ ſtramech ſome 
ſinew, and ſpeciallie hen bee trauailech in fonte places, and on 
the mountaines, wheras the hardneſle of the tones perhaps not 
utter ing the Calkins to catch ſure hold, the foote llippeth with the 

moze violent ſtreſſe, and ſo taketh harme, and ſpectallie the heele, 
{fit be weake. And therefoze to tranell on ſhe mountaines, he 
pzaiſcth much the Turkie maner of ſhooing., which foz that pur- 
poſe make their hoꝛſes ſhooes with the heeles turned vpward, in 
ſach ſozt as pou ſee the planch made, ſetting them on with nailes 
hauing heades withlitlebuttons, but not landing ſo high aboue 
the ſhoe as our froſt nailes commonlie doe, whereby the hozſe 
treadethenenlie and ſurelte, ſo ſhall he not doe haning Calkins, 
vhich beſides the diſcommodities helme alledged, be verpdange» 
rous at anie time that you woulde manege pour hoꝛſe. Foz by 
croſſing in his turning, one foot perhaps may hurt another with 
the Calkin,ſo.as-it may make the hozſe tohalt:yes,amd perhaps 
lame him foz euer. And beſides that, the calkins being high be- 
hind, che bone tůnot be pared ſ@ much befoze at þ toe, as it ought 
to be, whereby the hozſe treadeth lower on his heeles, then he 
ſhould doe, being wel pared and ſhodde without Calkins, and ſo 
becommeth weake heeled. Notwithſtmbing, ſome neuer thinke 
their hoꝛſes to be well ſhodde, vnleſſe all che ſhoes bee made with 
Calkins, either ſingle o2 double: pet of two enils double is the 
leſſe. Fo2 the hozſetſhall tread euener with double, than with 
ſingle Calkins. But then ſuch Calkins would not be oner long, 
o2 ſharpe pointed, but rather ſhoꝛt and flat, as hath beene beſme 
taught, and is expꝛeſſed in the figure of hinder ſhooes heereafter 
following, which, as J ſaid befoze , Ceſar Fiaſchi calleſh Ramponi 
alla Ragoneſa. Thus mychof thoces with Calkins.

Hoes with rings were ſirſt inuented to make a Bozſe 
lift his feete high, but Ceſar Fiaſchi ſatth, that ſuch ſhoes 
be moze painful than helpfull to the hoꝛſe, and in wea- 
ring ſuch ſhoes he lifteth moze foz paine and griefe, and 
ſpectaliie being trotted vpon a hard ground, chan fo any pleaſtre 
oꝛ god chat they doe him, which thing is incident to manie hozſes 
that haue not ſound hooues. Fo2 though they be well ſhodde, and 
haue no rings at all, yet being trotted'bpon a hard ground, they 
willi lift hen ber than vpon a ſoft ground:foz hauing tender hones, 
tbey be afeard to touch the hard ground, euen like a mi that hath 
ſomegriefe in the le of his foote, which will rather twitch vp his 
leg, then offend the ſoꝛe place, by letting it to the ground. And if 
chat man ſhould weare a ſtraight ſhooe, it would greene him the 
wozſe. Enen ſo it fareth wich che hozſe, uhich perhaps hauing na- 
turallie tender heeles, ſome fo2 locke of diſcretion, do adde theres 
vato alſo high Calkins, o:elſerings,+ therebycauſc him to haue 
weaker herles then he had befoze. UWherefoze leauing aſide ſache 
vnpꝛoſitable deuiſes, J would wiſhe pon to make all pour ſhooes, 
and ſpeciallie pour foeſhooes, with ſponges, in ſuch oꝛder as hath 
beene befoze taught. And as foz making the hozſe tolift his feete, 
chat is to be holpen chieſlie by the Art and ſkill of the Rider. And 
vhilelſt the hoꝛſe is in ſchooling, J thinke it were not amille, to let 
bim were continually verie heany ſhoes, to che intent that being 
afterward ſhod wich lighter ſhwes, when be ſhould be maneged to 
the che we, oꝛ otherwiſe trauelled, he map feele his feete to be ligh⸗ 
ter . hath heme peed ae ones

Ofſhooes with ſwelling weltes, 02 boꝛders abont. Chap, xxtx. 
N Germanie and high Almaine; the Smithes doe make 
their ſhooes with a ſwelling welt round about the ſhoe, 
ſchich being as high as the heades of the nailes, o2 rather 
higher, doe ſane the nailes from wearing, which kind of

woe fon laſting. I muſt tieedes pꝛaiſe. Foz J my lelfehane tra- 


uelled, mp hoꝛſe being ſhod wich thoſe ſhwes, in thoſe countries 
aboue ſiue hund:eth miles right out, vppon very ſony ground: 
yea, 
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yea. and vpon the mountaines, without 02 dz 
uingnaile. Foz the ſhoce being made of well tempered tnffe, 
wearech equallie in all partes, ane the hozſe alſo treadeth euenlie 
vpon them, and ſpcctallie his feete being befoze well pared. Ceſar 
Haſchi pꝛaiſeth alſo this ſhooe verie much, to be vſed when a hozſe 
ſhouldrunne foz a wager, to kœpe him from ſliding. But ſhen he 
would haue the welt to be indented, hauing ſharpe pointed teeth 
like a ſa we, and chat the ſponges behind be as chicks as the welt, 
and that the welt be of a tough hard temper, fo; feare of wearing 
ouer faſf. And if pou liſt to hollow the ſaid ſhooe in the mid}, yet 
let not the imboſſed ſideriſe ſa high as the welt, but lie @metbat 
lower. With theſe kinds of ſhees they vſe in Italie toſhooe ſuch 
Barbarie hozſes, Ienncts, md Turks; as ate appointed to rum fo; the 
beſt game, at ſom publique triumph, oz foz any other pziuate wa- 
ger. And therfoe ſith this kind of ſhoe is ſo good to keepe a ho2ſe 
from lliding, Ceſar Faſchithinketh it bell tobe vſed to that ende, 
vtterly difſalowing both calkins,froft naules, creſts, ſpurs, an al 
ſuch like deuiſes, as are often vſedby the ignoꝛant ſozt, to keepe 
their hozſes from fliding,not confidcring the great diſcommodity 
and hurt that map redound thereof to the hoꝛſe, by mcanes that 
he tannot tread euen vppon the ground. ©: in the ſtead of this 
ſhooe, they map vſe the turkic ſhooe, t button nailes befoze men- 
tioned, awd that ſhall kcepe the ir hoꝛſes from fliding,better than 
any of the other deniſes, and with leſſe harme to the hozſe.
